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IBBITISII FOREIGN ENLISTMENT ACT, PASSED AUGUST 9, 1870. 



Wlioreaa it is oxiwdient to make provision for tlie regulntion of the 
coiuliiut of Her Miijesty's subjects during tlie existonce of lioatilities 
between foreign states with wbicU Her Majesty is at pence — 

Be it enacted by tlie Qneen's most exvellent Majesty, by and vith the 
Advioe and consent of tlie lords spiritual and teuiimral, and commonti, 
iu tUis present Parliniiieut assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

PBELmiNABY. 

First. This act may bo cited for all iiuriioscs as "Tho foreign enlist- 
ment act, I&IO." 

Second. This act shall extend to all the doiuinions of llcr Miycsty, 
iuoluding tlio uljaceiit territoiial waters. 

Thinl. This act shall coino into o|)ei-ation in the UnitctI Kingdom im- 
mediately on the passing thcrooC, and hIiuII bo prouhiiiiictl in every 
British possesKiun by tlio governor thereof as bo«)Ii as may be after he 
receives notice of this at^t, and bIiiiII cotno into o[>emtion iu thtit Itritish 
Itossotision on tliu day of such pi-oclaiiiatioii, and the time ut which this 
act comes into «|ieratioii in any place in, as R'siiects such place, in this 
act relciTcd to »s the coiiuncncciiu-iit of this act. 

ILLEGAL ENLISTMENT. 

Fonrth. If any ]K>rsoii, without the licoiiso of Her Majesty, being a 
British subjeet, within or without llcr Majesty's dominions, accepts or 
agrees to ucccpt any commission or eiifirageuient in the military or uaval 
serviite of any foreign slate at war with any foreign state at ]icace with 
IJer Majesty, and in this act referred to as a friendly state, or whether 
a British siiltiect or not, within Ucr Majesty's dominions, induces any 
other iiei-soii to ucc<>pt or agree to accept any coiuiiiission or cngageiiiont 
in the military or naval serviiw of any such foreign state as atoreanid, 
he shall be guilty of uu ofleuse against this act, and siiall he punishable 
by fine and iinimsonnient, or either of such punishments, at the discre- 
tion of the court before which tho ofl'euder is convicted ; and imprison- 
ment, if awarded, may be either witli or without hard labor. 

Filth. If any i>erson, without th« license of Her Miyesty, bein^ a 
British subject, *]mlii or goes on botml any ship with a view of quitting 
Ucr Majesty's dominions, with intent to accept any coniinissiou or ou- 
gagement in the military or naval service of any foreign state at war 
with a friendly state, or whether a British subject or not, Trithiu Her 
Majesty's dominions, induces any other iwrson to quit or to go on board 
any ship with a view of quitting llcr Majesty's dominions with the like 
intent, lie shall be gidlty of an oti'ensc against this act, an<l shall bo 
I>unishablo by line and iuiprisoumeut, or eiUter of such punishments, at

the discretion of the conrt before \rliich the offender is convicted ; and 
imprison 111 CI It, if awardetl, may be citbcr witb or without hart] labor. 
. Sixth. If any person induces any other jierson to quit Her Majesty's 
dominions or to cmburk on any ship witliin Her Miijesty'^ dominions 
under a misrepresentation or i'aJse ropreseiitatiou of the service in which 
such person is to be engaged, witli t)ie intent or iii order that aueh iter- 
80U may accept or agree to accept any commission or engagement iu the 
miliUry or naval service of any foreign stite at war with a friendly 
state, lie shall be guilty of an offense against this act, and shall be pun- 
ishable by fine and impi-isonincnt, or either of sucli punishnieiits, at the 
discretion of the court before which the offender is convicted ; aiidim- 
prisoumcnt, if awarded, may be cither with or without hard labor. 

Seventh. If the master or owner of any ship, without the license of 
Her M(^esty, knowingly either takes on board, or engages to take on 
board, or has on board such ship within Her Majesty's dominions any of 
the following ]wr8ons, in this act referred to as illegally enlisted per- 
sons — that is to say : 1. Any peraoii who, being a British subject, within 
or without the dominions of her Mujesty, has, without the license of 
Her Majesty, accepted or agreed to accept any commission or engage- 
ment in the military or naval service of any foreign state at war with 
any fiiendly state. 2. Any iiersoii, being a British subject, who, with- 
out the license of Iler Majesty, is about to quit Her Majesty's dominions 
with intent to accept any commission or engagement in the military or 
naval service of any foi-cign state at war with a friendly state. 3. Any 
l)ei'son who has been induced to ■ embark under a misrepresentntion or 
false representation of the service in which such . iiersoii is to be en- 
gaged — with the intent or in oi'der that such i>er3(>n nmy accept or agree 
to accept any commissiou or engagement in the military or naval service 
of any foreign state at war with a friendly state, sn<;h master or owner 
shall be guilty of an oftense against this act, and the following conse- 
qoences shall ensue ; thatisto»iy: ]. The oll'ender shall bopunishable 
liy line and imprisonineiit., or either of such piinislimunts, at the ilisci-e- 
tiou of the conrt before which the uti'ender is convicttHi ; and ini]ii'is(ni- 
nieiit, if awaiiled, may bo either with or without hard laltor; and 2. 
Such ship shall be detained until the trial and conviction or uc4]uitta1 of 
the master or owner, and until all penalties inflicted on the master or 
owner have been paid, or the master or owner bos givonsceurity for the 
payment of such penalties to the satisfaction of two justices of the 
peace, or other magistrate or magistrates having the authority of two 
justices of the peace; and 3. All illegally entUted persons shall imme- 
diately on the discovery of the offense be token on shore, and shall not 
be idlowed to return to the ship. 

ILLEaAIi SHIP-BUILDIVa AND ILLEQAl. HXFEDITIONS. 

Eighth. If any iierson witliin Her Majesty's dominions, without the 
license of Her Mnjeaty, docs any of the following acts — that is to say : 
1. Builds or agrees to build, or causes to be bnilt any ship with intent 
or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to believe, that the siime shall 
or will be employed in the military or navid service of any foreign stittc 
at war with any iiiendly state; or, 2. Issnes or delivers any commission 
for any ship with intent or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to 
believe, that the same shall or will be employe<1 in the military or naval 
service of any foreign state nt war with any friendly state; or,>J. £qui[)s 
any ship with intent or knowledge, or having i-eaaouable cause to believe, 
that the same shall or will be employed in the military or naval service 
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of any foreign state at war witli any friendly Btate ; or, 4. Dispatches, 
or causes or allowB to be dispatched, any ship irith intent or knowledge, 
or having reasonable cause to believe, that the same shall or will be em- 
ployed in the military or naval service of any foreign state at war with any 
friendly state — such person sball be deemed to have comioitted an offense 
agaiiint this act, and the following consequences shall ensue: 1. The 
offender shall be pniiiahable by flite and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretiou of the court before which the offender 
is convicted; and impriHonment, if awarded, may be either with or 
without hard labor. 2. The ship in respect of which any such offense 
is cx>mniitt«d, and lior cipiipment, shall be forfeited to Her Mi^jesty: 
Provided, that a person building, causing to be built, or equipping a 
nhip in any of the cnmts at'oicmiid, in purAuanco of n cOTitnu;t ma<lo 
before the commencement of such war as aforesaid, shall not be liable 
to any of the penalties imposed by tbia section in respect of such build- 
ing or equipping if he satisfies the conditions following — that is to say : 

1. If forthwith, upon a proclamation of neutraUty being issued by Her 
Majesty, he gives notice to the secretary of state that be ia so building, 
causing to be bnilt, or equipping such ahip, and fumisbea such particu- 
lars of the contract and of any matters relating to, or <lone, or to be 
done under the contract as may be required by the secretary of state. 

2. If he gives such security, and takes and i>eruiitfl to be taken such 
otiier measures, if any, as the secretary of state may prescribe for insur- 
ing that such ship shall not be dispatched, delivered, or removed with- 
out the license of Her Majesty until the termination of such war as 
aforesaid. 

Xinth. Where any ship is built by order of, or on behalf of, any for- 
eign state when at war with a friendly state, or is delivered to or to the 
order of such foreign state, or any i>cr8«n who, to the knowledge of the 
jwrsoii building, is an agent of sncli foreign state, or in paid for by such 
foreign state or such agent, and is enipluycil in the military or naval 
service of such foreign state, such aliip shall, until the contrary is proved^ 
be deomul to liavo been bnilt with a view to beting so enijiloyed, anil 
the burden shall lie on the builder of snch ship of proving that he did 
not know that the ship was intended to be so employed ui the military 
or naval service of such foreign state 

Tenth. If any person within the dominions of Her Mr^esty, and with- 
out the license of Her Majesty, by adding to the number of tlie guns, or 
by changing those on board for other guns, or by the addition of any 
equipnteut for war, increases or angments, or procures to be increased 
or augmented, or is knowingly concerned in increasing or augmenting 
the warlike force of any ship which at the time of her heiug williin the 
dominions of Her Majesty was a ship in the military or naval service of 
any foreign state at war with any friendly state, snch person shall be 
guilty of an offense against this act, and shall be punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, or either of such punishments, at the discretiou of the 
court before which the offender is con\-icted ; and imprisoomeut, if 
awarded, may be either with or witliout hard labor. 

Eleventh. If any person within the limitsof}[cr Majesty's dominions, 
and without the litM^nseof Her Maieaty, prepares or intfl out any naval 
or military cx|H>ditinn to ])n>nc^l against the dominions of any friendly 
state, the follow iiig consoquenties shall ensue: 1. I'lvery i)ersoii engaged in 
such preparation or fitting out, or assisting therein, or employed in any 
capacity in such expedition, shall be guilty of an offense against this 
act, and shall l>e punishable by Hue and imprisonment, or nither of such 
puuishmouts, at the discretion of the court before which the offender is 
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convicted ; .inil impriRonmcnt, if nwnnlnl, niny l)c eitlictr with nr wiMimit 
liiml livbur. 'J. All sIiiim and tlivir iMiiii|HiiviiUt, mitl itll uriiis uml muni- 
tioiia of w»r, used in or funuiiig pan of siiuli expedition, uliidl bo for- 
feited to Ilei- Majesty. 

Twclttli. Any person who i\idx, abets, conri!Wl8, or proenrea the coin- 
missroii of any olfontto agaiu»t this act shall be liable to bo tried and 
puiiixlied i)B a prindiial olTuiitler, 

Thivtoeiitk. The tatiu of iini>ri(ioiiriicnt to bo awanlctl in resttcet of 
any ofliliiso against this act shall not exceed two years. 

ILLEQAL PUIZE. 

Fourteenth. If, during the continanuce of luiy war in which Her Knj- 
esty may bo nentnit, any 8bi]>, goods, or meruhinidtse captured as prize 
of war within the territorial jurisdiction of Her Majesty, in violation of 
the neutrality of this realm, or captnretl by any ship which uiiiy have 
been built, equipped, commissioucd, or diaimtchcd, or the force of which 
may have been augmented, contrary to the provisions of this act, ore 
brought within the limits of Her Majesty's doininions by the captor, or 
any agent of the captor, or by any iterson having couio into itossessiun 
thereof with knowlcilgo that the siiine was prizo of war ho tMiptniiHl an 
alontstiid, it shall bo Uwliil for the original owner of uiicli \mx*!, or his 
ngcnt, or for any iicrsoii nntborixotl in that behalf by thu government 
of tlio foreign staU; to which such owner Itelongs, to iiniko applicmtion 
to the court of admiralty for seiKum and detention of snch prize, 
nud tho court shall, on due pi-oof of tho facts, order sncli prize to bo 
ivstore<l. 

Kvcry such order shall be cxecntcti nud carried into effect in the same 
manner, and subject to the same right of api>eal, as in c:uh> of any onler 
made iu the exercise of tho ordinary jurisdiction of such court; ami in 
tho nicuu time nud nntd a liual order has lH.>on nnule on such ai»pliuiition 
tho court shall have power to make all such provisional and other orders 
as to the care or cnstody of such captnretl ship, goo<)s, or men-hand istt, 
and (if tho snntc l>e of perishable natuiv, or iiicurrin;r risk of dctcrioni- 
tion) for tho sale thereof, and with i-csiXMit to the deiwsit or investment 
of tlie procee<ls of any snch sale, as nmy bo made by such court in the 
exercise of its ordinary jurisdiction. 

GEMBEAI. FBOTISION. 

Fifteenth. For the purposes of this net, a license by ITcr Majesty 
shall be under tho sign-manual of Her Majesty, or be signilied by order 
in council or by proclamation of Her Majiwty. 

LliGAL I'KOCUUUBB. 

Sixteenth. Any offense against this act shall, for all pur]>oses of and 
incidental to the trial and punishment of any person guilty of any 
such offense, be deemed to have been commitUMi either in the place in 
which the offense was wholly or partly committetl, or in any place 
within Uer Ifnjesty's dominions in which the i>ersou who committed such 
offense may be. 

Seventeenth. Any offense against this act may be described in any 
indictment or other document relating to such offense, hi cases where 
the mwie of trial requires snub a description, as having been committed 
at the place where it was wholly or partly committed, or it may be 
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averred generally to linvc been committed witbin Her Migesty's domin- 
ions, and the venue or local description ia tbo margin may be tliat of 
tlie county, city, or place iii which the trial is held. 

Eighteenth. The following authorities, that ia to say, in the United 
Kingdom, any jndge of a su|>ertor courtj iu any other place within the 
jnriwiiction of any British court of justice, such court, or, if there ore 
more courts than one, the court having the highest criminal jurisdictJoa 
in that phtee, may, by warrant or iMstrumont in the uature of a warrant 
in this section included iu the term " warrant," direct that any offender 
chargetl with an offense against this act shall be removed to some ottier 
place in Her Majesty's dominions for tiial in cases where it rH>iicars to 
the authority gntnting the wariitnt that the removal of such oiTcmler 
would be <!onducive to the interests of Justice, and any prisoner so re- 
moved shiill iKt triable iit tbo plara In which he is removed, in tlie same 
nmiincr as if his olfcnse hiul been committtid at siicb place. 

Any warntnt tor the piir|K>se of this suction may be uddresscd to the 
niHHt^ir of any ship or to any other ])ci-8on or peiiwns, and the |>er3on or . 
persons to whom such warrant is addressed shall have power to convey 
the prisoner therein named to any place or phtces named iu such war- 
rant, and to deliver him, when arrived at such place or places, into the 
custody of any authority (lesignated by such warrant 

Every prisoner shall, iluring the time of his removal nnder any such 
warrant as aforesiiid, be deemed to be in the legal custody of the iiersou 
or ]>crxons cmiHiwereil to I'emove him, 

Nineteenth. All proceedings for the condomnntion and forfeiture of a 
ship, or ship and equipment, or armsandinunitionsof war, in pursuance 
of this act, shall require the snnctiou of the secretary of state or such 
chief executive autiiority as is iu this act mentioned, and shall be had 
in the court of ailmirnlty, and not iu any other court; and the court of 
ndminilty shall, in addition to any power given to the court by this act, 
linve in respect of any ship or other matter brought before it in pnr- 
8uan<% of this act all i»owei-a which it hits iu the case of a ship or matter 
bnntght Wore it in the exercise of its onliuary jurisdiction. 

Twentieth. Wiiere any ollensu iigaiimt this act has been committed 
by any ])erson, by reason whereof a ship, or ship and equipment, or 
arms and munitions of wa?, iias or have become liable to torfeitnre, 
]>rncee<liugs may lie instituti^d contemporaneously or not, as luny bo 
thniiglit lit, against the offender in any court having Jurisdiction of the 
offense, and against tbo ship, or sliip and equipment, or arms and muni- 
tions of war, for the forfeiture iu tlie court of admiralty ; hut it shall 
not l>e necessary to tivke proceedings against the odeiider, because pro- 
ceedings are instituted for the forfeiture, or to take proceedings for the 
forfeitnre because procectlings are taken against the offender. 

Twenty-Brst. The following officers, that is to say, 1. Any officer of 
customs in the United Kingdom, subject nevertheless to any si>ecial 
or general instructions from the commissioners of customs or any officer 
of the Hoard of Tratle, subject nevertheless to any ei>ecial or general 
instructions fi-om the Doanl of Trade; 2. Any officer of customs or 
public officer in any British jiossession, subject ucverthelees to any 
si>ecial or general iiistriietious from the governor of such possession ; 
3. Any commtssioiie*! officer on full pay in the mtlitiiry service of the 
Orown, subject nevertheless to any special or general instructions from 
his dmimanding officer; 4. Any co.n missioned officer on full pay iu the 
uaval service of the (Jrowii, siihject ncverthelusn to any si>ecial or gene- 
ral instructions from the admiriilty or his suiieriur officer, may seize or 
detain any ship liable to be seized or detaiueil in pursuance of this act,

but notliing iii this act coutaiued sliall derogate from the jtower of the 
court of admiralty to direct any ship to be aeizeil or detained by any 
officer by whom such court may have power uuder its ordinary juriadio- 
tion to direct a ship to be seized or detained. 

Twenty-second. Any oAicci* aiitboiized to seize or detain any ship in 
respect of any oR'enBO n^nst tills nutinay, for the purpose of enforcing 
snch scizni-o or detention, call to hi» aid any consbiblo or oflluers »f 
IMltce, or any officcra of Her Majesty's lurniy or navy, or marines, or any 
excise officers orofllcers of cnstoms, or any liarbor-nnuiter or dock-uinstcr, 
or any officers haviug authority by law to mak6 soizureit of Hbiim, and 
may i>ut on board any ship so seized or detained, any one or more of 
saiA officers to take charge of the same, and to enforce the provisions 
of this act-, and any officers seizing or detaining any ship under this act 
inny use force, if necessiiry, for the purpose of enforcing seiznre or deten- 
tion, and if any person is killed or muiintHl by i-ensun of his resisting 
such officer in the execution of his duties, or any person ncting untlcr 
bis orders, such officer so seizing or detiuniiig tlie ship, or other jterson, 
shall be freely and fully indemnified as well against the Queen's Majesty, 
her heirs and saccessora,' as against all iiersons so killed, maimed, or 
hurt 

Twenty-thinl. If the SMretnry of stnto or the chief exccntivc author- 
ity is Biitisfied that there is a ituisonable and prttbable eiiuso for believ- 
ing thnt a ship within Her Majesty's dominions has been, or is being 
built, conimiBstoned, or e<]ui|>i>ed, contrary to this act, and is about to 
bo taken beyond the limits of sueh dominions, ov that a ship is about to 
be dispatched contrary to this act, such secret^iry of state or cliiuf exec- 
utive authority shall have power to issue a warrant stating that there 
is reasonable and probable cause for believing as aforesaid, and niion 
such warrant the local authority shall have power to seize and search 
such ship, and to debun the same until it luHt l»een cither condemned 
or released by process of law, or in mainier herciiintftor mentioned. The 
owner of the ship so detained, or bis agent may apply to the court of 
admiralty for its release, and the court shall as soon as possible jnit the 
matter of such seizure and detention in course of trial between the appli- 
cant and the down. If the applicant establish to the Batisfactioii of 
the court that the ship was not and is not being built, commissioned, of 
equipped, or intended to be dispatchctl contrary to this act, the ship 
shall be released and restore<l. If the applicant fail to establish to the 
satisfaction of the court that the ship was not and is not being built, 
commiasioneil, or er)nip{>ed, or intended to be dispatched contrary t« 
this act, then the ship sliall be detained till released by order of the 
secretary of state or (diief executive authority. The court may, in cases 
where no proceeiliugu are iiending for its condemnation, release any 
ship detained under this section on the owner giving security to the sat- 
isfaction of the court that the ship shall nut bo employed contrary to 
this act, notwithstanding that the applicant may have failed to estab- 
lish to the satisfaction of the court that the ship was not and is not be- 
ing built, commissioned, or intended to be dispatched contrary to this 
act. The secretary of state or the chief executive authority may like- 
Tvise release any ship detainetl uuder this section on the owner giving 
security to the satislttction of such secretary of state or chief executive 
authority that the ship shall not be employed contrary to this net, or 
mayrelease the ship without such security, if the secretary of state or 
chief executive authority think ilt so to release the same. If the court 
be of opinion that there was not reaisonnblo and pnibabic citiise for the 
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detention, anil if no eoch canse appear in the conrse of the proceedings, 
tbe court sliall bave i>ower to Ouclare that the o^ner is to be indemni* 
fled by the payment of costs and damages iu respect of the detention, 
tbe atDouut thereof to be assessed by the court, and any amount so 
assessed Bhall be payable by tlie commissioners of the treasury out of 
any moneys lef^lty appUctvble for that purpose. Tbe court of admiralty 
sball also have power to make a like order for the indemnity of the 
owner, ou the application of such owner to the court, in a summary way, 
ill cases where the ship is ruluitscd by tbe order of tlie secretary of 
state or the chief executive authority, before any application is made 
by the owner or Jiis agent to the court for such release. 

nothing iu this section contained shall nfTect any proceeilrngs instituted 
or to be instituted for the condemnation of auy ship detained under this 
section where such ship is liable to forfeiture, subject to this provision, 
that if such ship is restored in pursuance of this section, all pi-oceedings 
for such coudemnutiou nhall ha stayed ; and wbcro tbe court declares 
that the owner is to be indemnified by tbe payment of costs and dam- 
ages for the detainer, all costs, charges, aud expenses, incurred by such 
owner in or about any proceedings fur the coiulomnution of such ship, 
shall be added to the coste an*! damages payable to him in respect of 
the detention of tbe ship. }4othiiig in this section contained sliall apply

Twenty- fourth. Where it is rctireaontc<l to any local authority, as 
defined by this act, aud siicb local authority believes tbe representation, 
that there is a reasonable and probable cause for believing that a ship 
within llerAIajesty's dominions has been or is l>eing buUt, commissioned, 
or C(|uip[>e<l, contrary to this act, and is about to be taken beyond the 
limits of such dominions, or that a ship is about to be diBpatcbe<l con- 
trary to this act. it shall be the duty of such local authority to detain 
Buch ship, aud forthwith to communicato the fact of such detention to 
the secretary of stete or chief executive authority. Upon the receipt of 
such conimunicatiou the secretary of state or chief executive autliority 
may order tbe ship to bo rcleasetl, if be thinks there is no cause for 
detaining her, but if satlsllf^d that there ta reasonable and probablo cause 
lor believing that such ship was built, conunissiuneil, or c(]iiipi»e(l, or 
intende<l to bo dispateheil iu contravoiitiou of this act, he shall issue bis 
warrant sbiting that there is reasonable ami probable cause for believing 
OS afori^iid, and upon such vvurnint being issued, further proceedings 
shall be iiad as in ciiscs where tlio scixure or detention has token place 
on a warrant issuedbytliesocrctaryof state without any communication 
JVoia tbe local authority.

Twenty-fifth. Tbe secretary of state or the chief executive authority 
may, by warrant, cin]>ower any person to enter any dock-yard or other 
place within Her Majesty's dominions and intinire as to the destination 
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of any 8li!p whicli may appear to him to be intruded to be employed ia 
the naval or military service of any foreign state at war with a friendly 
state, and to aearcb siicli ship. 

Twenty-si xtli. Any powers or jnrisdiction by this act given to th6 
secretary of state may bu cxurciHud by liirn tliroiighoiit the dominions of 
Her Majesty, and such i>owcra iiiid jurisdiction may nlsolwi'xercisedby 
any of the fullowing oHlcci-s, in this avt roferred to aH the cliiof executive 
authority, within tlioir resi>ective jurisdictiuii» : tliat is to say: 1. In 
Ireland, by the lord lieutenant or otiier the chief governor or governors 
of Ireland for the time being, or the cLief secretary to the lord lientenant. 
2. In Jersey, by the lieutenant governor. 3. In Guernsey, Alderney, 
and Sark, and the dependent islands, by the lieutenant governor. 4. In 
the Iste of Man, by the lieutenant governor. 5. In any British itoaaes- 
sion, by the governor. A copy of any warrant issued by a secretary of 
state, or by any ofBcer authorized in pursuance of this act to issue such 
vrarrant in Ireland, the Channel Islands, or the Isle of Man, shall be laid 
before Parliament. 

Twenty-seveatli. An appeal may be had from any decision of a court 
of admiralty under this act, to the same tribunal and in tlie same man- 
ner to and in which on appeal may be had in cases withiu the ordinary 
jurisdiction of the court as a court of admiralty. 

Twenty-eighth. Subject to the provisions of tliis act providing for the 
award of damages in certain cases in respect of tlie seizure or detention 
of a ship by the court of admimlty, no damages shall be payable, and 
no ofiBcer or local authority shall be responsible, either civilly or crimi- 
nally, in resi>ect of the seizure or detention of any ship in pursuance of 
this act. 

Twcuty-niuth. Tlio secretary of state shall not, nor shall the chief 
executive authority, be responsible in any action or other legal proceed- 
ings whatsoever for any warrant issueil by him in pursuance of this act, 
or be examinable as a witness, except at his own request, in any court 
of justice in respect of the circuinstancoa which led to tlie issue of the 
warrant. 

INTBBPBETA.TION CLAUSE. 

Thirtieth. In this act, if not inconsistent with (he context, the follow- 
ing terms have the meanings hereinafter respectively assignetl to tliem ; 
that is to say : 

" Foreign state " includes any foreign prince, colony, province, or part 
of any province or people, or any person or persons exercising or assum- 
ing to exercise tLe powers of government in or over any foreign country, 
colony, province, or part of any province or iteople. 

"Military service "shall include milihuy telegraphy and any other 
employment whatever, in or in connection with any military operatiou. 

'* Naval service" shall, ns resi>ects a )>crson, include service as a marine, 
employment as a pilot in piloting or directing the course of a ship of 
war or other ship when such ship of war or other ship is being med iu 
any military or naval ojieration, and any employment whatever on board 
a ship of war, transiiort, store-ship, privateer, or sliip under letters of 
marque; and^ as rc8i>ects a ship, include any user of » ship as a trans- 
port, store-ship, privateer, or ship under letters of marque. 

" United Kingdom " includes the Isle of Man, tbe Ghauuel Islands, and 
other adjacent islands. 

" British possession " means any territory, colony, or place being part 
of Her M;^esty's dominions, and not part of the United Kingdom, as 
defined by this act. 
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" The Recretary of state " sliall mean an; one of Her Miueatj-'s princi' 
pal Rccrctaries of state. 

" Tlie governor " hIiaII, ae rcspecta India, meon the governor general 
or tlie governor of any presidency, and, where a British possession con- 
giats of Bovenvl cotistituniit colonies, mean the governor general of tlie 
whole ))08sea8ion or tlie governor of any of the constituent colonies; and, 
as refi|>ect3 any other British possession, it shAll mean the oQLcer for the 
time being administering tlie government of such possession ; also, any 
person acting for or in the capacity of a governor shall be included ander 
the t«nn " governor." 

" Uonrt of admiralty " shall mean the high oonrt of admiralty of Eng- 
land or Ireland, the conrt of session of Scotland, or any vice-admiralty 
court within Her Majesty's dominions. 

'• Ship " shall include any description of boat, vessel, floating-battery, 
or tloatiug-cratt ; also, any description of boat, vessel, or other craft or 
battery, made to move either on the surface of or under water, or so me 
times on the surface of and sometimes under water. 

" Building," in relation to a ship, shall include the doing any act 
toward or incidcnttil to the constrnction of a ship, and all words having 
relation to building shall be construed acconliiigly, 

" Equipping," in relation to a ship, shall include the furnishing of a ship 
with any tackle, apparel, fnrnitiiTe. provisions, arms, munitions, or stores, 
or any other thing which is used in or about a ship for the purpose of 
fitting or adapting her for the sea or for naval service, and all words 
relating to equipping shall be construed accordingly. 

" Ship and equipment" shall include a ship and everything in or be- 
longing to a ship. 

" lUtaster" shall Inolnde any person having the charge or command of 
a ship. 

REPEAL OF ACTS AND 8ATINO CLAUSES. 

Thirty-first. From and after the commencement of this act, an act 
passed in the flfty-nintli year of the reign of his late Mi\jesty King George 
the Third, chapter sixty-nine, entitled "An act to prevent the enlisting 
or engagement of His Mtyesty's subjects to serve in foreign service, and 
the fitting out or equipping, in His Majesty's dominions, vessels for war- 
like i>ur|)osee, witliout His Miijesty'slicenso," shall be repenleil: Provided, 
that ench repeal shidi not aft'ect any penalty, forfeiture, or other punish- 
ment incurred or to be incurred in reR|>ect of niiy offeiise committed 
before this act comes into operation, nor the institution of any investi- 
gation or legal proceeding, or any other remedy fur ouforciDg any such 
penalty, forfeiture, or punishment as aforesaid. 

Thirty-second. Nothing in this act contained shall gnbject to forfeiture 
any commissioned ship of any foreign state, or give to any British court 
over or in respect of any ship entitled t<o recognition as a Commissioned 
ship of any foreign State anyjurisdictiou wliich it would not have had if 
this act had not passed. 

Thirty-third. Nothing in this act coutnined shall extend or be con- 
strued to extend to subject to any pOTialty any person who enters into 
the military service of any prince, state, or poteutate in Asia, with such 
leave or license as is for the time being required by law in the case of 
subjects of Her Jtfi^jesty entering into the military service of princes, 
states, or potentates in Asia.

Statntes for tlie better preservation of neatrality, which have come to 
be known in England as " Foreign EDlistmcnt Acts," bad their origin in 
tbe United States. They arose oat of tlie endearor of AVasbington's 
administration to maintain, under great difQcuIties, nentrality ia tbe 
wars of the French llevolutiou. In order to secure the aid of France 
in their struggle for independence, the United States had made terms 
in their l^^aty of Commerce, of 17T8, which cansed them great trouble 
ftilerward. By tbe 17tb article of that >treaty French public ships or 
privateers could take their prizes into American ports, without restric- 
tion of cause or time, and the legality of the captures could not be there 
inquired into, while the United States were bound to close their ports 
against prises made from the French by nations at war with France, 
ezceptns ports of refuge in strcssof weather, and, iu such cnse, to require 
their departure at tbe earliest practicable moment. By the 22d article 
privateera of a nation atwarwilh France were to be prohibited, in ports 
of the Unite<1 States, from fitting themselves, and from selling their 
prizes, or procuring stores beyond what should be necessary to take 
them to tho neai«8t port of their own country. 

In 1703 the French frigate Ambuscade captured an English merchant 
vessel, the George, in Delaware Bay, and brought her to Philadelphia. 
The United States restored ber, as her capture was a clear violation of 
sovereign territorial right. M. Oeneti embassador from the French 
republic, had nndertaken to fit out privateers in the ports of the United 
States to cruise against British commerce, and to eulist American citi- 
zens to serve on board them. The British claim for the restoration 
of their prizes, on the sole ground that the privateers wbicb captured 
them were fitted out in our ports, presented great difaculUe& nuder 
onr treaty. President Washington issued, on tbe 22d Ajiril, 1703, his 
celebrated Proclamation of Neutrality. After reciting the existence of 
war between France, on tbe ono port, and Great Britoio and other pow- 
ers on the other, and declaring that it was the duty and interest of the 
United States to pursue in good I'aitb a course of conduct " friendly and 
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JmiMrtiu! toward tbe belligerent powers," and exliortiiig till citizens to 
avoid acta tending to contravene that policy, it declared that no citizen 
, wonid be protectetl against panisliment or any forfeiture which be mi^lit 
incur, under the law of nations, by "committing, aiding, or abetting 
hostilities against any of the suitl powers, or by carrying to any of them 
those articles which aro deemed contraband by the modern usage of 
nations.^ The chief featnro, liowever, of the proclamation was the 
' announcement that the President had instructed the proper ofBcera to 
institute prosecutions " against idl persons who shall, within the cogni- 
zance of the courts of the United States, violate the law of nations with 
respect to tbe pon-ers at war, or any of them." At this time the United 
8tat«s had no statutes on tbe subject of neutrality. 

As tbe object of M. Genet was not only to use tbe United States as a 
base of mai-itimo warfare, but to involve the country in war with Eng- 
land, this proclamation was an object of attack by him and the French 
party in A.merica. Gratitude to France for hor assistance in obtaining 
OUT independence, sympathy with democratic institutions for whicb 
Trance was at war, and the remains of hostile feeling against England, 
oombine<1 to make the snpport and execntion of this proclamation mat- 
ter of great ditSculty. (Am. State Pai)ers, i, 44.) 

The privateers fitted ont in the United "States, under the anspices of 
the French minister and Fi-encb consuls, took many prizes, and bronght 
them into ports of the United States. In these ports the French con- 
sols undertook to bold prize courts, aathorized thereto by tbo French 
Eepublio, and to condemn and sell the prizes. Tbe British minister, 
Mr. JIammoud, remonstrated. M. Genet claimed the right under the 
law of nations and the Treaty of Commerce. Tbe claim was denied by 
the Unite<l States Oovernmeut, in a letter by the Secretary of State, 
Mr, Jeflerson, and the ground was tiikeu that, of national right, all 
judicial functions within the territory of the UnitCil Statci must i>e 
exercise<i only by the Uovemment of the United States, and that such 
right had not been impaired -by any treaty with France. (Am. State 
Papers, 1)144.) This, with the decision of the Supreme Court in The 
Betsey, (DallaSj lii, 0, tn/rd,) put an end to French consular courts of 
prize in the United States. 

It appeared that tbe French privateers were not only fitted out and 
manned, hut commissioned, within Ibo United States, and thatAmorl- 
can citizens wore enlisted to serve on board them. M. Genet contended 
that the laws of the United States did not forbid its citizens joining a 
foreign service, and that such an nctwa8,j>rt» tanfa, a rcnuiiciatiou of 
allegiance J that no law prohibited French citizens from doing acts of 
belligerent business in the United States, including the giving and 
receiving of commissions, not being acts of violence or overt war. (Am. 
State Papers, i, 79, 83.) This was denied by the Government of the 
United States. But, at the same time, it became necessary to draw a 
lino between commercial dealings with belligerents iu matf^rials of war 
and.tbo fitting out of vessels, enlisting of men, and commissioning of 
officers here for hostile operations. The British minister bad objected 
to the export of arms to liVance by onr citizens, or from our ports by 
French citizens. In reply to this, Mr. Jefferson wrote his celebrated 
letter of 25th May, 1793. (JeSerson's Works, iii, 53S ; Am. State 
Papers, i, 69.) In that he declared that " tbe commissioning, equipping, 
and manning vessels iu onr i>orts, to cruise against any of the belligerent 
parties, is entirely disapproved, and the Government will take effectual 
means to prevent a repetition of it ■J' hut that the right of our citizens 
*' to make, vend, and export arms,'' which wore mechanioal and com- 
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meroial callings, wots one wbich a foreign war coold not tase avay. If 
oar citizens exported nrina on their own accoant, tbey did it subject to 
capture and condemnation by belligerents. 

In respect to the fitting out of privateers, the Government was eoon 
called upon to not by tbe bringing into Philmlolphia of a prize to thfr 
Prench privateer Citizen trenet, which bod been fitted out at Charles- 
ton. Mr. Jefferson wrote to M. Oenet that the " armiug and equipping 
of vessele in the ports of the United States to cruiae against nations 
with whom tbey were at peace was incompatible with the territorial 
sovereignty of the United States, mode them instramental to the annoy- 
unce of those nations, and thereby tended to compromise their peace; 
and that he thought it neceBsary, as an evidence of good faith to tJiem, 
as well as a public reparation to the sovereignty of the country, that the 
armed vess^s of this description should deport from the porta of the 
United States." 

Oenet claimed the right of remaining in our ports, under the 17tli 
and 2GtIi articles of t£e treaty of commerce. But the Qovemment 
lield that tbe privilege did not extend to vessels fitted out in car porta 
to cruise against friendly commerce. 

Tbe British minister claimed that the prizes captured by such cruis- 
ers, and coming witbiu American Jurisdiction, should be restored. This 
claim was embarrassing to Wnsbington, under tbe treaty wltb rrauoe. 
Thoreanlt was, a dispatch of 6th June, 179^, to the British and French 
ministers, which became an epoch in American uontrnlity. It declared 
that the fitting out and commissioning of cmlsets should be prohibited 
bere^ter, and demanded the departaro oC such vessels fram our ports; 
but, as to the surrender of prizes already taken by French privateers so 
fitted out, the Government declined to enforce it, on the ground that 
these acts were done in remote ports, at tbe beginning of the war, 
before tbe proclamation, when parties did not know their rights under 
the treaty, and the laws of nations were not ascertained, and the diffl- 
cnlty of communication was great j and that, if the United States did 
ita duty in suppressing such acts in the future, it ought to be accepted 
ns a reasonable measure of justice between the belligerent powers un- 
der tbe peculiar situation of the conutry. It was suggested also, that, 
if the captures wore invalid, tbe courts of admiralty in the United 
States wonid deliver up tbe prizes, on private application and suit. 

M. Genet refused to abandon the fitting out of privateers, and espe- 
cially, in one cose, sent a privateer, La. Petit Democrat, (previously the 
merchantman Little Sarah,) to sea, in Tiolation of his pledged word to 
Mr. JeQlsrson, 

The dispatch of Cth June was now followed up by a circular letter of 
4th August. 1703, to tbe collectors of customs throughout the United 
States. This Circular laid down rules for the guidance of the revenue 
officers OS to vessels equipped in ports of the United States: 1. The 
"original arming and equipping" of vessels by belligerents, for military 
service^ is unlawful. 2. " Equipments of merchant vessels, purely as 
such," IS lawful], 3. " Equipments of vesnels cf war in the immediate 
service of the governmeut of any of the belligerent parties, which, if 
done to other vessels, would be of a doubtful nature ns being npplicaole 
to either commerce or wnr, are deemed lawful." 4. Equipments, by any 
of the parties at war with France, of vessels fitted for merchandise or 
war, whether with or without commissions, which are doubtful in their 
nature as being applicable either to commerce or war, arc deemed law- 
ful. 6. Applies the same rule to French vessels. 0. Equipments of 
every kind of privateers of the powers at war with France, are deemed 
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'. unlavfal. 7. Eqaipments pf vessela nhicb are of a iiatare Bolely adapted 
.to war, are deemed uBlawfnl. 8. VesselB of eitber of the parties not 
armed, or armed previonsly to their coming into jwrts of the United 
; States, TCliicU shall not have iofriuged aoy of the foregoing rales, may 
lawl'nJly engage or enlist their own sntyects or citizens not Ixnng inhab- 
itants of the United States. 

To most of tbo rules was added an exception, intended to falflll the 
17th article of the French treaty, which is of no general importance 
now. 

Under these i-ulea, the revenno officers were instmcted to refuse asy- 
lum to armed vessels of a belligerent, originally fitted out in the United 
Stales, or to the prizes of any such vessel. But the "porehasing and 
exporting, by way of merchandise, any articles commonly called con- 
traband, being generally warlike instruments and military stores, are 
free to all parties." (Am. State Papers, i, 122.) 

At the same time with the issuing of these rules, Mr. Jefferson, on the 
7th August, (Am. State Fapers, i, 136,) wrote to &f. Genet, that the 
President had determined to make the notice of 5th June, 1793, the 
date of a new mie as to Frauce ; that the President would consider the 
United States bound to restore all prizes which hud been captared by 
privateers fitted out in the United States, and brought into port after 
that day, or to make compensation therefor ; and that the President 
tlierefore expected tbo French minister to deliver up to the Qovemment 
all prizes taken by such vessels nnd brought into port aft r that date. 

.A new rnlo was also applied to Great Itritain, foanded on the dispatch 
of 6th June and the letter to M. Genet of 7th August, which was de- 
clared by a letter from Mr. Jefferson to Mr. Hammond, of 5th Septem- 
ber, 1703. (Am. State Papers, i, 165.) This rule was, that restitution 
was refused of prizes brought into the United States before the notice 
of 6th June : but was to be made of prizes brought into port alter that 
and before the 7th August, witli comiwnsatlon in default of restitution. 
This was on the ground that the United States, to preser^'e amicable 
i-elntions with I'^iince under its treaty, had puriioaely forbonio to use 
oil. the means in its power for the restitution of such vessels. As to 
prizes BO taken and brought iu after'the 7th August, the Presideut felt 
.bound to use alt the means in bis power for their restitution j but, if 
these failetl, he did not admit, as a rule, an obligation to make compen- 
sation, but left the cases for special consideration as they should occur. 

After the 7th August'j 1793,,it is believed that no privateets were 
fitted oat; and those which had been fitted out iu porta of the United 
States before that time, and had relurued, were uot permitted to go to 
sea with armaments on board. In Bccember, 1703, M. Genet was 
superseded, at Washington's request', by a new minister, who was 
instructed to disarm the privateers fitted out in the United States, to 
remove the consuls who bad acted in violation of the proclamation, 
circular, and dispatches of Washington, and to disavow the acts of M. 
Genet. 

The trials of Guinet and Henfield, and the proceedings iu the case of 
Les Jumeanx, (alterward Le CassinSj) and other acts of theGovemment, 
are involved in the judicial proceedings, and are considered under the 
subsequent bead of the Judicial History of this subject. 
. At the opening of the next session of Congress, (December, 1793,) 
Washington communicated his proclamation, dispatches, and circulars, 
with tbo facts that preceded and attended them, and suggested legisla* 
tion for the better preservation of neutrality. Congress approved the 
policy of the X'resident, and passed the celebrated statute of 6th June, . 
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1794, {U. 8. Laws, i, 381,) geoeraUj called, at the time, the Keattidity 
Act. 

Tbe course panaed b; Wasbingtoo and his Cabinet, in sostaining 
neatrality and impartialit;, has received the commendations of the 
masters of poblic law in all nations. Aided by the genins of two sncli 
men as Hamilton and Jefferson/ he may be BQpposed to have been well 
supported ; but bis task was a bard one. The French had a constfmt 
appeal to the gratttnde and sympathy of the Americans ; popular feel- 
iuff ran high ; the JurisdictioD of the coarta in criminnl cases was doubt- 
fal; and the power of the tioverument — itself a recently inaufiurated 
experiment — to resist popalar opinion bad never been tested. He had 
no navy, nor even a nav^ department, and substantially no army. He 
was obliged to rely upon the militia of the States to make tlie seizure of 
vessels and persons^ where resistance wasfeared. The French privateer 
Bepnblicau was seized at New York by Qovemor Clinton, with Uio 
State forces, in June, 1703, and was retained in custody for more than 
a year, against the remonstrances of M. Oenet, and with the adcnowl^ 
edgments of Mr. Htunmond. (See State pRpers, i, 1G2-4 ; Hamilton's 
Woriis, iv, 434.) 

Mr. Randolph, now Secretary of State, writes to Mr. Jay, Aagnst 11, 
1794, in proof of our boncst efforts to preserve neutrality, tbat the 
militia of Bicbmond, in Virginia, "actually marched, at a moment's 
warning, between seventy and eighty miles to seize a vessel supposed 
to be under preparation as a French privateer." Writings of Washing- 
ton, (S[>ark8,) ii, 42. . 

In 181C, during the civil wars between the South American provinces 
and the parent states in Europe, the I'ortngnose minister complained 
that privateers were fitted out in American ports, and sailed thence 
under colors of the revolted Fortngneso colonies, often officered and 
manned by Americans, and returned to American ports and were 
refitted. He acquitted the Government of any want of disposition to 
punish the offenders, and suggested that the difflculty lay iu the want 
of preventive remedies iu the act of 1794. He said, " I am persuadetl 
that my hiaguanimous sovereign will receive a more dignified satisfac- 
tion, and worthier of bis high character, by the enactmentof such laws 
by the United States as, insuring the respect due to his flag in future, 
would show their regard i'or His Majesty, than in the panisnmeot of a 
few obscure offenders," (M. J. Correa do Serrate Mr. Monroe, 20tb 
December, 1S16.) President Madison, within a week of the receipt of 
this letter^ on the 2Gtb December, sent a message to Congress, calling 
its attention to the enlargement of the ]>reveutivo powers under the 
statute, and recommending tbat power be given to require secnrity 
against improper employment of vessels, aud to seize and detain them 
in suspicious cases. Mr. Forsyth, chairman of the Committee on For- 
eign delations, in a letter to the Secretary of State, sketclied the 
chuiges proposed by the committee, which were considered satisfaoton' 
by the Administration ; and, on the 3d March, 1817, an act was i>as8ecl, 
limited to two years, which was made permanent by the act of 20Ui 
April, 1818. The latter act rci)oalcd tlic act of 1794, and renewed its 
provisious, but with tlio additional preventive iiowers. Tho amended 
acts of 181? and 1818 were entirely satisfactory to tlio Portuguese min- 
ister, who considered tho prc\'oiitivo i>owors of toe more value thou 
those whicb merely punished a completed offense. The new clauses 
required the owners or consignees of any armed vessel to-give bond, 
with sufficient sureties, in double the value of the vessel, cargo, and 
armament, that it should not be employed by them to cruise or commit 
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LostiliUes gainst any State or people with wliom the United States 
were at peace, and authorized tbe raveuae oCBcers to detain any vessel 
about to depart under circumBtances rendering it probable that 8he 
would be BV employed. (§§ 10, 11, act 20th April, 1818.) At the same 
time, fh>in a suggestion oi the Spanish ouniatec that tbe South Ameri- 
i^m i^rovincftB ill revolt, and not recognized as independent, might not 
l>e iiicladod in the woi-d " state," the wortU " colony, district or people" , 
were added. 

Persons in tlio service of the insurgent colonies seized upon two 
places near the American coast, bnt beyond our jurisdiction, and not 
witbiu the certain limits of any responsible power, (Amelia Island and 
OalvestoD,] ^)d made them bases of naval oiierations against Spain and 
Portugal. President Madison having called the attention of Congress 
to this state of things, Congress recommended tbe suppression of these 
establishments, and the Pi-esident took the extreme step of breaking 
them up by mUitary force, apparently on the ground that they were a 
kind of intemationnl naisance which it was in onr power to suppress 
without a serious violation of territoriality of any reiaiionsible sovereign, 
Tbe committee of Congress reasons that, " if not checked by all the 
means in the power of the Qovernment, the existence of these esiab^ 
lishmenta wonid have authorized claims from the subjects of any forr ';"^ 

fovemments for indemnities, at tbe expense of this nation, for captures 
y onr people in vessels fitted out in our jtorts. And, as conld not fail of 
being alleged, countenancetl by the very neglect of the necessary means 
of suppressing them.** 



The original and chief act is that of 5t!i June, 1704. It wiw continued 
in force for a limited time hy tbe act of 2d Morcli, 1797, and ^lerpotu- 
ated by the act of 24th April, 1800. On the 14th June, 1797, an act 
was passed to prevent citizens from privateering against nations in 
amity with tbe United States. The amended acr>, giving preventive 
powers, was passed 3d March, 1817. The whole subject was co4lifle4l in 
the act of 20th April, ISIS, and the former acts repealed. 

The provisions of tlie net of 1818 are as folIo^va : 

Sect. 1 prohibits any citizen within the United States from accept- 
ing and exercising a commission to ser\'e, in war, any foreign state, &c., 
o^nst any state, &c., witli which the Unitml States are at peace. 

(Tbe phrase uscil throughout the act is "nuy foreign prince, state, 
colony, district, or jtcople.") ' 

Sect. 2 makes it .criminal for <iny iH'rson within the United States 
to enlist on boanl any armed vessel of a foreign st^ite, &c., whether 
public vessel or privateer, or to procure any other ^lerson so to enlist>, or 
to go beyond the jurisdiction of the United States lor the piu-pose of so 
enlisting; with an exception, permitting such enlistment on board a 
vessel of a subject of the state owning tbe vessel, wliere it was com- 
pletely fitted and commissioneil as a vt'ssel of war before its arriv.il in 
the Uniteil States, and the person enlisting was only transiently within 
the United States. 

Sect 3 makes it criminal for tiny |>ci-soii within the United St-ites 
to fit out or arm a vessel, or attempt or procure, or be concerned in, &c., 
with intent that it shall be employed in the service of any foreign state 
to commit hostilities against any state at t>eiice with the United States, 
or issue or deliver a commission to snoli a veaHi>l with like intent. This 
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section also forfeits ttin vessel, her stores and armament, and all mate- 
rials procured for building and eqnipping her. 

Sect. 4 relates to privateering by citizens against commerce of the 
United States. 

Sect. 6 makes it criminal for any person in the United Utntes to 
increase or augment the force of any veijsel of war or privateer of a for- 
eign atate, or to attempt or proonre, or bo concerned therein, which 
state is at war with-a stiite in amity with the United States, by adding 
or increasing the force of " any equipment solely ni>plicable to war." 

Sect. 6 makes it criminal for any person within the United States to 
begin or set on foot, or provide nie-ans for, any military expedition or 
enterprise to be carried on A'oin thsnce against any foreign state with 
which the United States is at pence. 

Sect. 7 gives the district courts jnriailictiou of complaints for cap- 
tores made within a marine league of the shores of the United States. 

Sect. 8 authorizes the President to employ the hvnd or naval forces 
or militia to prevent such enterprises or expeditions, and to take pos- 
session of or detain any vessel or her [>ri!'.es, in order to execute the 
provisions of the act, or to miike restitution, if so a<ljudgo<l. 

Sect. authorizes the emptoyrnent of the same force to compel the 
departure of any vessel whicli, by treaty or the law of nations, ought 
not to roumin within the United Htates. 

Seiit. 10 requires the owners or consignees of armed vessels nbont to 
sail from the United SUitcs, owned in whole or in part by citizens of the 
United States, to give security that the 8)ime shall not be employed by 
them in hostilities against any state with which the United States is at 
peace. 

Sect. 11 authorizes revenue officers to detain any vessel, manifestly 
built for warlike pnriKtses, whose cargo shall consist chiefly of muni- 
tions of war, when the circumstances render it probable tliac she is 
intended to be used in host'dities agtiinst any state with which the 
Uuittitl States is at peace. 

in.— -lUmciAI. 1I18TORT OP THB BUn.IECT IN TUB UNlTIiD STATKS. 

United States v. Gideon Hcnfield, (Wheaton's State Trials, 49.) The 
defendant was an American sailor, who shipped in the French privateer 
Citoyen Genet at Charleston, while Vntnce was at war with Jingland, 
and was iudictetl at common law for enlisting in violation of the treaties 
of tlie United States. The judges ruled that the act charged was a 
crin>e. In defeusi>, it was shown that he enlisted before the proclama- 
tion, in ignorance of the law, and, when told of its illegality, bad ex- 
pressed his regret. He was acquitteil by the jury. This trial was pro- 
moted by the administration of Washington with earnestness, Hamil- 
ton lending his aid out of court. It was regarded as imjwrtant^ chiefly 
because M. Oenet undertook to protect Ilenlleld from trial, and to deny 
that his act was an indictable offense. lb is the earliest imiwrtant state 
trial in the United States, and was held in July, 17'J3. 

The Betsey, (Bee, U7,) An American- built vessel, the Hector, was 
flttetl out and com missioned at Oharleston by Oenet, and sent to sea as 
tlie French privateer Vahiqueur de la Bastile; cnused and returned to 
the United States, and was detained and dismantled by the United States 
Oovernmeut at Wilmington, N. C; and suited thence, unarmed, as a 
foreign vessel. In llayti, she wasequi|»p(!<l and commissioned by the 
French authorities, in Aufrust, 1794, and bn>ught a prize, tlio IJotsoy, 
into Charleston, in 1?{>5. The district court held, that, under the cir- 
2A0— vn 
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comstanwa, t)ie fitting out, by aid of whicli the ctiptiire was made, was 
not in violation of our lawa or riglits. 

The Brothers, (Bee, 7(i.) It was held that the repairing of the waist, 
and cutting ttvo iHirts iu it for guns, at a portof tliu United StatoH, of a 
vnaflel fitted out and commissioned as a vessel of war when ahe entered, 
did not constitute; an augmenting of, her force, within the meaning of 
the act of 5th June, 1704. This was a claim by the British couaul for 
the reaturation of » priiie taken t>,v the Port do Taix, 

The Nancy, (Bee, 73.) llie Freueh privateer Fonapertius came to 
Charleston unarmed ; leave to arm h*>r was asked and refused. After 
a eruise, she retorned with gnns mounted and a prize. The conrt 
restored the prize; being satisfied that she did take on boanl the guna 
at Churlestxjn to be used as her annament, and that the act woa an 
illegal augmontulion of force. 

37te Betsey Callicart, (Bee, 2!)2.) Tlio district court restored the prize 
t4iken by tlie I'^fcnch jirivuteer Uit^ycn du Marseilles, on tlio ground 
that the privateer had, before the cuptni'e, augmented her force by tak- 
ing in additional guns at a port of tlie United States. 

The Bloop BeUey, (Dallas, iii, (i.) It was held by the Supreme Conrt, 
that no foreign couaul could adjudicate within the United States uiton 
a prize; and that the United States diatrict courta in admiralty had 
jurisdiction to inquire, on i>etition of the owner of a vessel brought into 
onr ports as prize to a foreign cruiser, whether the capture was made 
in violation of our own sovereign rights, and, if so, to restore the prize 
to the petitioner. The charge in this case was, that the captor, the 
French privateer Citoyen Genet, bad been fitted out at Charleston, in 
violation of our rights and duties aa a neatral aovereignty. 

Le Ca^gius, previously Lea Jumeaux, ( Uuit«d States v. Peters, Dallas, iii, 
121 ; and United States v. Ouiuet, Wheatou's State Trials. !t3.) Lea Ju- 
meunx waa originally a Briti.sh cutter engaged in the Guinea trade, 
pierced fur twenty guns, ten on a side ; but only caiTying four guns in 
broadside, and two swivels. Passing into i<'i'ench ownership, she came 
from the West Indiua to Philadelphia in Deccuilter, 17U4, with a cargo, 
and entered at the custom-house as a mei'ubantman. She was iu a rotten 
slate, and work was then begun upon her by carpeuters. She was at this 
tJtne owned by Le Maistre, the first French purchaser, and seven other 
Frenchmen, iu Joint stock. Uer twenty ports, for which she was origi- 
nally pierced, were opened, and some changes were mode in her up|ier 
deck. These attracted the attention of tliu United St^ites officers, who 
communicated their suapictona to the Secretary of War. He directed 
the i-ecent equipments to bo removed, and the vesael to be restored to 
the coudition ahe waa in, aa respects warlike capacity, when she arrived. 
Under that order, her iiorta were closed, and the new ring-bolts in the 
deck were unfixed. She then sailed openly from Philadelphia in the 
same condition iu which she arrived there, with her four gnus and two 
swivels, in ballast, with an ordiuary mercbaut crew, and clearing at the 
custom-house for San Domingo. Off the Delaware bank of the river, 
about sixty miles below Philodetpbia, she took on Iraard four guns, some 
muskets, and other articles, and anumber of men. At the same time, 
the pilot-boat returned to Philadelphia and made an effort to take down 
six more guns, by night. The public officers seem to have been very 
vigilant, stop(»ed the boat, autl seized tbo guns and the persons on beard. 
These facts being brought to the attention of the Government, oi-ders 
were soul to follow the vessel and arrest her; and a militia fbrce from 
Delaware was sent down in a cutter. Lea Juineaux was found to have 
ft large crew on board, well armed, and her guns trained. Partiy by 
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the esbibttian of snpflrior force, and partly by a frand pmcticed npon 
the cotnniftiiUer of the pnrty, Lf^ Jaineaax succeeded in gettiiig tu eca. 
Tliis w»a January 2, 1795. 

The Secretary of War, Mr. Pickering, immediately issncd an order, 
dated January 6, ITOu, to the governors of nil the sea-hoard States, 
reciting the fiusta, with a deacription of the vessel, with directions to 
seize her and her commander, if tihe should come into any of their porta. 
Proceedings were hnd against the guns and tackle attempted to be taken 
down in the pilot-boat, nnder the clause of the act of 171)4 which forfeits 
materials procnred for tiie pnrpose of fitting out a vessel to cruise, &c. ; 
and they were condemned and sold. 

The Government then procnred an indictment against one Jean Eti- 
enne Guinet, a French resident in Philadelpliia, on the charge of having 
been knowingly concerned in unlawfiilly fitting out and arming this 
vessel with the intent that she should be employed in the service of the 
French Itepublic to cruise against the subjects and property of the King 
of Great Britain, &c Gninot pleaded not guilty. The trial was had 
in the circuit court of the United StAtea for Pennsylvania, before Judge 
Patterson. The defense was. placed chiefly upon two grounds : ^nt, 
that if an unlawful act had l>eeu done, the defendant was not cognizant 
of it; and, leoondly, that there was not sufficient evidence that the 
vessel was inteuded by any one to cruise in the French service or against 
Ilritish property, or that the sending of guns on board, or the endeav- 
oring to send, was done with sncU intent — the veswl being a private 
mcrcbautmnn, witli no pretense of a commis.'^ion, and no proof of an 
intent to get one from the Frt>iich Itepnblic Judge Patterson instructeil 
the jury that the converting a slightly armed merchantman into a vessel 
better suited and designed for hostilities, by adding to her warlike force, 
was as much a fitting out and arming within the act as if the vessel baa 
not been originally armed at all. He submitted to the jury whether the 
gnns, &o., put on board secretly, in connection with the secret increase 
of lier crew and the clearance at the cnstom-liouse as in ballast, could 
have been intended as merchandise, and, if not, wliether they eonld 
bave been anything else tliau part of an equipment for war. As the 
United States were not at war, and France was, and the owners and 
managers were French, and the affair was secretly conducted, he said 
Uie jury were authorized to find that the intention was that she should 
be employed in the service of the French liepublic to cruise against the 
nation with which she was then at war. The jury found a verdict of 
guilty, and Guinet was sentenced to one year's imprisonment and four 
hundred dollars fine. 

This wa8 the first conviction nnder the act of 1704, and the indictment 
was fonnd in less than a year after the passage of the act • 

Lcs Jnmeanx proceeded directly from the I^elaware to San Domingo, 
then a French island, attempting no acts of hostility on her passage, 
where she was sold to the French government by her owners, Fehmary 
7, 1705, by a regular transfer; her armament was completed, and she 
was regularly commissioned as a ship of war of the French lte|>nhlic, 
under the name of the Cassius. One Samuel Uavis, an American, was 
commissioned as a lieutenant in the Fi-ench navy, February 10,'aiid put 
in command of her, and she went uimn a crnise. May 20, 1705, she 
captui-eil the bng William Lindsay, and sent her into a French port, 
wiiere she was regularly condemneil as prize, by a prize conrt. August 
4, 1705, she came to PJiiladelphia, rei>orted as a French vessel of war; 
and there Messrs. Yanl and Ketland, the owners of the William Lind- 
say, libeled her in a civU suit iu the admiralty to recover damages for 
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an ille^.vl ca)>tiire of tbat rt-ssel. This Buit was commenced August 5, 
\vitliiu twouty-four hours of ber arrival, ii. Ailet, the Freiicli minister, 
on tlie Otii Aiifrnat, complained of this seizure of a Frencb vessel of wai- 
aa a violation of tlie treiity with FriLiice nitd of soveriegii rights accorded 
I)y all nations. I'liu Ciovennncnt roplicd tliAt, under our Guiistilution, 
the Executivecoultlnottiike a vessel out of the eustodyof a court, whiuli 
hold it regularly, to try a question of private right. The United States 
Attorney snggetited to tlio Fruiich niiuititer tliuL lio could liiinuelt' release 
tho vessel from judicial custotly, in a I'eguhir and oiilinury way, L>y giv- 
ing security for her value, as this was a private suit for dnmages. This 
ho refuneil to do ; and, by letter of lijth August, liu nMiuestvd tho United 
StAtes GoveruQieat to cause sucti accnrity to be given. He adtled that 
the Cassins was on lut important mission, which might fkil by this 
arrest, and intimated tho liability of tho United States therelbr. This 
propoHid was rejectofl by tho United St^ttes Government on the ground 
that the question whether she was really and bona fide a public ship of 
war, or only ostensibly so, was a fact to be determined ; and that, if the 
Government intervened to releiise her, iind permitted her to go to sea 
withoat satisfying itselfas to the condition and rights of the vessel, when 
she had once notoriously abided to ber armament in our ports, the 
question might arise whether the Unitexl Sttitea might not make them- 
selves responsible for all the damage she might du and bad done. The 
Government wns not willing, having such a vessel here in custody, to 
interfere actively to release her, uutii the facts as to her conversion into 
a French public ship should be determiaed, and the possible obligations 
of the Govennneut be settled to its own satisfaction. 

In the district courts, at the same time, Messrs. Yard and Kctland had 
arrested Davis, tlie commander of the Cassius, to answer for the dam- 
ages for tho illegal capture of tho William Lindsay. The French min- 
ister demanded the release of the commander as well as of the vessel. 
The liritish minister also intervened, and urged the Government to seize 
and retain the Oassins as having been lltted out in violation of neutrality. 
In this state of things, the Government instractcd the United States 
Attorney, Mr. I{awle,to watch tlie causi>, on the part of the Government, 
and to see that the fact of her being a hima fide French public ship be 
duly ascertained ; and, if so, that the qnestion of her consequent exemp- 
tion from civil proceedings be suggested and presented, as well as the 
question whether the court could uy the validity of ber captures, if made 
jare belli, and snstained in a regular French prize court So, as to 
the privilege of her commander, if duly commissioned in the Ii^-eucU 
service. 

Mr. Kawlo acconlingly Alcd a snggestion of her public character and 
consequent exea)ption in tho district court, and praying for her release, 
and fur the discharge of Davis, ou tlie same ground. It was suggestetl 
to the French minister that this ground of defense might be iut4{rpose<l 
by him in the same court; bathe declined to actin the Judicial tribunals, 
and confined himself to the politiciU department of the Government. At 
the same time with this suggestion by the United States Attorney in the 
original cause in the district court, Uavis, the commander, tiled, in the 
Supreme Court of the United States, a motion for a prohibition u^ion 
the district court. In this motion he alleged that he was a lieutenant 
ill the Frencb navy, and the Gassius a duly commissioned ship of the 
French navy; that ho bad captured tho William Lindsay under Ids 
commission, as enemy's pro^ierty, and that sho had boon duly condemned 
as a prize by a Fi-enoh prize court In San Domingo ; and that the Oas- 
sins could nut be tiioceeded ngainst, under the law of nations and under 
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the treaties between France and the United States, in a civil tribunal, 
to Answer for such acaptnre, and tbat be bad tlie like exemption. 

This motion was fnlly argued, the alleged facts being admittetl ; and 
the court granted the prohibition. (United States v. Bichard Peters, 
Judge, &c., Uallaa, iii, 121.) This ended the proceedings in the district 
oonrt. TliB libel wns dismissed on tbe 24th Aagast. 

It will be aoen that, 8« far, the question in the coarta did not at all 
tnrn upon the illegal outfitting of tbe vessel, or her violation of our neu- 
trality. The suit was a privato suit for damages, for a capture alleged 
to hftvo been in violation of tbe laws of war. The reasons of the Supreme 
Court fur granting the prohibition are not given in the report; but it 
appeant from the writ of prohibition an<l Mr. Itawle'a report, tliat the 
ground of the decision was tho obvious one, tlint na the prize hod been 
rognlnrly condemned by a French prize court, and had never been within 
our jurisdiction, a civil tribunal of this country could not retry tbe legal- 
ity of tbe capture under the laws of war, and decree damages against tlie 
capturing vessel or her commander. This is so plain, that it is said that 
the connsel for the libetlants offered to drop the suit, satisfied that the 
prize bad been so condemned and the vessel dniy commissioned ; and 
Mr. Pickering tells M. Adet (October 1, 1795) that, if the counsel for the 
Gusuins had suggested and proved in the district conrt the facts be 
showed to tbe Supreme Oonrt, tbe district conrt would doubtless have 
dismissed the libel. 

This ended the first stage of this now-celebrated casa As the vessel 
was arrested in this private suit within twenty-fonrbonrsof herarri\'al, 
no political (Question as to detaining ber and refusing her asylum arose; 
and the only act of the Qovernmeut consisted iu declining to interfere 
for her release, and in seeing that the facts were duly aseertained, and 
the law applicitbtc duly considered by tbe court 

At the same time with tbe warrant to the marshal from the district 
conrt to release the Cassios, unotber warrant was placed in his hands 
from tbe circuit conrt, requiring him to hold her to answer to an Infor- 
mation in the latter court. Tbe act of 1704 gave half the value of for- 
feitctl vessels to the informer. Mr. Kctland filed his information for the 
forfeiture, as it is technically called, qui tam, for the benefit as well of 
the Treasury as of himself, on the ground of the illegal equipment of 
the vessel the year before. It was at this time settled law that snch a 
proceeding is a private right of the informer, and that tbe executive 
government cannot interfere with such a suit by him. It cau only de- 
cline to receive its half of the forfeiture, after it is decreed. M. Adet, 
Sejttember 22, 170u, writes complniniugof this second procedure against 
the Cossius ; says he has been odviscil that tbe proceeding is malicious 
and vexatious oil the part of Yard and Ketlaiid, who are British subjects, 
though naturalized in the United States, and that the terms of the cir- 
cuit court are held at long intervals, so that tbe suit must bo long 
pending; suggests tbat her crew are deserting, and she of no service to 
the French government, a<lding, " I have onlered her to be disarmed: 
from this moment 1 abandon her to the Ouvernmeut of the United 
8t)itcs, under tho reservation of referring tho matter to the Frencli gov- 
ern ineiit." 

Mr. Pickering replied, (Octnlwr 1,) that the ISxccutivo could not biko 
this case,any nioro tlian it could tlio preceding, (h)m the judiciary; and 
that the court hnd decided tbat it could not, in this i>enal proceeding, 
accept security for the Uassius in lienof tbeve.sse] herself. Hestatos the 
anquestioned fiHjt, that the Cassius was, the year before, fully equipped 
and armed in the United Slates; and that tho acts dune had been already 
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decided (United States v. Giiinet) to be a violation of onr laws of neu- 
trality ; uiid adds, tliat tlie French minister ouglit not to be suq)i'ised 
tbat thiB matter should become a subject of judicial iuquiry, and tbe 
efiectof tbe subsequent alleged transfer to tbo Froncli goveniiDent a 
inntter nf JndiciiU decisiou. 

The Unitoil Sbates Attorney was again instructed to intervene in this 
OAUse, as in the preceding, and to suggest fur tbo cunsideratiun of the 
court the detense of tbu transfer t^i tho FL'oncli government, and ber 
commission by it; which he did, as before, in the form of a suggestion. 
At the next term of the convt, (April 15, 17t)6,) the Secretary uf State, 
Mr. Pickering, requests M. Adet to furnish the evidence of the botM 
,^(j« transfer to the French government, fbr the use of the United Stittes 
Attorney. M. Adet replies, (Apnl 22,) decliuing to fnrnisli proofs to 
the judiciary of a sale and iwynient, &c., saying that bis relations are 
solely with the Executive; and gives a certiltcate that sbo is a French 
public ship, duly commissioned, to which be afterward, on roqnest of 
the Attorney, added the date of ber acquiring that character. Mr. 
Itawle fears this certificate will not be received as legal proof; but M. 
Adet declines to funiisb any other, na beneath tbe dignity of his utitiou ; 
aud informs the Secretary of Stale (June 3, 170G) that the French gov- 
ernment had ordered bint to ascertain, in conference with tbe Secretary, 
tbe reparation fur tbe injuries aud damages from tbe proceedings in tbe 
matter of this vessel ; aud tho cerliUeate he furnishes as a courtesy to 
the United Stales Oovernmeut^ and not for a cause in which the French 
government has any further interest. At October term, 171)0, the motion 
of tbe United States Attorney for a dismissal of the proceedings, on tbo 
grounds suggested, came ui) fur iirgnment. At the hearing, unother 
question presented itself, under the statute law, whether the circuit 
court could take original cognizance of informations for forfeitui-e under 
the act of 17!H ; and the court dismissed tbe proceetlings, on the^ronnd 
that snch proceedings must be instituted in the district court. This 
dismissal was on the Ifith October, 1700. On tlie lOtb October, Mr, 
Pickering wrote to M. Adet, informing him of the dismissal of tlie suit, 
and adding, "The ship, now for tbo first time ont of judicial custody, is 
in tlie hands of the umisbal, but n^ady to be delivered to your order." 
To this letter M. Adet made no re[ily, leaving the vessel now disarmed 
and out of commission, ou the hands of tbe United States Oovernment. 
She lay two years at tbe wharf, when the Government, on tbe 22d 
Koventber, lTi)8, gave notice to the French consul-general of its intention 
to sell the vessel as perislntble, if be knew no ol^jectiou. lie replied that 
be had no authority to act in tbe promises. The vessel was then sold 
at public auction, in this deteriorated state, for $1,000; and the Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Pickering, gave a bill of sale to the purchasers, dated 
9tb January, 1797 [OtJ, in which he recites the proceedings of tbe cirouit 
court for a foifeitnre; the abandonment of her to the Uuited States by 
the French miiuster, on the 22d September, 1705 ; her discharge from 
tbe custody of the court ; the notice to M. Adet that the vessel was 
subject to his order; his failnro to make any reply thereto; and the 
deterioration of the vessel, as reasons lor the sale. 

This detailed account of the case has been given rather in deference 
to the great importance which an imperfect knowledge of the facts 
caused to ho attached to it of late, in the questions arising out of the 
relatione between ISngland and tbo United States, than from the im- 
portance it will bo J'onud eutitletl U>, after this full exposition of its his- 
tory. It will be sceu that the only judiciid decwioii was, that a neutml 
cunnot maintain, in tho civil courts of his own country, a private suit 
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DKAinst n foreign vensel of wfir, or her commander, to rocorer dnmages 
for nu alleged illegal captnre of liia iiroperty, wtiere the cnptiire whs 
mado on the high sens, under a regalar bulligcrent commiasion, in time 
of war, anrl bail been mljitdged lawful jure belli bj a regular prize tri- 
bunal of the captor'H countrj-, and the prize was not within tliejuris- 
fliution of the neutral (xtnntry. As the Cosniiis was taken into judicial 
custody within twenty-four hours of her arrival, and remained in that 
custody until after she h»d been diiuinnedaud diainautled by the French 
minister, and fomially abandoned by lilrii to the United States Goverii- 
meut, with a reclamation for darnageti, the political department of the 
United States (loverninent nevor bad practically before it the queJition, 
what it would do with an armed foreign vessel of war within its coutrol, 
which UaA, on a previous voyage, Iwloro it bcciune a vessel of war, and 
while it was a private vessel of Froncb citizens, added warlike equip- 
ments to itself within our porta, in violation of our statutes for the pres- 
ervation of our neutrality. When it came ont of Judicial custody, it 
was » stripped, deterinnited, and abaudoncd hulk, and was sold as such 
by public auction. The only political action of our Qovernment con- 
sisted in this : It refused to interfere to take the vessel from the custody 
of the judiciary, but instructed its attorney to see that the fact of its 
being a bona fide vessel of war be proveil and brought to the attention 
of the court, with a motion for its discharge from arrest on the ground 
of its exemption as a public ship, if it turned out to be so. What course 
Uie Executive would have taken as to the vessel, if it bad passed out of 
judicial custody before it was abandoned and dismantled, does not, of 
course, api>ear. And that is the only question of interest to interna- 
tional law. Whether the Uovernweut would have restored her armed, 
with asylum coutinned, or armed yet ordered out of the country with 
future asylum denied, or would have demanded a partial or entire dis- 
armament, all this must be left to conjecture.

The Magdahna, (Talbot v. Jansen, Dallas, iii, 133.) The facts pre- 
sented by this lea!ding case on neutrality are these: The schooner Fair- 
play, an American vessel, was sent to Guadtdoupe in command of Tal- 
bot, a citizen of the United States, in November, 1703, and there sold to 
Bttdick, an Auiericau citizen temporarily residing there. Talbot and 
Bedick both becnmo naturalized at Ouailaloupe as French citizens, after 
a few days' rosidence ; and the schooner, now named L'Ami de la Point 
il Potro, was authorize*! as a privateer, under comniaud of Talbot, by 
the local French authorities, and sailcil on a cruise. She went to tho 
mouth of the Savannah Itiver, and there furnished guns to an American 
vessel built and owned in Virginia, but then called L'Ami de la Libert^, 
commanded by one 13allan1, a native of Virginiiv, wlio held an assiga- 
ntent of a iiower to command her given by the French admiral in the 
United States, and ro-cognized and aittlieuticnted by the French consul 
at Charleston. ItaUard hiul gone thniugh the form of relinquishing the 
character of a citizeu of Virginia in a court of that State, but had not 
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beeu nnturalized by Frouch liiw or viaiUnl Frencli territory, yet culled 
liinisolf ft Froiiel) citii'.eii. Tlie two vQaaela then cniiacd in coin])iiiiy, and 
captured tlie brig Magdalenn, a Duteli veanel, and bi'ought lier to Oliai'les- 
ton, Tlie Dutch were then at war willi France, and at peace with the 
United Sttitea. Jansen, the master of the Magdaleno, filed a libel to 
coin^Kl liallard, who lind immediate charge ol' tlie brig, to make restitu- 
tion, Talbot tiled a claim to ber as a prise duly captured by bitn in 
war. The cause came by appeal to the Supreme Oourt 

The Supreme Court held that Ballard wan a citizen of the United 
States ; tbnt the pretended autliority to bim, (nven or atlopteil by tbe 
Fi-ench consnl at Charleston, to cruise in command of an American ves- 
sel lying in the United States, ander tbe French flag, against commerce 
friendly to us, was invalid ; that his taking guns on board in our waters 
for that cruise was a violation of our sovereignty ; and that any prize 
made by bim on thatcrnise, and brought into our ports, must be restored. 
As to Talbot, tbe court held that, even assuming him to be a Frencli 
citizen and his vessel to be a French privateer, his commission did not 
authorize bim to arm and fit out an American vessel in our waters, and 
to miike a consort of ber, when she was not commissioned as a French 
cruiser, so as to exempt their joint prizes, brought into ourports, from 
being subject to our jurisdiction, and restored by ourcoavts, Tlie Mag- 
dftlena was ordered to be restoi-ed. 

The Alfred, (Dallas, iii, 307.) A vessel was bnilt in New Yorkforthe 
purpose of being employed as a privateer in the then apprehended war 
with Qretit Britain. The controversy being adjusted, she was sent to 
Oliarleston, and there sold to a French merchant, who took her to a 
French island, where she was fully ei]uip)>ed and armed and commissioned 
as a privateer, sailed on a cruise, and captured the British merchant 
ship Alfl-ed, and brought her to Oliarleston, When she left the Uniteil 
States, her equipments were imperfect, but calculatexl for war, though 
such as were thou frequently wsmI in merchant vessels. The court held 
that this was not such u llttingontin the Uniceil States, to cniinc ngainst 
friendly commerce, as authorized a restitution. She was lawfully fitted 
out in view of our own hostilities, and then sold honafide to a private 
citizen of a nation engaged in war, who sent ber out of tlie country 
unchanged, not to cruise, but to go to France, there to get authority 
and means to cruise. 

Tite Fkahe Arm, (Dallas, iii, 31!).) The court ivf used to restore a prize 
bi-ongbt into our imrts by a French privateer, which bad previously 
mntle necessary nautical rejmirs in our irarts, tio other act being allegeil 
against her as illegal, than taking out and replacing ber guns, to facili- 
tate ber repairs. 

TIte Ejcchunge, (Crniicb, vii, IIG.) In this csise an opinion of the high- 
est order of merit was dcliverctl by Chief Justice Mai-shall. Tho Ex- 
change was alleged to be an American vessel, tho property of the lihel- 
lauts, lying in Philadelphia, in tho unlawful custody of a I'Yunchman 
named Begoii, who assumed to control her ; and an unler of i-estitntion 
was prayed fur. Mr. Dallas, the attorney for tlte Unitcil Stntes, inter- 
vene<l with a suggestion that the vessel was a ]Hiblic armed ship of the 
Jimperor Na])oleou, duly commissioned in Frniice as such, and visiting 
Pliiladelphia only as a {wrt of necessity. The cause was argued by 
Pinkney and Dallas fur tbe United States, and Harper and Uare for 
the tibellants. The decision was, that, assuming the vessel to have been 
ODce the property of the libelhuitb, as she was now a public armed ves- 
sel of a ftiendly state, visiting our porta in punmauce of the underslood 
Itermission of nations, tbe couit would not try the question, by proceed- 
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inga ngninst tlie vessel or her commauder, of tlie legnlity of the act by 
which (tlie had heeit converted into a public ship; and that it was proper 
that the snggestioii of her diaracter and ItQiunnity shonld be made by 
the attorney for the United Sbntes. 

Santitniina Trinidad^ (Brockeiibrough, i, 470, Chief Justice MarsbalFs 
Circuit Decixious.) Tbe act of 1704 is declaratory of the preiixistiug 
law of nations, and intended to aid the Exoeuttve in the enforcement of 
the law. Also, Opinions of the Attorneys General, vii, 3C7. 

Alerta, (Cniiich, ix, Z5D.) The French privateer L/I^pino, he'mg at 
New Orieans, increased bcr crew by secretly siiippinf; several persons 
known to be Americans, went to sea, and captured tbe Spanish brig 
Alerto, and sent her into New Orleans, as a port of necessity. On the 
petition of tbe owner, the court held that it had jurisdiction to inquire 
whether the prize was made by a vesaet which had increasefl her force 
for the <:rnise, in violation of our sovereign riglite. Bestitntiou was 
made. 

The Invincible, CWheatoii, i, 238.) A French privateer, captured by 
a British vessel of war, and ctiptured. again from the British prize crew 
by an American cruiuer, was brought into n port of tbe United States 
for at^iutivation as prize. The original French owner claimed restitu- 
tion, which was allowc<l, on payment of salvage to the American captor. 
The pri\'ateer was sold by consent, jand tbe proceeds substituted. An 
American citizen intervened with a claim against tbe proceeds, on the 
ground that a veRsel of his had been unlawfully captured by tbe priva- 
teer while under French command. Tlie court decided that tUisqiieation 
could not be inquired into ; that where a privateer, duly couimisaioned 
an such by a l>elligereut sllite, comes into a port of a neutral power, the 
courte of that Power cannot proceed against ber or her oiScers, to obtain 
compensation for an allego<l illegul capture made by her of a vessel of 
a citizen of tbat neutral poner. The acts of the privateer, done in, 
execution of the war powers, have tbe same exemption from such pro- 
cedure as those of a vessel of war tbe pro|>erty of a state. There are a 
great many dicta in the opinion of Judge Washington, but that is the 
only point decided. The reasoning of the decision is, tlint, prima faeie, a 
court of Mlmiralty hua the function of inquiring into violent disposses- 
sions of pro|>erty at sea ; that, if it is suggested that tlie act was done 
jure belli, under authority of a state, the court may inquire into the 
validity of the authority or cninmission, so far as to detect piracy, and 
make sure that there is a sovereign res})onsibility fur the act; but, if 
Uiere bo such, it cannot puss upon the question whether the captore, 
made bonajule under siicb authority, was in accordance with the rules 
of war. The court miiy, however, for other reasons, continue its inquiry, 
as if it is suggested that the capture was made in violation of tbe sov- 
ereign right of it^ own state, as when made within its waters, or by a 
vessel which had been fitted out or otherwise equipped for the cruise in 
violation of tbe rights of tbe state as a neutral sovereignty. This it 
may do, for (he purpose of restoring a prize within its jurisdiction. But 
tlie court did not say, even as an obiter dictum, tbat the civil court of 
Admiralty, inn privatesiiit^ could, even on such grounds, proceed against, 
condemn, and sell a vessel duly commissioned and serving as a publio 
ship of war of a foreign power. 

J9«(reIto,(Whcatou,iv,208.) AVenezuelaii privateer, having increased 
her crew at New Orlenna, captured the Spanish brig Gstrella, and sent 
ber to New Orleans. On chiiin of the Si>auisb owner, tbe Bstrella was 
restored. 

Le Amistad de liiiea, (Whcaton, v, 385.) A Veuczuclau privateer 
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cnptnreil a Spanisli Tessel on the higli sens, and sent Iter townrd STew 
Orleans. Qa lier way alie was taken possession of by a Uuited States 
ship and carried into that port. She was there libeled by the Spanish 
owner in the court of admiralty for restitution, on the ground that the 
privateer which eaptiirod her had increased ita force within the United 
States befoi-e the cat>ture, in violation of the neutrality laws. Theuourt 
decreed restitntion, an^ made a further decree coiideniuing the com* 
inandcr of tlio privateer to pay dnniages to the owner of the ve^isel for 
loss occasioned by the enptui'o. An appeal fiuin Itoth decrees was talcen 
to the Supreme Court. That court, on exainiuatioii of the proofs, decided 
that the privateer bad not violated our neutrality laws by the work done 
upon ber, and dismisse^l the libel. This waa, it will be seen, only a decis- 
ion on a question of evideuco ; and by that decision the whole snit failed. 
But Judge Story, in delivering the o|)iiiion of the (K)ur^ tboiiglitproper 
to go biwond what was necessary for terminiiting the suit, and si>id 
that, if the privnteer hnd violated our neutrality laws, bo as to have 
warranted the decree of restitution of the prize, that would not have 
justilled the decree for damagea. In explanation of thi8di8tinction,tho 
tenmed judge showfi that a civil court of a neutral country cannot adju- 
dicate upou the validity of a capture jure belli, as between the captor 
and the |)rize. Its only function is to vindicate the offendwl sovereignty 
of its own country. If a prize is taken in war, in violation of the ter- 
ritory or other rights of a neutral, the neutral may undo the act, and 
put the parties in gtatn guo ante, by releasing the prizeand restoring it to 
the owner. And tlio owner of the prize may demand that. The neu- 
tral does this solely to vindicate its own sovereignty, and not with any 
regard to the validity or invalidity of the capture as lietwccn the par- 
ties. Into that it need not and cannot inquire. The fact that a capture 
is made in violation of the rights of a neutral sovereign is uo legal 
objection to the capture, as Iwtwecn the parties. Consequently, the 
'neutral court cannot award tlaniages to tlio owner of tho captured ves- 
sel, us for a capture nuule without probable cause, or as otherwise ille- 
gal. With rcfcronco to this distinction, Judge Story used the following 
langnngo: "The neutral nation should fairly execute its own laws, and 
give HO asylum to tbu proptti'ty unjustly captured. It is bound, tliero- 
tore, to restore the proiMjrty, if found within its own ports. Beyond 
this it is not bound to interpose between the belUgerenta," This clause of 
the opinion has t>ceii, apparently with no nttentiou to the facts to which 
alone ,it refers, unwarrantably cited, in Parlianientaud elsewhere, during 
the recent controversy, as an autliority to the point that the political 
department of a neutral state is under no obligation to refuse asylum 
to a belligerent cruiser that has violated its neutrality. (Speech of Sir 
IR. Palmer, attorney geuci-al, in the House of Commons, May 13. 1864.) 
That question was in no way before the court; the opinion bad no rel'er- 
euce to it ; and, indeed, tbe question is not a judicial one. 

La CVacepcton, (Wheatou, vi,235.} The Supreme Court ordereil a resti- 
tution to the Simnish owner of a vessel taken by a privateer built, (Itted 
out, manned, and owned in the United Suites, and coutmandcd by a 
citizen of the Uuited StAtcs, and which had miilod thence to cruise 
under the Itneuos Ayrean Hag and commission. It was provwl that, after 
one crutae, she went to Buenos Ayres, and that tbe capture was on a 
second cruise. Buti there l>eiug no satisfactory proof of a sale at 
Buenos Ayres, the court held ber to be still an American vessel, 
belonging to tbe same owner, and decreed restitution of her prize. 

Jielto Vorrunes, (Wlioaton, vi, ISi.) A vessel owned and comnninded 
by Americun citizeus, autl fitted out aud armed in Baltimore, sailed 
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thence, nnder BnenoB Ayreau colors and cominissioii, on a craise ftgainst 
Spanish commerce; the cominnmler nasaming to linve become u Bueuos 
Ayrenn citizen, but lenviiig liis fmnily domiciled in Biiltimore. After 
a cruise, she went to Buenos Ayres, where n form of snto wns gone 
through with, to another American domicil6<i there. She then proceeded 
on n now cruise, and cuptnre<] tlie Spanish vessel liello Gorrunes, which, 
nfl«r many ndvcntnros, inclnding a cruise as consort to Iier captur, cnnie 
into Newitort, Ubode Island, where she was libeled in behalf of the Spao- 
ieh owner. The court held that the commander of the privateer was 
still an American citizeo ; that the sale at Bueuos Ayres was only osten- 
sible } that crnising as privateers against Spanish commerce by Ameri- 
can citixenn, under whatever foreign authority, was in violation of our 
treaty witli 8i>ain ; and that, conseqaeutly, our courts would restore 
Spanish prizes made by such Ameriam vessels, when within onr juris- 
diction. There bad been uo condumnation of the prize by a Buenos 
Ayreaii tribunal. 

Santugima Trinuiadf (Whcaton, vii, 283.) The facts as found by tlie 
court were, that a brig owned, bnilt, Hud armed in the United States, 
and used as a privateer in the war with Great Britain, was, at the close 
of that war, seut under the American flag to Bueuos Ayres, for sale. 
She was there sold to the Buenos Ayrean government, and ualy com- 
missioned as a public ship of wur of that state, and called the Independ- 
cncia, and proceeded to crnixo against Spanish commerce. She pat 
into Baltimore; augmented her force, in violation of onr statutes of 
neutrality, by enlisting |>erson8 not Buenos Ayrean subjects, and by 
other ncUi; and then cuptnrctl the Spanish ship Santissimn TnnJdnd, 
took cargo from her, came to Norfolk with this cargo on bounl, where 
it was taken out and lodged in the public stores, while she was under 
repairs. While in the stores, it was libeled in behalf of the Spanish . 
owners. The c«urt decided--(I) That the chtuse in the treaty with 
Spain, prohibiting cruising against the commerce of either nation by 
citizens of the other, was conflned to privateers ; (2) That captures 
made in violation of onr neutrality, by public vessels, were as much 
subject to restitution, when coming witlun our jurisdiction, as those 
mode by privateers; (3) That, as our Government had recognized the 
existence of a civil war between Buenos Ayres and Spain, and avowed 
her deteruduatiou to remain neutral, the captures of either party would 
be treated with the same resiiect, although our Oorerument had not 
recognized the independence of Buenos Ayres; (4) That a condemna- 
tion made by a prize tribunal of Buenos Ayres of this property, after 
it had been libeled in this cause and was in custody of the court, would 
not prevent the court making restitution to the owners ; and (5) Tliat, 
whatever might be the exemption of the Iiidepeudencia herself, this 
prize cargo, landed and stored at the request of her commander, was 
subject to this proceeding. The grounds for decreeing restitution 
were sufficient. Judge Story, in delivering the opinion of the court, 
said — which was not necessary to the decision of the case, as tliero had 
been illegal angmcntntion of force — tliat tlie sending of this vessel, 
fully armed and retMly for use iti war, under American colors, pajwra, 
and command, to Biiotioa Ayres, for a bona fide purpose of offering 
her tbeie for sale in the market, as a commercial enterprise, though it 
Bul^ected her to capture as contraband, would not be a violation of our 
national neutrality. He also suggested that, in alt cases where prizes 
came into our jurisdiction which has been made in violation of our 
national rights as neutrals, whether as being captured within our waters, 
or as made by vessels fitted out in out imrts, the proceeding for resti- 
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tution to tlie belligerent owner ought, on princiiile, to be instituted or 
asnctioned by the Qovemment itself, and not npoii private responai- 
bility, since the captures, aa between the two belligerents, were valid, 
and only to be disregarded as violations of our national rights ; but, as 
the practice bad been uniform to proceed on private coniplaiiit, it would 
be lecognizcd by the court; and the practice could, iC found iucouveu- 
ieiit, be altered by Congress. 

Qran Para, (Wlieaton, vii, 171.) The schooner Irresistible was bnill 
and owned in Baltimore, and sailed thence in 1S18, the owner being in 
command, to linenos Ayres. She bad in her bold, entered as caigo, 
gnns and other things suitable to fit her for hostile oporntions, and a 
crow of Ufty men : clearing tbr TeneriBb as a merchant vessel, and the 
shipping articles being for a commercial voyage. At But'iios Ayres, a 
counnissinn was obtiiincd to crnise against Si>ain, the crew were dis- 
charged and the greater part reUnlistcd for the cruise. The day after 
she left Buenos Ayres, the captain produced a commission from Gen- 
eral Artigaa, as chief of the Oriental Itspublic, to cruise against Por- 
tugal, and sent back the Bueuos Ayrean commission. She made sev-' 
eral Portuguese prizes, took money from them, and retnrned to Balti- 
more and deposited it in a bank in that city. A libel was filed in 
behalf of the owners of the Gran Para (one of tlie vessels captured) 
for the amount of money taken from her and on deposit. The npiniou 
is by Chief Justice Marshall. The court thought it clear that the Irre- 
sistible had violated the neutrality acts, because the crew were '' hired 
and retained to go beyond the limits and Jurisdiction of the United 
States, with intent to be enlisted and ontere<l in the service," Slc. and 
because the owner "fitted her oat with iutent that she should be 
employed in the service," &c., of a nation at war with one with which 
the United Stntea was at peace. The taking her armament in ber hold 
in the form of cargo, and the clearance, slii|iping articles, &<:., tlie court 
regarded as mere devices to avoid the law; and that the intont, when 
she was sent from Baltimore, was that she should be employed to cruise 
in the belligerent service of a state at war with a nation with which we 
were at peace. The more serious question was, whether this offense 
was not deposited by the transactions at Buenos Ayres and the entering 
on a second voyage there, as she had done, and intended to do, no act 
of hostility on ber voyage out. There was no change of ownership at 
Buenos Ayres. The court says, "This court has never dticldod that the 
offense adheres to the vessel, whatever changes may have taken place, 
and cannot be deposited at the termination of the cruise in prepanvtiou 
for which it was committed;" but held that, in this case, on the fiusta, 
tbe illegal preparation was for the cruise to be begun after a visit to 
Buenos Ayres, ou which crnise this capture was iniwle ; and that if, 
uuder sncb circumatanoes, we should bold that a vessel sailing from our 
ports for hostile operations could, by visiting a belligerent port, getting 
a commission, going through tbe form of discharging and reiijili^ting 
her crew, remove the fount of illegal prepamtion — the whole of which 
was practically miulein our port — and become legitimate cruisers, " the 
laws for the pi'eservation of our neutrality wonld be completely eludotl," 
and our neutrality would l>e " a fraudulent nuutralily, disgriu»)fnt to 
our own Govennnent, and of whiuh no nation wonld be the dupe." The 
captured money was restored. 

Arroganie liarcelonex, (Whentou, vii, 400.) In this case the court 
restored to tbe Spanish owner a prize of war brought into our jurisdic- 
tion, where tlie capture hud been made by a vessel fitted' out in the 
United States, in violation of our neutrality acts, although there had 
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been a regnlar conrlemnatloa in the prize court of the captor's conutrj, 
the prize beiiifr Btill owned and controlled by the origiunl wrong-doer; 
giving no opinion liow it would be^ in sncli case, if tho prize were in tho 
luintlH of a bona fide piirc)ia«cr, without notice. 

Nereydti, (Whenton, viii, lUtt.) A SpiiniBli ship of war waa captured 
1>7 the privateer Irresistible, whicli was fitted out, owned, and uotn- 
niauded by American citizens, cruisiug under a commission from Arti- 
gA8, ne chief of the Oriental Republic of llio de la Flntn. The prize 
viiB taken to Margtuita, lui inland of VuncKuoliv, and there condoinned 
OH prize I Voiteznchi being an ally of the Oriental Itcpublic Slie wns 
there commissioned ns a Venezaelan privateer, and uame to Baltimore. 
Here she was libeled in the behalf of the King of Spain. A claim wns 
put in by one Francesclie, who alleged that lie had bought her at the 
prize sale. Tho court held that this purchase was not proved, and that 
slie was still in the hands and ownership of the owners of the IiTcsist- 
ibie; that their title was not improved by tlie condemnation, if valid 
otherwise; and restored her (o the King of Spain. 

The Faun^, (Whenton, ix, 658.) A vessel, fitted out as a privateer in 
Baltimore, owned and commanded by Americtin citizens, sailed thence 
and cruised under a commission from Artigas, and captured Portuguese 
property, being cargo of theFaniiy, wUicli she took to St. Thomas, whence 
it was brought to Ualtimore. Here it was libeled by the Portuguese 
owner for reKtitntion. One Levy, a resident of St. Thomas, claimed the 
cargo as having been bought by hUn of tlie captors at SU Thomas. The 
court held that if he was a bona fide purchaser, n'hich they donbted, 
liis title was nut good against the owner, aa he had bought it of persons 
iu wi-ongful possession. In this case, it is to ho observed that the cap- 
ture, as between the government which oommissinned tho priviiteoraiid 
the Portnguese citizen, was valid juro belli} but the court lield that tho 
privateer, being owuetl and conininiided by Americans, could not make 
a capture which conrts of the United Stntes would consider valid, even 
in the hands of a froiia Repurchaser bcforo eoiid em nation. 

United Slates V. Quincff, (Petera, vi, 445.) A Ualtimore pilot-boat^ called 
the Bolivar, of about seventy tons burdeu, belonging to an Americnn 
citizen, had some repairs made upon her, new sitars put in larger than 
before, and one port-hole cut suitable fur » gun, nnd saiknl for St. Thomas, 
with no other circumstance of suspicion than tliat she had in her hold 
one giin-carringe and slide, a box of muskets, and thirteen kegs of pow- 
der. She was commanded by the defendant, Quincy, and the, owner, 
Armstrong, went in her. At St. Thomas, Armstrong procured funds, 
fitted licr uut as a privateer, under the name of Las Damas Argentinas, 
and sailed under the Buenos Ayrean flag — Quincy still in command, and 
Armstrung on board — nnd made captures of Spanish vessels. Quincy, 
returning to the United States, was indicted iu tho United States court. 
The charge on which the question of law arose was, that he had been 
''knowingly concerned in the Utting out of a vessel called, &c., with 
intent that such vessel should be employed in the service of," &c. The 
clause of tho statute is iu these woi-ds : " If any pcrsou shall, &c, be 
knowingly concerned in the furnishiiig, fitting out, or arming of any 
ship or vessel, with iutcnt that such ship or vessel should be employed 
ill the service of," &n. 

The case came tu the Sapreme Conrt on the (jiiestioii what instructioH 
ought to have been given to the jury. There wei-e but two points of 
iutornationid interest : the firit, as to the lltting out nnd arming of tho 
vessel; and the seooml, as to tho intent with wliiuh she was fitted out. 
The counsel fur the defendant contended that tho offuuso was not com. 
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iiiittcd, if tlio vcftsel, nt Bnltimoi-o niid on her voyage to St Tlionitis, and 
on litir arriviil tliore, was not annfd, or at all preiiared fur war, or in 
condition to commit lioatilitica ; that the ollienHO coimisted either in arm- 
ing a veHfiel, or in fitting out an armed veBsol. Tliis instruction was re- 
fused; and the court ruled thnt eitlicr flttiiie out or arming waa an 
offense; and timt it waa not necessary tliat the vessel fltt«tl out should 
be on armed vessel, or in condition to commit hostilities ; and that the 
oilense might have been committed, allhough tlie jury sliould And that 
"the er]uipments were not comiilcte within tho United States, and tiiat 
the cruise did not actually commence until men were enlisted and fur- 
ther equipments made »t 9t. Thomas, and nlthongh the ves-tel had no 
large gun, no flints, nor any cannon or musket balls, and that the mus- 
kets and sitbers wore nailed up in boxes during the voyage." 

On the second point — that of the intent — there was. evidence tending 
to show that the owner had uo funds at Baltimore, and no contract for 
any nt St. Thomas, or sure means of getting any there, for fitting the 
vessel out as a privateer; and that his ability to fit her out thei-e de- 
pended upon his getting the funds, which lie did get, in fact, only after 
oicertious, aad in pursuance of no preexbting contract or arrangement. 
Oti these facts, the connsel for the defendant asked the court to instruct 
the jury that the oftienae was not committed if, when the vessel was 
fltted out, the owner had "no present iutention of employing said vessel 
aa a privateer," hut intended, when ho equipitcd her, to go to tlie West 
Indies "in s<>Brch of funds with which to arm and equip said vessel to 
prepare her for u cruise," &c.; or if he had " no fixed intention to employ 
her, &c., but only a wish to employ her, &c., the fulfillment of which 
wish depended on his ability to obtain funds in the West Indies fur the 
purpose of arming and preparing her for war," &c. The instructions 
ordered by the court to be given were, that there mast have been in the 
United States a fixed and present intention, not contingent or condi- 
tional, to employ lier in cruising; and that, if there was not such fixed 
and present intent, the oll'ense waa not committed by a more intent to 
go to the West Indies, and endeavor to procnre funds to prepare her for 
such employment, coutingeut on getting the funils. On the other hand, 
if there was that fixed and present intent so to employ her, the offense 
waa committed, although it waa liable to be defeat«tl, and was known to 
be liable to be defeated, by a failure to get the necessary funds in the 
West Indies. 

In the course of the reasoning of Mr. Justice Johnson in delivering 
the opinion of the court, it is said that, assuming the defendant's posi- 
tion to be sound, which supposes the statute to contemplate two classes 
of offenders — tirsl^ those who do or attempt to do tlie act, and, second, 
those wlio are privily concerned in the doing of the act by the first 
class — and to require, by its words, that the first class must arm aa well 
as fit out, still " an attempt to do an act does not imply a completion of 
the act, nor any definite progress toward it. Any effort or endeavor 
to effect it will satisfy the terms of the act." The court considers the 
varied phraseology of the statute — embracing tlie doing, endeavoring 
to do, or being knowingly conccnied in doing, the prohibited acts — 
" was intended to embrace oil persons, of every description, who might 
be engaged, directly or indirectly, in preparing vessels with intent that 
they should l>e employed in coiimiittiiig hostilities against any iK>wer 
with wboni the United states were at peace." And, on the other point, 
the reasoning of the court is, that the statute does not iuteod to pro- 
hibit armed vessels belonging to citizens of the United States from sail- 
ing from the United States because there are foreign wars, but only 
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requires tbat the parties almll give aecnrity that they shall not employ 
them in the maimer prohibited. Tlieoffeuseof fitting them out, whether 
nrmed or not, consists in tlie intent with wtiich the fitting out is done. 
The intent '^Is the niHterial point on which the legality or criminality 
of the act depends, and decides whether the adventure la of a 6omiuer- 
cinl or warlike character," 

Kenneth v. Chambers, (Howard, xvi, 38.) An inhabitant of Texas 
made a contract to convey land in thatcountry to citizens of the United 
Sttitos, in consideration of ttdvancca of money made by thoin in the 
United St^itos, to enable him to raise men and procnre annate carry on 
the war with Mexico; the independence of TexaB not Iiaving at tliat 
time lK>en acknowledged by the United StAtes. After the recognition 
of the independence of Texas, tlie»e citizens endeavored to compel the 
performance of this contract. The Supreme Court held tliat the con- 
tract was, when maile, contrary to our national obligations to Mexico, 
and violated our public policy, and could not be enforced in onr courts, 
even after recognition of inde{>endence. 

United States v. KaHntki, (Law Itep., viii, 2S4.) The offense under 
the second section of the act is in hii-ing or retaining persons in this 
country to go beyond the jurisdiction for the purpose of enlisting. It 
is not a crime for a citizen to leave the country for the purpose, or 
merely to transport others who go voluntarily for that pur^Hise. See 
alao Opinions of Attorneys General, iv, 330. 



Daring the wars for independence between the Sonth American prov- 
inces and Spain and I'ortugal, the irowors inrolvedwere all maritime; 
and there was a strong sympathy in the United States in favor of the 
provinces, not only us b^ng American and republican, with constitn- 
tions modeled on onr own^ bat as struggling against government by re- 
mote monarchies, in whose powers they had no part, and with which 
we had little connection and no sympathy. The large and rich com- 
merce also of Spain and Portngal offered a temptation to persons of a 
freebooting tendency. Vessels were constantly sent from the United 
States, which were afterward found engaged under theSonth American 
flags, aa privateers. Sometimes their prizes came into our jarisdiction, 
and sometimes the persons concerned returned here. Frequent causes 
arose Id our courts, either in the way of criminal prosocuttons, or of 
civil proceedings for tiie restoration of prizes. There was less canse, 
however, for executive action, as we had now what we had not during 
Washington's difilculties — statute laws on the sul)jefit, a settled coarse 
of judicial proceedings, and an adequate civil force; and it had been 
settled that restitution of prizes could bo made in private suits without 
governmental authorization. The number of vessels restored by such 
suits to Spanish and Portuguese owners, as having been oapturied by 
vessels illegally fitted out here, was very large. 

The Spanish government complained that a military expedition had 
bocn fitted out in New York under Miranda, in lijUU, too|>emte against 
Spain in South Amorioa. There scum^ no doubt that this might and 
onght to have been prevented by us. They also complained tbat [mvo- 
teers were largely fitted out, in the Southern Stales, to cruise against 
Spanish commerce under provincial Sags. It has been seen that a new 
clause was introdnced into our nuutrility acts, at the request of the 
Spanish minister, bo as to include the provinces which were in civil war 
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with Spain. Tliecotresponilenoeiulmita tlie disposition of ttio Execii- 
tivo tu do its duty in rcspitct to tliuse privutours, bat coin|»Iiiiiia tliiU tlio 
reaidts wero iiiiBiitisfactorf , nnd tlie evil not effuctuaJly n.>i>re8!«.'d. Tlie 
UiiitiH) mutosGovonimeiit's replies arc to tlio cltect tlint, liiivirig mitdo 
aiiUs<'iivl*ory Iivwh niid provided mliMtutvto tribniials, nnd no unso of iiG<;i(>ct 
or rofiiiuil lo do its liiJI duty in pi'oveiitiiig tliooutlittingof niicli voshuIh, 
or the rmtitiitioii of prixcx tillioii liy aiioU vuaHL'ls, hning pointud out, t)io 
l/idt('d HLiitet) itt not liuhlo fur Mto twin of it^ uitixtMm, ui' of privntuvrs 
tltt«d ont ill ltd territory, if the nuts were done beyond ibs jurisdiction, 
Aa ninny us seven citizen!) were prosecuted, by aatliodty of the Govern- 
ment, for viuliktioii of nentruiity ; uud stringent or«]eni were issued to 
the proper oHlcers in nil tlic jKHts. It is not to Ite denied tliat they woro 
often cliiiled, nnd tlnit grcnt wrongs weru done by individuiili*. Tlio 
United Stntcs lind, nt tliis time, Inrgo clnima ng»inst Spniu, arising out 
of the wars of the French Bevolntion. The resnltof alongcorresimnd- 
ence was the Spanish treaty of 220 February, 1819. This treaty, wliich 
included the cession of Florida, was expressed ns intended to Iw a " ro- 
ciprocnl rennnciation of all chums for damages or injuries," up to the 
time of sigidng. It expressly includes (Art. IX) a renunciation, on the 
part of Spain, of "all injuries cnusetl by the expedition of Miranda, 
Sttcd out and e<]Hipped nt Ifow York ;" and of " all clnims of Spanish 
subjects niwu the Govcmmciil of tlie United States nrising from unlaw- 
ful seiKuresnt sen, or within the [torts and territories of the United 
Slates j" and of " all clnims of snhjcvts of llis Catholic Miijesty nrwn 
the Government of the United States, in which the interposition of His 
Cnthulic Majesty's government has Itccii suliciled, or which may have 
been nmde to tlic tiepartment of foreign nHairs of llis Majesty, or to Ids 
minister in the United Stntos." As to Spain, then, it is understood 
that the whole subject was satisfactorily settled by a reciprocal renun- 
ciation of claims, us offsets, and nu decision has ever been or can now 
be hntl, itolitical or judicial, ns to whether, fur any such ehiiins, tlie 
United States were actually liable. (Letters of SefiorOnis, of Jauuary, 
1817; 24th October and lUth Koveinber, 1818; .-iud 7th February, 181U; 
and of Mr. Adams, of 13th Fobrnnry, 1819.) 

Uur relations with Fortugul were not a«ljnsted to her satisfaction. 
On the 20th IJecember, 1810, M. Correa do Suri'a presented to Mr, 
Monroe, Secretary of State, a strong ease of violation of neutrality in 
Baltimore. He wns careful to acquit tlie Executive of neglect or unwill- 
ingness, and disdains asking for compensation, but suggests atlditiuiis 
to our neutrality laws of a preventive character. These wore at onco 
acceded to by the Kxccutive, and passed by Oungress in the act of 3d 
March, 1817. M. de Serni always expressed himself satisfied with the 
legislation adojtted. (fjetter of 4th February, 1H1!>, nnd Afr, Adams's 
reply of tlic sjime month.) March 8, 1818, M. do Serra presented cases 
of vessels ctiptured by one of these cruisci-s, which liad escu|>ed from 
the United States heJbre the piutsnge of the act. To this letter Mr. 
Adams, Secretary of State, replied (letter of 11th Mnrch, 1818) that, as 
the United States hod " usihI nil the means in their power to prevent 
the fitting out nnd arming of vessels," nnd hml " faithfully carried into 
execution the laws enacted to preserve inviohitc the neutral obligations 
of the Union," it " could not conahler itself bound to iudeninify individ- 
ual foreigners for losses by capture over which the United States have 
neither control nor Jurisdiction. For Buch events no nation can, in 
principle, nor dues, in prnclicc, hold itself responsible," He reminds 
the minister that the mlmiralty courts will and do restore prizes within 
their reach, captured in violation of our laws, and that individuals will 
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1)0 1111(1 hiivo beon proseoiitwl criniinnlly. Mr. Adams, November 20, 
1818, leiinestcil Clie Pui'tiigui'He iiiinisttM- to fiiniiiiili n liflt ol' the itcrsons 
chargeable with violations of our lawH to the iiijury of Portugal, aiid of 
tbe n-itoesses against them, for the pnrpoae of proaecutiou ; and prose- 
cations were ordered by the Government in cases which seemed sos- 
taitieil by the evidence. 

Early in 1819 the I'ortugaese minister brought forward a grievance 
of a new character. This was, that the flag of Job4 ArCigas, chief of 
the Banda Orientate, was allowed to be shown in Baltimore on prizes 
sent in there, and that privateers of that flag were recognized as belli- 
gerents, wiien, as ho alleged, Artigos had no seA-port in South America 
tinder liit4 coiiti'ol. In November of that ynvr ho jiroBentcd lists of 
injuries done to fifty Portnguese vessels, and doclarotl that, in one itorC 
alono of the United States, twenty-three ships had been fitted out as 
privateers. 

July IC, 1820, the Portuguese minister proposed that a commission 
be appointed by the two powers to confer and agree on what reason and 
justice demanded. This proposal was declined, (letter of 30th Septem- 
ber, 1820,) uiwn the gronnd tliat, no charge of neglect or refusal being 
made against the Ouvernment, and the Government being satisfied that 
it bad dune its duty, tlie United States could not be responsible for acts 
done beyond its jurisdiction and control; that criminal prosecutions 
were duly made by the Government on the presentation of proof, and 
that the civil courts would make restitution of prize property within 
their reach ; and tliat, beyond these remedies, no nation was required 
to make comi^eusation which had done its duty in providing laws and 
enforcing them. 

Tliis demand for a commission was renewed in 1822, imd declined on 
the same grounds. It was again renewed in 1850, and was met with an 
answer by Mr. Clayton, Secretary of State, 30bh May, 18G0, affirming 
tlie tK>sit>on of the United States Government in 1820 and 1822, and 
declining to I'coiten the discussion. There was a n^oinder by the For- 
tugncBo minister of November 7, 1850. Here tlio correspondence closed. 

There can he no <iueHtio» tliat, for a time, victlations of our laws, by 
the fitting out of vessels in onr itortiS, especially in Baltimore and other 
southern cities, to cruise agahist Portuguese (wnimerce, were frequent 
and oiten, and that Portugal suflerod grcAtly from them. On the other 
hand, it is true that the United States nmde S[>eciat laws, satisfactory 
to Pur tit gal, lit her roqu<Mt; i>roBecutcd crimiimlly both citizens and 
foreigners; made restitution of prizes, and suppressed by force the 
establishments of Amelia Island and Galveston, beyond our territory} 
and that the Portuguese minister did not allege that the Executive 
failed of its duty, but, on the contrary, spoke of its " conscientions ear- 
nestness." It seems, also, from the re|>orts of claims made in 1850, 
{vide infr^) that these measures of repi'ession were snccesstui, as 
8caix:ely a case of claim was made after 1820. He suggested no remedy 
or means to be adopted, and the Government took the itosition that it 
had acted in good faith, and with due diligence, in prosecntiug all per- 
sons proi^erly charged with ofiienses on probable ti'stimony, and that 
the courts were ojien and efi'ectual to give redi-ess, in the way of resti- 
tution, whenever the law of nations required it. On the subject of the 
ItenniKsion of the Artrgas flag, notlung iip|i(>arR to have been dtnie by 
onr Government, yet the subsequent corresiwndence does not seein to 
refer to it. Artigas had i»o!uieBsion of the entire republic of Uruguay, 
iucludiug Montevideo and otiier port>s, when he was at war with Por- 
tugal. The Portuguese minister jnubably refci-s to a condition he may 
3 A v,—vu 
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have been reduced to, by stress of w»r, nt soinu particular period of tlie 
euiiteat. 

The real difficulty seems to have been that the pnhlio sympathy for 
the South American struggle wits so stmiig and geucral, and the 
appeals to enterprise and ciii)idJty so tempting, titat tlio matter got, for 
a time, (tuito beyond the i'<i|irc;Miii(; jmwero which were brought to bear ; 
and the Portuguese government citlicr was not willing to, or could uot 
jn3tly,-charge the Gnveriiinent with intentional remissness at tlie time. 
This fiiriiiahed tlie United Stiites with a position for refusing to agi-ee 
to a commission, whose sole duty, ou that stivte of relations, wotihl be 
to determine whether anything, and what, should be paid by tlie tiov- 
ernment tor Portuguese losses. The charge of remissness, made first in 
1850, alter thirty years, by another generutiuu of diplomatists, was tardy 
and inconsistent. The diplomatic imsition of the United States seems 
to be defensible, within its exact limits; yet, in point of fact, Portuguese 
subjects suffered great wrongs from citizens of the United States, coui- 
mittetl in violation of our laws and of their rights. 

In 1848, during an armistice in t)ie hostilitit^ between Denmark and 
the Germanic Confederation, the latter )M>wtir titteil out a steiuner at 
Xew York, to be used as a ship of witr. Tu the objection of the Danish 
minister, the representative of the Confederation I'eplied tluit the vessel 
had been ordered independently of this wui', and was inteiidetl for 
defensive pnrposes during the armistice. This v/aa not deemed satis- 
factory by the United States Ciovcriiinent, and sho.wos not |>ci'mitted 
to proceed to Germany until security liatl been given that she should 
nut be employed as a vessel of war during hostilities with Denmark, 
including all i)eriods of armistice. (Annuaire des deax Mondes, 
1852-'63, p. 48S. Ex. Doe. Slat Cong., No. 6. Opinions of Attorneys- 
General, v. 02.) 

During the Crimean war, in 1855, the British consul at Now York 
furnished afHdtivits eliurging that a large vessel, called the Manry, fit- 
ting out there, was intended to erniso under the Itussian flag against 
British connuerce. Ou the ittceipt of these documents, tlic United 
States attorney, although he did not think the evidence credible, yet, 
in ortler to give opportunity for a complete examination, libeled the 
vessel, and placed her in the custody of Che marslial. After a full ex- 
amination, the British consul was satisfied, and withdrew the complaint. 
(Senate Doc. 34th Cong., 238.) 

In 1800, on an affidavit of the Spanish consul, charging that the 
steamer Meteor was fitted out to ciiiise against Spanisli commerce, 
under the Chilian fiag, siie wiis arrested at once by the Uniti>d States 
attorney, at Mew York, without waiting for authority fioin Washing- 
ton. A libel was filed, under like circnmstancesj in Boston, the same 
year, against the steamer Cherokee. Indeed, it is the practice for the 
lottal law officers or the United States to treat the neutrality acts like 
otlier penal statutes, and, on exigencies, to libel and arrest vessels about 
to depart, upon affidavits showing only probable cause. And, where 
the Department of State acts, its test is only probable cause. (Mr. 
Seward's letters, in the coses of the Meteor aud Cherokee.) 

5CHUABT. 

The results of the legislative, execntivo, and judicial proceedings in 
the United States on tliis subject may be stated, iu substance, thus: 

The United States acknowledges an obligation to preserve impartial- 
ity between foivign belligoreuts. Overt acts of hostility ooinnutted 
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within its jnriBdiction, being vioItttiotiB of it« own eovereign authority, • 
it will represD on its own account, it will altio prevent or piiuisli them, 
as a measnre of jnsttco to foreign intcrnsts lawfully within our Jnrisdic- 
tiou and prolection which sulfer from them. One uiode of redress ia to 
take possession of any property thus captured, and found within oar 
jnrindiction, and restore it to the injured party. Where restitution can- 
not be made, the government may make tlie aggression a vanso of com- 
plaint against the ])owei- responsible for it, and obtain compensation for 
the benefit of the party ityured. Our Government has not been called 
npon to meet the qnention, what its own liability would be in ease it 
did not succeed in obtaining compensation from the power making tfae 
aggression, having itself failed to prevent the act, in a proper case, not 
firom neglect or anwillingness at the time, but from want of an adequate 
force; and it is no part of the x>ari>oBe of tbia historical note to snggest 
mies to meet possiljle oases. 

The Oovcrnmcnt also recognises its obligation to prevent a Iwlliger- 
ent, or its own i>oople, from doing proximate acts of hostility within oar 
territory. As violations of our own sovereignty, or as endangering oar 
own pence, snch a cnse is purely one of internal policy; but as respecta 
others, tliis obligation arisca out of the I'act that, ns to snch matters, it 
is impossible to preserve impartiality, and to create a balance of oppor- 
tunities for the respective belligerents. Either one that snSers, there- 
fore, from snch an iict, may complain that, when iwrmitted, it is a vio- 
lation of impartiality as well as of neutrality. It isassnmed that a line 
can be practically established, reasonably to distinguish proximate acts 
of hostility trova the rights of trade and asylum, and is so established 
by the law of nationa. Our obligation arises from the law of nations, 
and not from our own statutes, and is measured by the law of nations. 
Our Btatutoa are only means for enabling nst^ perform our iuternatioual 
duty, and not the afltrmative limits of that duty. We are as much re- 
sponsible for insufficient machinery, when there is knowledge and oppor- 
tiniity for remedying it, as for any other form of negleuL Indeed, a 
nation may be said to be more res|>onsible for a neglect or refusal which 
is an inii>cria1, continuous net, and general in its openUion, than for 
neglect in a special case, which nmy bo a fault of aubordinates. 

As to what shall constitute unlawful proximate acta, our rule bas been 
to prohibit the enlistment here of men for belligerent service, or a con- 
tract made here to go abroad and tlierct enlist ; or the accepting here of . 
a belligerent commission for service abroad. Hut we allow a vessel of 
war to enlist here subjects of its own sovereignty, transiently iu the 
Unitetl States, to aurve on boai-d that vessel. 

In case of resaeis already armed and commiasioned by a foreign bel- 
ligerent, whether public veesela or privateera, they shall not, lu our 
ports, increase tlieir capacity for hostile puri)ose8, whether of offense or 
defense. This rule may be violated by enlisting men, or by adding to 
the physical efficiency of the vessel in a resiiect which ia not purely 
nautical, and such ua a merchant veasel would not require. We have 
not found it necessary to restrict the atay of belligerent cruisers, or their 
prizes, in our waters, to less thau the terms of asylum usually allowed 
to public vessels iu time of peace. 

Ah to the pro))aring of ves-sels within onr jurisdiction for subsequent 
hostile operations, the test we have appliexl has not been the extentand 
character of the preparationa, but the intent with which tlie particular 
acts are done. If any person does any act, or attempts to do any act, 
toward such preparation, with the intent tliat Che vessel shall be em- 
ployed iu hostile operations, he is guilty, without reference to the corn- 
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plotion of the prei>aration3, or tlie extent to wliicb tliey may have goue, 
aud although bis attempt may liavo re^ulteil in no definite progiess 
towaiHl tbe uompletion of the preparations. Tlie pi-ocuring of mateiiala 
to be used, knowingly, aud with the intent, &c., is an offense. Aceoid- 
iugly, it ia not necessary to show that the vessel was ai-ined, or was in 
any way or at any time, before or aKur Uio act charged, iu a eoudition 
to ooiuiiiit acts of hostility. 

On the point of tlie intent, more nicety and diHcrinii nation nro neces- 
sary. If the person clmrged has himself tbe couti'ol of the vessel, to 
put her into foreign belligerent service, tlie question of the intent to 
employ lior is Kimpie. If he him not, he is still ehai'geable with doing 
acts, or being knowingly concerned in the doing of uct«, of or towiu^ 
the preparation, with the intent that the vessel sliiill be so employed, 
though otliera may control ber duiiiig the pi'e|)anttioiis. Unt the intent 
must be thai she shall be so employed; and the intent must be a fixed 
and present intent, and not a wish or desire merely that she may be. 
If there is a (loutiiigeiicy, it must, to excul[)ate the party, be one wliiuh 
forms acouditiou-precedunt to tbe intent, and not meiHily a coudit.ion- 
precedent to tbe employment, or a eouditiou-snbseqnont which may de- 
feat tlie iuteiiL Thus, if tlie owner sends a vessel, not completely ready 
for hostile 0)>eration8, with iiistrii<;tioiis to her commander to eoinplote 
lier preparation and obtain letters of iniuY[ue in the iwrt of destination, 
and, iu case of failure in obtaining tbe commission aud equipment, to 
take a cargo and return, be would doubtless be guilty ; for he has en- 
tered on the execution of his pari>ose, and those are only the ordinary 
coutingoncics to all employments, by which they may be defeated, lint 
the purt>Dse to which bo shall put his vessel after her arrival may deitend 
on circum stances so entirely contingent and fortuitous, as to relieve bim 
from the charge of a fixed iutont at the time he sends ber out. 

It will be seen at on(so, by those abstract delluitions, that our rnles 
do init inttirfcre with buitaJiHe cummercial dealings in contriiband of war. 
An Aineiican merchant may build and Cnlly arm a vessel, and supply 
her with stores, luid wit'er her fur side in our own market. If he does 
any acts, an an agent or servant of a belligerent, or in piii'siuuicu of an 
arntngemeiit or inidurHtiuiding with a belligoreiit, that she shall be eiu- 
X>loyed in hostilities wlieu sold, he is guilty. He may, without violating 
our law, send out sucb a vessel, so e(|uii>ped, uuder tbe flag and jiajiers 
of his own country, with no more force of crew than is suitable for navi- 
gation, with no right to resist search or seizure, and to take the chances 
of cniiture as contraband merchnudise, of blockade, and of a market iu 
a belligerent port In such case, the extent aud character of the equip- 
ments are as immaterial as in the other class of cases. The intent is 
all. Tbe act is open to great suspicions and abuse, and the line may 
often be scarcely ti'aueable; yet tbe principle is ciuir eiiongb. Is the 
intent one to prepare an article of contraband merchandise, to be seut 
to the market of a belligi-ront, subject to the chances of capture and of 
llie marketl Or, on the other liand, is it to fit out a vessel which shall 
leave our port to cruiw, iiiiniedhitety or ultimately, against the com- 
merce of a friendly uatioii 1 Tlie latter we are bound to prevent. The 
former the belligerent must prevent. In the lormer case, tlie ship is 
merchandise, under bona fiHe neutnil Hag and iiaiK^rs, with a poi't of 
destination, subject tu search and capture as contraband merchandise 
by the other belligerent, to the risk of blockiule, aud with no right to 
resist search ami seixun-, and liable to be treatetl as a pirate by any na- 
tion, if she does any act of hostility to the property of a belligerent, as 
much OS if she did it to lliat of a iioutral. Such a tnule iu contiubaud 
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a belligerent mtiy cnt off by craising the seaa and by blockading his 
enemy's porta. Bnt, to protect bimsolf against vessels sailing out of 
a nentral port to commit hostilities, it would be nece^ary for him to 
hover off the ports of the neutral ; aud, to do that effectnally, he rauat 
maintain a kind of blockade of the neutral coast, which, as neutrals 
will not permit, they oaght not to give occasion for, 

No cases have ariaoa as to the coiubtuatiou of materials which, sep- 
arated, cnunut do acts of hostility, but, anited, constitute a hostile in- 
stmmontallty ; for the intent covers alt cases, and furnishes the t«8t. 
It mast be immaterial where the combination is to take place, whether 
here or elsewhere, if the acts done in our territory — whether acts of 
building, ntting, arming, or of procuring materials for these acts — be 
done ns part of a plan by which a vessel is to be scut out with iutent 
that she shall be employed to cruise. 

As to penalties and remedies, parties guilty are liable to fine and im- 
prisonment, and the vessel, her apparel aud furoitare, and all materials 
procured for the purpose of equipping, are forfeit. In cases of snspicion, 
revenue offlcers may detain vessels, and parties may be required to 
give security ngiiinst hostile employment; and the President is allowed 
to use the Army and Navy or militia, as well as civil force, to seize ves- 
sels, or to cornpol offending vessels, not subject to seizure, to depart 
from our ^mrts. WImt vokscIs shall l>o refjnircd to depart is left to tlic ' 
judgment of tlio Kxe<uit)vo. If a priKO, ctiptiircd by a vessel which lias 
been fittc<I out in violittioii of the laws, is witliiii our control, the courts 
will restore liei- to the owners on their application ; nnd it is not necessary 
that the |»rocccding8 should be instituted by tUo Uovcniment. If the 
prize is in tlie lisnds of the original wrong-doer, it will be restored, not- 
witlistanding a coudemnation otherwise valid ; and a condemnation de- 
creed after seizure for restitntiou will be disregarded. If a prize so 
captured has become the property of the belligerent nation, aud been 
taken into its public service as a vessel of wnr. it will not be seized for 
restitution. It has not been decided what will remove tlie taint of an 
itiogiil ontflt, so ns to exempt a vessel's pri7*8 from restitution, but it 
hns Ijocu det^idcd tliat anon-belligerent voyage to a belligerent port, 
and a completion and commissioning tliere, with subsequent cruising, 
do not of tliemselvcs necessarily constitute a separate outorprisc, so aa 
to remove the taint. 

A privateer, being private property, is liable to be soize<l and sold by 
civil process, in municipal tribunals, for violation of municipal laws, 
like any other private pio|»erty. Her commission, being a mereiwrmia- 
sitni to make captures, wlitcli she may exercise or not at her option, 
docs not put her into the class of vessels in tliu service of a sovcreicii 
state. Jbit tlie go%'onimciit giving her the comniisHion is responsible 
for her caiitiu-es nindo under it jure belli, and liiis tlio exchisivo right to 
a<\jiidivato upon their validity, as in case of captures made by a ]>ublic 
ship. If wo inquire into such cai)tures, it is only for tbe purpose of 
retlressing violation of our own sovereign rights. In such ctise we make 
no distinction between those made by privateers and those made by 
public vcsM^ls, and we simply undo the illegal net by releasing the prize. 
We do not undertake to secure eomi>ensation to the belligerent for aa 
illegal capture in the way of damages, for we do not inquire into the 
validity, jure belli, of the capture as b<^tween tho imi-ties. Tliat would 
l>e not \'indieAting onr own sovereign authority, but a4^udictiting on 
prize. Tlio restitntiou is in-cstM!Ctivo of tbe validity of tlie capluvejttre 
belli, and tor another reason. Uut vessels of war in the public service 
are considered as belonging to tlio class of public sovereign iustru- 
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mentalities, and are exempt from seizure by judicial tiibmuila. Our 
Government will not undertake to seize and procee<l against sncb a 
Tessel, by a judicial process in our courts, for a violatiou of onr laws 
committed before she became a public sliip of war. If aucb a vessel is 
proceciled agnitist, oitlier iu tlio way of ni'roat, or disniiasitl fmm port, 
or refusal of a right to enter, or couipolling her disarmament, it must L)e 
a political act of tlie OoTernment, ou it^ international responsibility, 
and not an a judicial reinody for a brujicb of nmniuipal law. It is not 
Temcmborcd tliat tiny iustanco lias occurred where the United States 
bas felt bound or entitled to resort to such measures against a public 
ship. The trath is, such a cAse would usually be settled by diplomatic 
arrangement between the QoTemment and the minister of the nation to 
which the ship belonged, without tbe necessity of overt acta against the 
ship. The case of the Oassius came nearpresenting this question to our 
Government, bnt, as we have seen, resulted otherwise. In some cases 
of judicial proceedings arising oat of the South American war, commis- 
sions as ships of war were set up: but no vessel was adjudgeil foi^eit 
where tbe court was satisfied that it was bona fide a public vessel, owned 
and commissioned by an acknowledged nationality.

Legation of France to the TThited States, 

Sew York, November 12, 1864. 

Sir : It would appear, Agreeably to the information wliicli lias reacbed 
the government or the Em|>eror from various qunrters, that Ex-Fresideut 
JufU'ez has not ahaudoued the project of issuing letters of marque against 
our commerce, and that there are being consCrncted iu the jiorts of the 
United States, especially at ISew Orleans and at San Fraudaeo, vessels 
destined to cruise for bis account. 

1 bring this foot to the knowledge of your excellency, not supposiug, 
however, that tlie Federal Govenimeut, bad it learned it from another 
source, would not have immediately taken measures to prevent the 
departore of these vessels, which is aunoiiuced as very near at band. 

If, however, the good faith of the authorities of the United States 
being oveiTeached, these vessels should take the sea, I'mnst Inform you 
that the government of His Mf^jesty could not, in any case, recognize iu 
them the character of privateer. 

Mr. Juarest cannot hereafter bo seriously considered a chief of a gov- 
ernment. The supreme authority in Mexico has no longer at this time, 
and for thoso who are the least impartial, any other real repiTsenta- 
live than the sovereign called by events to the head of that country. 
Mr. Jnarez, whatever may have been his former position, has, there- 
fore, to-day, neither tlie title nor the character to issue letters of marqne. 
Those with which he should attempt to supply American or other ves- 
sels, being henceforth without value, would exjiose these vessels and 
their crews to be treated purely and simply as pirates. 

In instructing me to make tliis declaration to your excellency, the 
government of His Mi^jesty has, nevertheless, no other iutentiou than 
that of enabling that of the United States to give this notice again, in 
due season, to those of its citizens who may have entertained or who 
are ready to entertain propositious. of Juarez or those of his agents. 
Accept, sir, the assurances of my liigh consideration,

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12th iDstant, by wliicU I am informed that the imperinl government of 
France lias learned ftvin Vdrioiis quarters that the Frestdeiit of the 
United Stntea of Mexico (by yon described iks ex-prcsiduut] bns not 
abandoned tlie iirajeet of iasuing letters of iniwriuo agitirist French com- 
merce, and tliiit thure are boing constructotl in tlio ports of tito United 
States^ especially at New Orleans and at San Francisco, vessels designed 
to cruise for bis occonnt. 

In re|ily, I urn at lilierty to iiifonn you that IbiH Oovernmoiit has no 
knowledge of the design which in thus ascribed to the I'liisident of 
Mexico, nor has it any information that any such vessels are building, 
as it is supposed, in eitliei* of tbe two i>orts yon have specially desig- 
nated, or in any other port of the United Sttttes. Tbe vigilance of 
public officers is such as to inspire a cou&deut belief that tbe informa- 
tion which tbe Emperor's government has received is erroneous. Kevcr- 
tbeless, for greater security of the present neutrality of the Uuited 
States, that information will be specially submitted to the |)roiwr agents 
in New Orleans and 3an Francisco, with renewed injunctions for the 
discovery and prevention of tbe arming or fitting out of vessels of war 
to depredate on Fivnch commerce. Siinilnr proceedings will be adopted 
in relation to other ports upon myreceivingany information of unlawful 
designs or enterprises afoot therein. 

It seems unnecessary to discnss tbe question yon have raised, whether 
the President of bloxico has a right, by the law of imtions, to grant 
letters of marqne. inasmuch as this Government perempt^nily oxivcta 
perfect neutrality mim citizens of the Unite<l States in the Mexican war.

A FUOOLAMATIOH. 

Wborcns a 8f<nte of war unliappily exists between France, on the oue 
side, and tbe Nui-tb Gerinau Gonfeilerutiou and its alliea, on tbe otber 
side; 

And whereas the United States are on terms of friendship and amity 
with all tlie contending [wwers, and with the persons inhabiting their 
several dominions; 

And whereas great uambcm of tlie citizens of the United States 
reside within the territories or dominions of each of tlie said lielliger- 
ents, an<l carry on coniinet'ce, tnule, or other business, or pursuits 
tlitfi'uin, protcctml by the faitit of tii3atios ; 

And wbereikH greiit numlters of tlic subjects or citizens of cncli of tJio 
said bclligoronts i-eside within the tctiritoiyor Jnrimlictioa of the United 
StAtes, Hud carry on commerce, tnwle, or otiier business or pursuits 
tliereinj 

And wlicrcns the laws of tli© United States, witiinnt interfering with 
the free expression of opinion and syinpatby, or with the oiieu manu- 
factnre or sale of arms or munitions of war, nevertheless imtiose upon 
all |>etBons who may be within their territory and jurindictiou the duty 
of an impai-ttal neutrality during the existence of the contest : 

Mow, therefore, I, Ulysses S. Grant, President of the United States, 
in order to preserve the neutrality of the United States and of their 
citizens and of persons within tbeir territory and jurisdiction, and to 
enforce their laws, and in order tbat all persons being warned of tbe 
general tenor of the laws and treaties of the United States in this 
behalf, and of the law of nations, may thus be prevented from an 
unintentional violation of tbe samf^ do hereby declare and proclaim that 
by tbe act passed on the 20tb day of April, A. B. 1818, commonly 
known as tbe " neutrality taw," tbe following acts are forbidden to be 
done, nuder severe penalties, within the territory and Jurisdiction of the 
United States, to wit: 

1. Accepting and exercising a commission to serve either of the said 
belligerents by land or by sea against the other belligerent. 

2. Enlisting or entering into tlic service of cither of the said belliger- 
ents lis a sohlior, or as n niai-jint, or seaman on boiuxl of any vessel of 
war, letter of inarqne, or privateer. * 

3. Hiring or retaining anotiiei person to enlist or enter himself iu 
the service of either of tiie said belligerents as a soldier, or as a 
marine, or seaman on board of any vessel of war, tetter of marque, or 
privateer. 

4. Hiring another person to go beyond the limits or jurisdiction of 
the United States with intent to be enlisted as aforesaid. 
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5. Hiring finother person to go beyond the limita of tlie Uiiitod States 
with tlio intent to bo uiitercil into scrvitte as aforositid. 

6. Itetainiug anotlier jiersou to go Iwyond tlie limits of tlie (Tuited 
States witli intent to be enlisteil as aforesaid. 

7. Itctaining aiiotlier i>oi'Bnii to go l)»yoiid tite liiiiiLi o( the United 
States witli iiitoiit to iw eiiteretl into w)i'vi(» us al'oix»uii4l. (Itnt tliu 
said act is not to hv c(niKtniu«l to uxUtnd to a eiti/.eii or snbjuvt of eitlier 
belligerent wlio, boint; tmiisientiy witliin tlio United Statctt, shall, ou 
boai^l of any vessel of war, which, at the time of its aiTival witliin tlie 
United States, was fttteil and eqni|)i>ed as snch vessel of war, enlist or 
enter himself or hire or retidn another subject or citiseu of the siune 
belligerent, who is tmiisiently within the United States, to enlist or 
enter himself to sei-vo such belligerent on boanl such vessel of war, if 
the United States shall then be nt jieaee ^vith snch belligereat.) 

8. Fitting out and arming, or attempting to lit out :uid arm, or pro- 
caring to he fitted out and armed, or knowingly being concerned in the 
furnishing, fitting out, or oi-ming of any ship or vessel with intent that 
sncli ship or vessel shall be employed in the service of either of the said 
belligeretits. 

9. Issning or delivering a commission withiu the territory or jurisdic- 
tion of the tJuited States for any ship or vessel to tlie intent that she 
may be employed as afoi-esaid. 

10. Increasing or augmenting, or procuring to be increase<l or aug- 
mented, or knowingly being concerned in incrcofiing or augmenting the 
force of any ship of war, criiis(4-j or other armed vessel, which at the 
time of her arrival within the United States wivs a ship of war, <;rni8er, 
or armed vessel in tlie service of cither of the said belligerents, or 
belonging to the subjects or citi/^ns of either, by adding to the numlter 
of guns of such vessel, or by changing those on buai-d of lier tVir guns 
of a larger caliber, or by the addition thereto of any equipment solely 
applicable to war, 

11. Beginning or setting on foot or providing or preparing the means 
for any military expedition or enterprise to be cunied on from the 
territory or Juns«lictiou of the United Htatcs iigaiiist the territories or 
dominions of either of the said lielligorents. 

And I do further declare uud prouhiiin that by the lOtli article of the 
treaty of amity and commerce, wliiuh was concluded between his 
Majesty the King of Prussia and the United States of Anieriov ou the 
] 1th day of July, A. D. 1190, which article was revival by the treaty of 
May 1, A. D. 18:iS, between the same parties, and is still in tbrct^ it was 
agreed that " the vessels of war, pnblic aniV private, of Iwith parties, 
sliall ciu'ry tVeely, wheresoever they ploiise, the vessels and elTects tiikeu 
from their enemies, without being obliged t« pay any duties, charges, 
or ti^es to oiHcers of admiralty, of the ciistmns, or any others ; nor shall 
sncli prizes be arrested, searelietl, or put iiiidcr any legal process, when 
they come to and enter the ports of the other party, but may freely he 
carried out again at any time Uy their ciiptors to the places expi'essed in 
their commissions, which the commanding otticer of such vessel shall 
be obligeil to show." 

AnA I do fui'thor declare and proclaim that it hns been ofHcially com- 
muuieat«d to the Oovenimeiit of tlie Unlttid States by the envoy 
eictmordinary and minister pleuipotentinrj' of the Ifortli 0«rnitui Con- 
federation, at Washington, that pi-ivate pi'opci'ty on the high se^is will 
be exempttsd from seisini'e by the ships of his Majesty the King of 
Prussia, without ii^ganl to i-eciprtMiity. 

And I do further declare and |irochiiin that it has been otftcially eom- 
uinnicated to the Government of the Uniteil Utiites by the envoy 
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extraorilinary tvod miniator plenipotoninry of bis Majesty tlte Emperor 
of the French, at Washin^rton, tlint orders Lave beeu g^veii that in tlie 
conduct of tli« war tUo coininanders of tlic Fi'ciicli forces on laud and 
on the Bcas bIuiII stinipuloiisly olworve townnl neiitnil powers tlie rules 
of intcriuitionni law, and timt tliey sliall strictly adhere to the principles 
BCtfortli in the dcclarution of tlie congress of Paris of the ICtli of April, 
185G, that is to say: 1st. That privateoriiig is and remains abolished ; 
2d. That the neutral flag coveTS enemy's goods, with the exception of 
contraband of war; 3d. That nentral goods, witli the exception of con- 
traband of war, arc not liable to capture under the eiiemy's flag; 4th.' 
That blockades, in order to be binding, must be effective — chat is to 
say, maintained by a force sufllcient really to prevent access to the coast 
of the enemy ; and that, although the United States have not adhered 
to the declanvtion of 1856, the vessolB of His Majesty will not seize 
enemy's proitorty found on board of a vessel of the United States, pro- 
vidi^l that pi'operty is not contraband of war. 

And lilo lurther declare and proclaim that thestAtutosof the United 
States and the law of nations alike require that no ])erson within 
the t«rritory and jurisdiction of the United Stntes shall take part, 
directly or indirectly, in the said war, but shall remain at peace with 
each of the said belligoronts, and shall maintnin a strict and impartial 
neutrality, and that whatever privileges shall be accorded to one 
bolligci-ont within the ports of the United States slmll be in like manner 
occonled- to tliu other. 

And I do hereby oiijoin all the good citixons of the Unitetl Stat«s, and 
all iK'ntons n^siding or being within the U^rritoiy or jurisdiction of the 
United States, to observe tlie laws thereof, wid to fsoinmit no act con- 
trary to the provisions of the said statutes, or in violation of the law of 
nations in that behalf. 

And I do hereby warn all citizens of the United States, and all i>er- 
sons residing or being within their territory or jnrisdiction, that, while 
the free and full expression of sympntiiies in public and private is not 
restricted by the laws of the United States, military foi'ces in aid of 
either belligerent cannot lawfully be originated or organized within their 
jurisdiction: and that while all persons may lawfully, and without 
restriction by reason of the aforesaid state of war, manufacture and 
sell within the United States arms and munitions of war, and other 
articles, ordinarily known as "contraband of war," yet they cannot- 
carry such articles upon the high seas for the use or service of either 
belligerent, nor can they trans^mrt soldiers, and officers of either, or 
attempt to break any blockade which may be lawfully established and 
maintaiiie<l during tiio war, without incurring the risk of hostile capture, 
and the penalties denonnvcd hy the law of nations in that behalf. 

And 1 do hereby glvo notice that all uiti/zunaof the Unitotl Stales, 
and others who may claim the protetttion of this Uovernment, who may 
misconduct themselves in the premises, will do so at their peril, and 
that they can in nowise obtain any prot«K;tion from the Goveiinnent of 
the United States against the consequences of their misconduct.

4b NBDTBAUTY OF THE UNITED STATES. 

By tJte President of the WniUA States of America. 
A PROOLIMATIOM. 

Wliorctas on t]ie 32(1 dny of August, 1870, my proclciinatioa was issued, 
ciijuiiitiig; uiiiitnility in Clio present wiir li«twe«ii Fritiiuv nittl tliu Nortli 
GeriuHii Coiilbdemtioii and its nllies, uiid dHchiring, so far as tlieu 
8ecme<l to be necessary, tlie respective rights niid obligations of the 
belligerent parties and of tlie citizens of tbe United Stot«s; 

And wlicrctid subsequent iiifoi-niution gives reason tu npprcbend tliat 
armed cruisers of tiio belligeitHits may Ue teniptetl to abuse tlie lios- 
pitality aceorde«1 t« tliem in tbe porta, bnrbors, roitdstemis, and other 
waters of the United States, by making sucb wateis subservient to the 
purposes of war : 

"Sov, therefore, I, TJlysses 3. Grant, President of the United States of 
Anieriea, do hereby pro(;Iaim and declate that any/reqnouting and use 
of the waters within tlie territorial jurisdiction of the Unit«!d States by 
the aruied vessels of either belligerent, whether public sLi|^>s or priva- 
teers, tor the pnrpose of preparing for hostile oi>enttions, or aa postal of 
observation upon the ships of war or privateers or merchant vessels of 
tbe other belligerent lying within or being about to enter the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, must be regarded as unfriendly and oflensive, 
and in violation of that neutriility which it is the determination of this 
Government to observe; and to the end that tbe hazard and inconven- 
ience of such appruli('ndc<l pnictiucs may be avoided, I further pro- 
claim and declare that from and after the 12tli day of October instant, 
and timing the contiiinanee of the present hostilities between France 
and the North German Ooufudcnitiuu and its allies, no ship of wtu- or 
privateer of either belligerent shall be i>ermitted to make use of any 
port, harbor, roadstead, or other waters within the juiisdictiou of the 
United States, as a station or place of resort for any warlike puri>08e, 
or for the purpose of obtaining any facilities of warlike equipment; 
and no ship of war or privateei* of either belligei'ent sliall be permitted 
to sail out of or lejvve any itorti Inu-bor, roadstead, or waters subject to 
the juris<li<:tion of the United Statt^H from which a vessel of tlie other 
belligerent (whether the same shall lie a ship of war, a privateer, or a 
merclmnt ship) shall have previously departed, until after the expira- 
tion of at least twenty-four hours fi-om the de|>arture of such last-men-, 
tioned vessel beyond the jurisdiction of the [Tnitod States. If any 
sliip of war or pi-ivateer of either l>citigerent shall, alter the time this 
nutiflcation takes effect, enter any iiort, harbor, roiuUtoad, or waters of 
the Uuited States, such vessel shall be requiretl to depart and to put to 
sea within twenty-four hours after her entrance into such iwit, harbor, 
roiwlstead, or watei's, exisept in case of stnws of weather or of her i-e- 
quiring provisions or things necessary for tlie subsistence of her crew, 
or lor repairs; in eitlier of which cases the nutliorities of (he port or of 
tlie noiirest [lort (as tlie case may be) shidl requiixt her to put to sea us 
soon as iH>ssiblti after the expiration of such |)erio<l of twenty-four hours, 
without t>ermittiiig her to take in supplies beyond what may bo neces- 
sary for Iter immediate use; and no such vessel which nn'iy have been 
Ijermitted to remain within the waters of the Uuited States for the 
purpose of repair shall continue within such jtort, harbor, roadstead, or 
watei-s for a longer peiiod than twenty-tour hours alter her necessary 
repairs stmll have been completed, unless within such twenly-foui- hours 
ft vessel, whetlier ship of war, privateer, or merchant sliip of the otlier 
belligerent, shall have departed therefrom, in which atxaa tlie time limited 
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for tbe departure of such ship of w»r or privateer aliall be extended so 
far as may be uecessary to secure an interral of not less than tweatj- 
fonr boors between such departure and tbnt of any ship of war, priva- 
teer, or merohant ship of the other belligerent which may have prevtonsly 
([iiit tbe same port, harbor, roadstead, or waters. So ship of war or pri- 
vateer of either belligerent shall be detained in any port, harbor, road- 
steatl, or waters of the United States more than twciity-fpur hours, by 
reason of the anccetisivo departures from sncli port, hnrbor, roai1at«ad, 
or waters of more than one voBSOl of the other lielligeront. But if there 
be several vessels of each or cither of tlio two I>e11igcreiits in the same 
port, harbor, roadstead, or waters, the order of their dep^tnre there- 
from shall be so arranged as to affu'd the opportunity of leaving alter- 
nately to the vessels of the resi>ective belligerents, nnd to cause tbe 
least detention consistent with tbe objects of this proclamation. No 
ship of war or privateer of either belligerent shall be permitted, while 
in any t>ort, harbor, roadstead, or waters within the jurisdiction of the 
TJniteil States, to take in any supplies except provisions aud auch other 
things lis may be requisite for tbe subsistence of her crew, and except 
so mach coal only as may be sufficient to carry such vessel, if without 
sail power^ to the nearest European port of her own country: or in case 
the vessel is rigged to go nnder sail, and may iUao bo propelled by steam- 
power, then with half the quantity of coal which she woald be entitled 
to rpiceive, if dependent upon steam alone, and no coal shall bo again 
supplied to any such ship of war or privateer in the same or any other 
port, harbor, roadstead, or waters of the CTuited States, without ai>ecial 
permission, until after the expiration of three months from the time 
when such coal may have been last supplied to her within the waters of 
the TJnite<l States, unless such ship of war or privateer shall, since last 
thna aiipp1io<l, have entered a Euro[»ean port of tlio govemmout to which 
she belongs. 

Id testimony whereof, I have hereanto set my hand aud caused the 
seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this eighth day of October, in the 
year of oar Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy, and of the 
Independence of the United States of America the uinety-flfth.

Majob : Would it not be well to send most of tbe supplies to B, by 
sail vessels? Tbere is enougli tliere to employ our tbrce steamers for 
some time to come. 
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Aa soon as yon are in fands, two more good, swift steamers may be 
added to this fieet^ as we mast provide for casaalties. The Merrimao ia 
said to be too low in the water, aad too frail to ran daring the tempest- 
nons weather of the winter season. She will not leave Bermuda imtU 
later in the season. I trust you have purchased the gans and powder 
in the Pboebe. I have sent instmctions to Mf^or Walker to purchase 
and ship, in case yon should not have secured Uiem, leaving the price 
to be fixed by you. 

The purchase of OorDubia and the Merrimao are both approved. 

Very few 6f the arms at Bermuda have as yet come forward — not over 
five thousand, I suppose; so that we must have there nearly sixty thou- 
sand small arms. These will now bo run iu as rapidly as possible. A 
steamer may possibly bo added to run from Charleston to Bermuda. 

The dictatorship created at the Korth will no doubt indefluitely pro- 
long the war, and wu must make arrangeuienta accordingly. Our army 
will be kept up to about four hundred thousand men, and many of the 
supplies must come from abroad. If we cnu get about forty thousand 
arms in addition to those lying at Bermuda, making about one hundred 
thousand in all, we shall be abundantly supplied. After that, a supply 
of about three thousand per month, iu nd<lition to what we make here, 
of London armory guns* will be all we shall want in the way of iufanti7 
arms. 

Of cavalry- arms I should like to get, say, ten thousand carbines, cal- 
iber 57.7, and about ton thousand revolvers. This would equip our 
cavalry very well. 

It seems to me that, while the navy is copiously supplied, we are 
defrauded of onr share of money abroad. Kow that the matter is left 
to ourselves, I have but little doubt that we can keep you supplied at 
the rate of at least one thousand five hundred bales per month, to be 
increased as we get more steamers.

The detention of a single day in tlieir regular trips often 
involves the further detention of ton or twelve days, or greatly increased 
risk of capture. 

I earnestly recommend that seven handred tons of Cardiff coals be' 
dispatched here per month, to meet the prospective wants of our ves-' 
sels, and that a reserve of two thousand tons be accumulated as soon aa 
possible, to meet contingencies.

Major: I bave the pleasure of liaudiug yoa horewith three letters, 
which haroJuBt come to hand. 

Within the laBt tweuty-four Uoara the steatners Oornubia, Eugenie, 
£an8liec, and Lord Clyde have arrived from Wihniagtou, aud the Emma 
and Merrimao are hourly expected. 

Hy worst apprehensions have been realized, and t have now six or 
seven steamers iu port without coal. If yon will refer to my letters, yoa 
will find that I commenced to solicit shipments of coal foar months ago. 
I Iiave not yet received bills of lading for a single cargo, although your 
last letters by Halifax advise the shipment of two cargoes. 

Fearfnt that in yoar pressing engagements yon might overlook 
this important subject^ I wrote to Messrs. Eraser, Tronholm & Oo., solicit- 
ing shipments. Their letter of May 12 informs me that they bad called 
yoar attention to the subject, and that in the mean time they would 
make shipments themselves. 1 hope moat earuestly that the favorable 
wind which now prevails will soon bring a cargo into port Wo should 
always liave a reserve here of nt least three or four tliousand tons. 
There are now here about fifteen hundred bales of cotton, on account of 
the war department, all of which will be shipped by a vessel for which 
I am now iu treaty. 

The Miriam has nrrivod, aixt«cn days from Flymontli, and will com- 
mence discharging her cargo to-morrow, to return immediately with 
cotton. 

Toar letters, by ]>r. ISstorige and Mr. Dickeys, were read. They will 
go in by first vessel. 

The Florida has been in port for nine days.* After uudergoing pretty 
tliorongh repairs, she went to sea lost evening. The day after her arri- 
val she saluted Her M^esty's ensign, which was handsomely returned 
with twenty-one gnus. This is the first salute which the flag of the 
Confederate States has ever received in a foreign port, and consequently 
we dwellers in the little island of Bermuda think very proudly of it. 
But these matters are of but little importance compared with the impor- 
tant subject of coal, to which I must again direct your atteutton, and 
be^ that yoa will use every effort to relieve me of the embarrassment in 
which, from no fault of my own, I find myself involved. 

The H. Pinckney, which was sent to Halifax for coal, arrived jnst ia 
time to snpply the Florida and Bobert E. Lee. She was not able to get 
fliem more than three hundred tons, and much of that of an iafenot 
quality. 

This letter goes via St Tbouas. I will write again via Halifax. Tho 
Halifax mail is due to-morrow, and by it I hope to receive from you 
some intelligence of large shipments of coal.

Majob: In conseqaence of the great losses sastaincd recently by our 
troops, amountiug in the aggregate to seventy thousand small-arms, it 
will be necessary to buy and forward to Bermnda fifty thousand good 
EoBeld arms, as rapidly as this class of weapon con be obtained. An 
additional supply of bayonets should also be sent, if to be had — say thirty 
thousand, besides those already ordered. Spare parts, iu proportions 
prescribed in the manual, ouf^ht aJso to be sent, if potssible. It is hoped 
yon are now in fands. Official reports from the various armies of the 
confederacy coacor in giving preference to the common bayonet over the 
sword bayonet. You will, therefore, continne to purchase arms having 
the former appendage. 

I again repeat my directions, to purchase cavalry carbines, either ap- 
proved breecb-toading or mnzzle-loading ; ten thousand should be sent 
as soon as possible. Shipmenta of lead and saltpeter must also be large 
and frequent, especially the latter, of which last reports &om Bermaua 
show none on hand.

Our ateamera must never be delayed ia either port longer than 
absolutely ncca&sary to discbarge and load again. They should never 
be delayed waiting for coal. Abnndant snpply has been secured for 
them on tins side, and I hope Major Walker and yourself will be equally 
snccdsaful in getting a generons supply for Bermuda. Erery effort is 
making to increase the cotton exports, and much larger results are ex- 
pected in the next Ave months than in the past seven. During these 
the exports for our account have not reached ahigher figure than forty- 
six hundred bales of cotton and onehoudred andftfty-seven half-tierces 
tobacco. We hope to more tban double them, but coal must be ready 
always ut the iu and out port to secure this desirable result. I beg, 
then, give Major Walker's suggestion due consideration.

Majok: I had this pleasure last on the 27th altimo, to which I refer 
you. Since then, I am in receipt of year favor of the 9th inetaut, advis- 
ing shipment per Coral lale. 

At my reqnest, an ordnance officer has been sent to this place, to take 
charge of all stores in transits for the Uoufederate States, and hereafter 
it will be necessary for all commnuicationa on the subject to be addressed 
to him. This gentleman is Mt\jor Smith Stansbary, an old officer of the 
United States Army, and he bos already, I believe, famished yoa with 
a copy of his credentials. 

All shipments to this place shoald be consigned to Mr. Joha T. 
Bourne. It is imperatively necessary that an English medium should 
be employed for tlie conduct of the government baainesa at this point, 
and although M(\jor Stansbnry and myself have been ordcnsl to this 
place, and have aJl of the important and difficult work to do, it is still 
necessary, for tbe protection of the valuable stores sent hero, t>o employ a 
British inercbant to stand godfather for them. As no clerical assistance 
can l>e bad on tbo island, it is necessary to import it from home, and in 
my filial settlement with Mr. Bonrue, heavy deductions on his commis- 
sions will be made therefor. 

There nro now thirteen steamers in port, some of them chartereil by 
the government to carry in arms, and but for an opportune arrival of 
coal last nigbt| sent here by Messrs. Eraser, Trenholm & Co., I sbonld 
be in a most difficnlt position. I can only add emphasis to my former 
letters by begging that yon will make continnons and heavy shipments 
of coals to this place. 

Ton must remember, mjyor, that this point is the distribnting center, 
not only of all the stores which yon may parcbase in England, bat of 
many articles ordered by officers sent out by other departments, and 
that unless a good supply of coals are kept here it will be impossible t» 
transfer any of these goods to confederate porta. ' 

The H. Pinckney went up to the dock-yanl a few days since to get 
coals to proceed to Halifax a second time. The opportune arrival last 
ni^ht prevents this now useless voyage, and I hope, on her retnm to 
this port, to load bei with four or five thousand barrels of bacon and 
l>ork and other misccllaneoos freight, and send her into the coast, 
although I must confess that I hnvc some apprehousions with regard to 
her success. 

I receive the most urgent letters for rope and bagging suitable for 
baling cotton ; all of what is now coming out is in very bad order. 

Lai^ quantities of saltpeter are urgently needed, but I refer yon to 
M^jor Stansbnry on all matters connected with the wants of t£e ser- 
vice.

I remained under the impression that the H. Pinckney belonged to tlie 
department until a day or two ago, when (Japtain Stilca's letter of 8tU 
instant from Bermuda informed me that " the vessel was [is] fully under 
tbe control of B. Isaacs, Campbell & Co., they being registered owners, 
and that they had given Captirin St. John (her commander] orders 
under no circumstances to ran her into a confederate port."

This list was for- 
warded to you by Colonel Gorgas, ctiief of ordnance, and many of the 
stores named upon it have lately arrived or are arriving. 

Our supplies having, however, in the mean time Iwcome greatly 
reduced, and it being probable that as much delay will attend importa- 
tion iu tbe future as in the past', I have lately submitted to Colonel 
Gorgas the propriety of forwarding to you another tittt of laboratory 
stores likely to l>e needed, so that tliese may be gradually procured and 
shipped, tliua providing nguinat future wants. 

I am to-day in receipt of a teli>gram from Colonel Gorgas, directing 
me to submit the list in question at once, and to forward a duplicate 
copy of t)ie sivnie direct to yon. 

1 have the liunorto trniiiimit berewitli inclosed such duplieate list, and 
trust that you wilt tliid it clear and intelligible. You will llnd it to con- 
tain many articles which were on my turaier list, and which you have 
already shipped. 
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I have noted one or two articles of which yoa hnve made shipmeDts, 
and which we do not need, having a snfflcient Bnpply. 

I maybe permitted to remark, that in any smttll-armB ammanitioa 
yon may hereafter send over, (prepared cartridges,) the caps sboald t>e 
put up m the carbldge bundles — twelve caps to ten cartridges. This 
saves mach troable and confusion, and aids in the enforcement of a rale 
established for the arsenals, that no small-arms ammnnition should ever 
be sent oat withont caps.

Sir: I have to state, for your iuformatton, that the medical depart- 
ment of tlie Confederate States army has now on hand a anpply of 
cotton to the valne of 91,600,000. This cotton ia to be used in pay- 
ment of snch billa in England aa may be made by yon in jmrcbasing 
ineilicnl and hospital aiippliea, and It ia secnrely atored in aucfa localities 
as to be entirely aafo from any attempts of the enoioy to seize or 
deotroy it. 

The medical department bas also drafts on England for £30,000, to be 
used for the aamo purpose. Medical purveyors are now purchasing cot- 
ton, which will make an additional supply of about one million pounds. 
These funds, &c, will be forwtutled subject to your order as opportnpity 
may occur. 

I have to request that you (»>ntlnne to wake pnrchnses and ship them 
ill divided lots, so that each shipment shall consiat of a portion of each 
article of supply, so that, in the event of capture or loss by sea, the whole 
of any one article may uot be lost. See letter from this office August

Sir: Having received what seems to me reliable information that a 
vessel is now being fitted ont by Messrs, Laird & Sons, of Birkenhead, 
to cniiee as a privateer against the commerce of tlie United States, I 
deem it niy duty to bring the matter immediately to yonr notice, that 
yon may take such measures as may be necessary to prevent saoh a 
wrong being done. 

It has frequently been stated to ine that such a vessel had been lannch* 
ed by tlie Messrs. Laird, bnt the following statement, made to me yester- 
day, leaves no doubt wliatever in my mind that sach a vessel is now in 
one of the Cheshire graving-docks, being fitted for a confederate pri- 
vateer. 

It appears that a boy named Bobinson, the son of a man residing at 
New Orleans, some time since ran away from a school in Cheshire, and 
Bailed in the screw-steamer Julia Usher, which cleared for Havana, but 
was generally believed to be txmnd for a sontherii port of America. 
For some unexplained reason the vessel came back, and liobinson was 
taken out of her by his guardian, and lodged with a person ntuned 
Maguire, to be taken care of while arrangements were being made for 
his beingsent to Stonyhnrst College. He declared great unwillingueas 
to be sent to school again, and told Magnire that while on boai^ the 
Julia Usher he learned that there was a gnn-t>oat beingflttcd ontforthe 
South, by Mr. Laird, at Birkenhead ; tliat she was lo be commanded 
by Oaptitiu Bullock, would mount eleven guns, and sail in about nine 
days; that she would not attempt to run the blocknde, bnt go off pri- 
vateering at once, and he wnntc«I Maguirc to get him on boartl of her. 
He said his guardian, Mr. Oliver, was well acquainted with Oaptiun 
Bullock, and if he could be indttced to speak for him, 4ie would be 
taken. He stated, further, that Frnser, Trenholm & Co. were getting 
the boat built, and were advancing the money for her. 

This statement receives strong confirmation from the facts that the 
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Julia Uslier belongs to, and was disixitched by, Messrs. Fraser,Trenliohn 
& Co.; that they are the flnaiKsin) agents of the oonfederftte government: 
th»t the captikiu (Hummer) of the Julia CTslier is one of their ohiest and 
most trnsted civptahis, and as he belong and was Roing to Charlestown, 
ho would bo likely to be hifonncd of the state of i>r»|>anition, &(:., of 
such A vessel ; and aa he did not expect to return to Liverpool, he would 
be likely to talk about it on board hia ship; tbnt there were on board 
the Jnlia Ushei' six ]>ersons fi'om the jirivateer Sumter who would ulso 
be likely to know and talk about it ; thiit there ia a gun-boat at Birken- 
hetui, in one of tho graving-docks, answeiing the deaoriptioii given by 
the liul, and nearly ready for aoa; that there is also hero a Captuiii Bul- 
lock, belonging to the confetlerate mivy, and well known to be aa agqnt 
of the confederate goveniinunt; that Mr. Wollsmun, of -the firm of 
Froser, Treiibolin & Co., and Mosara. Andrew E. and Thoinoa Byrne, 
who are well known to be engaged with Fraser, Treuholm & Co. in 
aondiug uid to tho oonfederatos, were present at, and took a great iuter- 
eat in, the launch and subsequent trials of the vessel. 

Those evidences are so strong that I shonld be wanting in tlie per- 
formance of my duty if I did not lay them before you, and aak you to 
adopt measures for preventing the vessel's departure. Aa tlie coiumer- 
cial representative of a nation which desires the most frieudly relations 
with this country, I have a right to make this request.

SlB: I mclose yon oopy of letter by mo addroasod to the collector of 
customs at this port-, In relation to the gun-boat being fitted out by 
the Messrs. Lairds for the rebel government. The gate-keefier at the 
yard saya it hi rumored that this vessel is intended for the Spanish gov- 
ernment, but that this rumor is not true — that she is iutendud for the 
South, meaning tho rebel government. 

Richard Urongau, a shipwright employed at Lairds, states that on 
the day she was launched Captidn Bollock, his wife, and several other 
American gentlemen were in attendance. Mrs. Bullock sat in one of 
the ofilce windows; her bouuet fell out, and he, Broogan, passed it up 
to her. He says this boat ia owned by Captain Bullook, or, at least, he 
pretends that it is; that she was built the same as the Oreto, and fur 
the anmo iiurpose, and that she and the Omto are to cruise about on the 
American coast for the confederate government. He states that Oai>- 
tain Bullock represents huuself as a commissioner of the southern gov- 
ernment ; ia there on the boat every day, and gives all tlie orders about 
her. A man by name of Butcher is to go out nominally as her com- 
mander. This man Butcher wants Brougau to go out in her as carpen- 
ter, and offered him £0 {ler month; he asked £7, and wanted a guaran- 
tee from Mr. John Lainl that hia wages wonld be paid, inasmuch as they 
refused to atato who owned her. T^aird smiled when asked, and replied 
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tliat he had no donbt bat vfaat it vonld be all rigbt Bronsan refuBed 
to go. 

The crew are being flliipped b; a man by name of Bamett, by diree- 
tion of Captain Butcber. The stores are all on board. It is now said 
that she will carry twelve 32-|)oniid rifled cannon, and three swivels. I 
think her arnmment has all gone oat in the bark Hosalind, which sailed 
for Nassau o» Hutnrdny last. But in this 1 may be mistaken.

2. In my capacity as clerk, I was in the habit of almost <lnily going 
ronod the ship-building yard, and saw the said tcsscI during the whole 
time of her construction, and the progress which was mode from time to 
time in her constrtmtion. 

3. It was re])orted amoni; the employes of Messrs. Ijaird Brothers that 
the said vessel was being bnilt for the Brazilian government. 

4. I ftequently saw the persons who came to the yard as visitors. 
There were some who caiAe often, and who always whenever they came 
went to see the said vessel. These persons were not Englisiiuien, and, 
from their apikearance and conversation, I believe they were Americans. 
There was in particular one American gentleman who came nearly every 
day to Bee the said vessel. 

6. From this fact it was commonly sappoSMi among those about the 
yard that the said vessel was being buitt for America, and the idea that 
she was for the Brazilian government was sneered at. 

6, I saw her after she was launched and while she waa being rigged 
and fitted with engines and boilers, mid it was then still always sup- 
posed that she was intended for some foreign government

2. The said Edward Morgan was to my knowledge in the habit of 
seeing the confederate cruiser Alabama, then called vessel No. 290, 
dnring the time when she was in conrse of bnilding at Messrs. Lairds' 
yard, at Birkenhead, in the early part of the year 1863, almost every 
day in his ot&cial capacity, and it was he who made the official report 
to the English ^vemment respecting her which was afterward published 
in the " copy of or extracts from correspondence between the customs 
and the custom-house authorities of Liverpool, relating to the building, 
fitting out, and sailing of the vessel No. 21)0, since known us the confed- 
erate cruiser Alabama," and published in pursuance of an order of tlie 
House of Commons, date<l 30th of March, 181)3. 

3. In the course of conversation with me in the early part of the year 
1862, during the time when the said confederate cruiser Alabama was 
in course of building as aforesaid, the said Edward Morgan informed 
me that he believed and bad no doubt that the said vessel was being 
built for a war ship, and that although he could not 'prove it, he had no 
donbtinhis own mind that she was intended for the Confederate States of 
America. He also mentioned (o me a re^rart which was boingcirculated 
that she was behig built for the Chinese government, but said that be 
b^eved that such report was a pare fabrication.

Ttie officers on tlie Alabama are: K. Semmes, commander; John Kell, 
of Georgia, first lieutenant; Armstrong, second ; Wilson, third;' and 
Iaw, an KngliBbman, fourth lieutenant. Sinclair, master ; Evans, a 
Charleston pilot, aud Fullam, an Englishman, (was secoud mate when 
she went from Liverpool,] master's mates. I. S. Bullock, (Bon of Cap- 
tain Bullock,) E. M. Maffltt, (sou of Gaptaiu Maffltt,) W. B. Sinclair, aud 
Anderson, midshipmen. A man by name of Uowdl, brother-in-law of 
Jeff. I>avi8, is lieutenant of mariues, (but he has none as yet on board.) 
The chief enftineer is named Freeman. There are four assistant engi- 
neers, all of whom were on the Sumter ; a surgeon and assistaut sur- 
geon, the last an Englishman. I have nut the names of either. They 
have two Charleston and two Savannah pilots on board. The men are 
all Eugtishmen, with two or three exceptions. Those who are married 
have given what ore called hnlFpay orders in favor of their families, 
whichnre paid every week iu LiveiiMH)] by Melchor G. Klingendcr, and 
Fraaer, Tninholm & Co. It is goimrally understood that the Lairds, 
who built the Alabama, atiU have an interest in her, bnt as sho went to- 
sea without patters or alFegister, there is no reconi of her owners, or 
way of nscertaiuing who they are.

Depontion of Clarmuie Randolph Yonge. 

Clarence Itandolph Youge, of the State of Georgia, in the United 
States of America, late paymaster on board the ateiuner Alabama, for- 
merly called the 2!)0, built by William aud Johu Laird & Co., at Birken- 
head, makes oath aud says: 

I know Captain James D, Bollock, of tho State of Georgia, in the 
United States, now residing at Waterloo, near Liverpool, iu England. 
He is a commander in the navy of the so-called Confederate StAtes of 
America; his business in England is saperin tending the building of 
iron-clnds and other war vessuls for the Confederate States. In the 
untamn of 1801, Captain Bullock came from liluglaud to Siavannah, 
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Georgia, in tlie BnglJBli steamer Fingal. At that time I was in the 
navul pnyiiiustdi-'s ultice, in Siivanimb, Georgia, under tlie confcden^te 
govurniuent. Previous to Gai>luin llaliock leaving Eugland, as I after- 
ward learned, he liad oontracCed for two steamers for the confeilerate 
government; one the Oreto, nov called the Florida, built by Willinin 
G. Miller & Bona, of Liverpool; the other the 29D> a^rward called the 
Eureka, and now called the Alabama, built by the Messrs. Laird, at 
Birkenhead. Gaptitin ilnllock was about to return to Kngland to look 
after the completion of these steamers, and to nssnme vonimnnd of the 
Alabama, and wanted some one to accompany liiin; I was recommended 
by the paymaster at Siivaunah to Gaptain Bullock; I was then released 
by the paymaster from my engagement, and was subsequently appointed 
by Gaptain Bullock, nnder the written approval of 8. It. Mallory, the 
secretary of the navy of the Gonfederate States, as paymaster iu the 
confederate navy, and assigned to the ateamer Alabama. We sailed 
for England in the steamer Annie Ghilds, commanded by Captain Wil- 
liam Hammer, fi-om Wilmington, North Carolina, about the 5th day of 
February, 1802. Captain James D. Bullock, Lieutenant Johnson, Mid- 
shipman Eugene Maflitt, and G. M. Anderson, and myself, came over iu 
the Ghilds; Ijaw, MafBtt, and Anderson are now in the Alabama. We 
arrived at Liverpool about the 11th of March, 1802. 

I ctmtinuetl as paymaster in the cont'edernte navy from the time of 
my apiwintment iu Savannah, Georgia, np to the time of my leaving the 
steamer Alabama at Port lioyal, in January, 18C3. I went out in the 
Alabnma when she sailed from England, on the 20t)i of July, 18(>3, ns 
paymaster, and acted as snuh on said vessel np to the time of my leav- 
ing hep H8 aloresikid. Previous to our leaving Wilmington, in February, 
I acted as a clerk to Gaptain Bullock, and attendeil.to his correspond- 
ence with the confederate government and others; and from this cor- 
respondence and other circumstainees I know that he is a commander in 
the confederate navy; that he ha<l contracted fur building the two ves- 
sels now called the Florida and Alabama for the oonfodorato government 
aforesaid, and wiw and is their licknowledged agent for building and 
fitting ont naval or war vessels for the so-called confederate govern- 
ment, to cruise Against and make war upon the Government and r>eoi)le 
of tbe United States. I wrote letters for Captain Bullock (which he 
signed) to Mr. Mallory, tbe secretary of the confederate navy, and saw 
letters from the secretary to G»ptain Bullock^ There was much corre- 
spondence about building tbe two above named and other war vessel i in 
England for the confederate government, and about the money to pay ^, 
for the same, and those thereafter to be built in England. From this 
correspondence, and my transactions afterward with the firm of Fraser, 
Trenholm & Co., of Liverpool, 1 learned that Lieutenant James H. Nortli 
hud been sent over to England by the conl'ctlerate government to nnike 
contracts in England for building and fitting out iron-clad vessels for 
said confedenite government, for the purpose of committing acts of hos- 
tility against, arid making war upon, the Guvernment and |>eople of the 
United States. 

Gai>tain Bullock was directed by Mr. Wallory, the secretary of the 
confedenite navy, in the correspondence to which I have referred, to aid 
liieutenaiit North, and assist him in getting up and making contracts foi- 
buihliiig and fitting out these iron-clad vessels in England. 

When we came over to England, it was undershHKl by myself and the 
other officers who acconipnniotl ns that Captain Bullock was to have the 
command of the Alubuma, which was then building by the Lairds at 
Birkenhead, and I wits to go iu her us paymaster; I came over for this 
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B porpOBe. From the time of my coming to England, in Mnrch, 
1863, until 1 sailed in the Alabama, on the 29tli of July, 1SC2, my prin- 
cipal business WHS to pay tlie officers of tlic confederate navy who were 
overhnroiu England andattachetl to t)ie Alabama, sent bore to Join and 
saii in lier wboii flnishe<l. I nsod t« pay them monthly, about the flnit 
of the montli, at the office of Fraser, Trenliolia & Co., in LIveriwoL I 
drew the mcniey for that purpose from this firm. 

Captain Bullock kept all his pii]>ers »t FraBor, Trcnholui & Co., nnd 
traiisavUHl his hosiriess in one of tlic private offices of tliis firm. I was 
in tho habit, during my fltay in Liveritool, of visiting this office very 
frequently, almost every Hay, and saw, beani, and knew what was being 
done and going on, I also matle visits to Livinls' yani in Birkenhead, 
where the Alabaiiiawas building. Saw Captain Bullock tliere at timea 
in tho yard with the Litirds. I nlso aaiw the Lainls at Eraser, Treubulm 
& Go.'r offitte with Uaptnin Bullock. 

' On one of tho tH»iwiouH of my visit to Captain Bullo(^k at Fmser, 
Trenhotm & Co.'s onioc in Livcr[>oo), I wade for bin) a copy of an original 
contract lictwRen himself and the firm of William and John Laird & Co., 
at Birkcnbeiul, for building the Alabama. This copy I had with me 
while I was acting as paymaster on that ship, and it was left on that 
vessel by mo. I also frequently made copies of other papers, letters, 
&C., for Captain Bullock. Itofont we sailud in the Alabama, I saw the 
plans, drawings, and 8t>eci6ciition3 made and furnished by the Ann of 
Willhim antl John Laird & Co., for building the irou-clad rams for the 
BO-cn]le<t confederate government. 

I think it was in the month of June, 1802; it was in the office of 
Fraser, Trenhulm & Co., in Liverpool, Captain Bullock had thorn. Mr, 
Freeman, the chief engineer on the Alabama, and several other officers, 
were there, with myself sud Captain Bullock, examiuiui: them. 

A set of plans and s|>eciflcationB for building these iron-clad rams liad 
been previously si-nt over to Uiuhmond fur the approval of the confed- 
erate f^vemment. Tho Messrs. Laird had some doubts whether the 
British government wouhl pennit tbem to build and fit out the veseols 
with towers or turrets on thuui, and were going to ascertain through the 
Hr. LainI who was a menilwr of Parliament, whether tbey would be 
permitted to do so. Aft«r we left Liveriwnl, Mr. Low told me the keel 
for one of thoAo irou-vlad i-anis Inul been laid by the Ijiiirds at their yard 
liefore we sailetl, which was aflerwitrd con'oboratcd l)y Mr. Frouinan, 
the chief engineer of tho Alabama, who stated to me that he had been 
over to the yard and seen it. 

Captain Bullock hail made himself so useful and efficient In building 
war vessels in England that the confederate government was not will- 
ing for him to take command of tho Alabama, but required him to remain 
and su)>erintend the building and fitting out of the ironclads to he built - 
by the Lairds and others in Hlngland. 1 learned this from himself. He 
told me that he had bctMi ontexed by the navy department to remain to 
took after and suitennteiid the building of these very iron-dads. 

He was very anxious to have command of a vessel, and ex[>ected in 
the first place to have the Oreto, then to have the Alabama. He told 
me, just before I left, be wouhl not let all of these irou-clads slip through 
his hands, as the Oreto and Alabama hud. ^ 

On the Sth day of Ajiril, 1803, I went to the ship-yard of William and 
John Jjaird & Co. at Birkenhead. In the southerly i>art of tlieir yard, 
under tlie shed, side by side, [ saw two irou-clad ram steamers, which 
they are building there. 1 believe them to be tho same that I saw on 
the plans and drawings made by the Messrs. Laird, and in posseasiou of

A'ffidavit of John Caren. 

I. John Uareii, of Liverpool, iu the county of Lancaster, seaman, make 
oata and aay as follows : 

1. In the latter part of Juno, 18C2, 1 was looking ont for employmeot 
on a ship, and n friend of mine, who was working for the boatswain of 
the vessel then known its Ko. 2J>U, and ufttirward as the confederate 
eroiaer Alabama, told me tliat men were wanted for this vessel who had 
been on board of men-of-war, and who know something about a gun. I 
had been on a British uniu-of-wnr, and my friend told the huatswaiii of 
the said vessel so, and the bontswaiii accordingly sent me a message, by 
my friend, to go down to tlie ship iu Messrs. Lairds' wet-dock at Birken- 
head. 

. 2. I accordingly went the following day to Birkenhead, to Messrs. 
Lairds' dock, and tliere saw the said vessel and the boatswain on board 
of her. He was an Englishman, I saw no one else that day. He-asked 
me if I had any papers, 1 showed him my discharge from the man-of- 
war; when he saw it be said I would do ; I wasjustthekind of man he 
wanted, and asked me to go down to work on the said vessel on the fol- 
lowing Monday morning. I understood from what the boatswain said 
to me, that the said vessel was intended for a niiui of-war, and it was 
evident from Jter build that she was so intendetl; for instance, thei'e 
were places prepared on her deck for gnu-carriago tnusks, and there 
vere also iron shot-racks fitted to titb bulwarks, neither of wluch are 
ever on any vessels except men-of-war. 

3. I went again to the said vessel on the Monday morning following 
my said interview with the boatswain, and at onc6 commenced to work 
on honnl her. tjhe was then lyingin the dock at Birkenhead, belonging 
to the Messrs. Lairds. She hud been launched, and was rigged and fit- 
ted with engines and boilers, and all of her fittings ready for sea. 

4. I staid working on board the said vessel in the same dock fortwo 
weeks, and she was then moved into another dock at Birkenhead, a pub- 
lic dock, and 1 staid working on her in the said last-mentioned dock 
two weeKS longer. 

5. During the siud four weeks the said vessel was paint«d, her decks 
cleaned, and she was otherwise Anally prepared tor sailing; provisions 
and coals were also tiiken on board, 

6. During the whole of this time a great many people came to see her, 
nearly all of whom appeared to be Auiericaus. There were some iu par- 
ticular who came nearly every day ; these were all Americans. 

^ 7. During this time the only otHcor belonging to the said vessel, whom 
^ we saw, and with whom we had communioitioi), was Mr. Low, an Amer- 
ican, who WHS her chief mate, and afterward a lieutenant on board her. 
He was always on board and in charge of her during the whole time I 
was on boanl of her In Birkenhead. Besides him, £ tte(|nently saw an- 
other Amencau gentleman, a Mr. Young, who went out witli us as our 
purser. 
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8. Very 80o!i after I first went on board, I knew from my own olieer- 
vation, and it was nndorstood by all on board, that abe waa intended 
for a craiaer. Indeed, as soon aa I saw her, I could t«11 that at once- 
Some one suggested that she was intended to run the blockade of the 
Boatbern ports of America, but it was i>erfectly evident from ber ap- 
pearance that tliat could not be so, but that abe was for war purposes. 
I frequently heard others say so as well. 

0. During the conrse of the four weeks aforesaid, fresh men werecon- 
stantly engaged, like myself, until Iwtwccn thirty and forty were on 
board. Most of these men had previously been on buanl men-of-war or 
belonged to the naval reserve, and to my knowledge they were engaged 
on tlint account. Tliey told mo so, liverylKuly in Birkenhead who 
win) vMim about or near the ship knew this fact, and also that it was 
Americans who bad her in charge. It was made no secret of that she 
was intended for a war vessel for the confederate government. 

10. A vessel of the same claaa and tonnage, intended for the merchant 
service, would not carry more than ten or twelve aeameu at the most. 

11. During the time we were working on the said voaael at Birken- 
heail aforesaid, I and the other men received board-wages weekly, 
which were paid to ua by the said Mr. Low, At the end of the four 
weeks aforesaid, I, together with the other men, who bad been engaged 
on board, signeil nrtiulea It was Mr. Low who presented the articles to 
us. He told us the ship waa going to sari, and he wanted us to sign for 
four ponnda ten shillings a month, to go in the said vessel as a mer- 
chant steamer, called, as I understood, the Kureta, to Bermuda, or auy 
other intermediate port in the West Indies. We all signed articles to 
that effect in Mr. Low's presence, and were jiaid half a month's wages in 
advance ; these paymente were made by advancenotespayableat Messrs. 
Fra«er, Trenbolm & Oo.'s, in Liver]K>ol. This took place on the 
evening of Monday, I believe, the 2Sth July, 1802, and we were told that 
we were to sail the following morning. 

12. Un the following morning, before we sailed, a number of gentle- 
men and ladies came on board, very nearly nil Amcrictws. Captain 
Bnllock wna one of them. 

lit. Abont tlio sitino time, or on the provionn evening, I am not snro 
wliich, live fresh seamen cnnie on board. They were all Americans and 
btOongcd to Savanunli. They were, iu fact, Siivannah pilots. I worked 
with these men as soon as they began to work, and they told me that 
the vessel was going as a confederate manof-war. They told me that 
tlioy had rnn the blockade out of Charleston to Liver^Kwl, and when 
tliey wanted to return, they were asked by a gentleman wbo advanced 
them money, and gave tlieni anything they wanted, and to whom they 
applie^l for intornmtion, to stay und go ont on a vessel which was being 
prepai-ed to go out as a confederate cruiser. They also told me that a 
vessel was to meet ns at a cerhHu place where we were going to, with 
officers, and guns, and stores for as. 

14. On Tu^ay, the same day that the gentlemen came on board as 
aforesaid, we sailed out of the Mersey, and at first steamed a measured 
mile to try the engines, and then we steamed to Point Lyuaa. All the 
gentleineu who had come on board in the morning, including Captain 
Bullock, staid on board until we reached Point Lyuas, which we ^d in 
the evening of the same day. 

Ifi. Wo anchored in a bay near there, calleil Moolfra Bay, and there 
rocci ve<1, by a tug-boat from Liverpool, n number of fresh men, luid some 
men who had Ix^n previonsly engaged and hail been loft buhin<l, 

IC. We steamed from Point Lynas to the Western Islands direct, and 
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arrived thefe on tU6 Saiidny nftei* wo snilod. WLen wo iniule the Wust- 
oni Islands, we went into a Hiiinll buy, itboiit two lioiin^ wiil &oiu FayiU, 
quite n solitary, out-of-tbe-way place, and lay tliere at aiiclior doiug^ 
notliing until the following Sunday. 

17. On tliivt day tlie biuk Ag;rii>[iiua hove in siglit and ancburod near 
to us. Tlic tbllowiiig day she came alongside ut' ns, and put on boivrd 
of us a largo qiiaatity of coals aud aininmiitiou, including powder, sbot, 
and Rliell. 

18. Borore wo bad fluisbed talcing tbese on board, the autboritics on 
land ordered us away, aud wo finisbed tlio transfer of tUo coals and am- 
muiiitiou »t sea. All the men on board of ua worked ut tliis transfer. 

19. Tlio Agrippiita camofrom England — I believe from London. Her 
cook joined us, and told ino this. 

20. Wltcn we bad finished with tho Agrippina, sbe went into Faj'al, 
and we reuiaiiied outside ; and a few days afterward a large stoaiuer, 
tho IlaliHina, cjime alutigside of ns, and i>nt ou board our oflluors, 
namely, Unptain Somnies, and all tho lioutcnautd, aud wo took out of 
lior heavy guns aud clotliuig. Tho sea being heavy, we went into the 
lK>rt of Fayal, to finish the trausfer to us of the guns, and Aitished it in 
the iMTt. 

21. Tho Baliama came from Liverpool. Some of her crew told mo 
tbia, and I knew some of them as Liverpool men. 

22. When the trt^nsfor was coiiiplotud, and tbc ship ready for service, 
Onptain Semtnes formally took couunand of tier, and wo sbu'tod from 
Fayul imincdiatoly. 

23. After this I remained on board of her tho whole time until she 
was sunk at Cherbourg. 

24. On one other occasion, after wo left Fayat, namely, when we were 
at Mai'tiuiquo, the Agrippiua came to us and brought us coal.

Ajfidavit of Betsy AUoot. 

I, Betsy Allcot, of Liverpool, in tbo connty of Tjancuster, wife of 
Henry Allcot, of the Boino place, suil-mftker, make oath and say as fol- 
lows : 

1. I am tho wife of Henry Allcot, of Liverpool, aforesaid, sail-maker. 
The said Henry Allcot, my hasbaud, wau acting suil-maker ou board the 
vessel originally called No. 290, and subsequently known as tho confed- 
erate cruiser Alabama. He wns engaged on bounl of the said vessel at 
the time she was building in Messrs. Lainl & Oo.'8 yard at Birkenhead ; 
sailed ou her from Liverpool in July, 18U2, and remained on board of her 
until sbe was sunk off Cherbourg, in lUGi. 

2. During the whole of that time I was living with my parents in 
Liverijool. Wbten the said Henry Allcot sailed in tho Alabama, as 
aforesaid, he left with my mother, Mrs. Itose Hicklin, the halt-pay note 
for bis wages, and oitlier myself or my mother received bis half wages 
during the whole time that he was on the Alabama. 

3. The said half-pay note is now produced and shown to me, and 
marked A, aud is iu the words and tiguros following, namely : 
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"No. ' 

" I, Henry AUcot, sail-maker on board the Oonfederate States vessel 
of war Alabama, commaaded by Bapbael Setnmes, esq., do, by ttiese 
presents, allot six pounds ten sbilliDgs per month of my wages for the 
snpport of my family, and I do hereby appoint Mrs. Uose Hicklin, my 
attorney, to receive for that purpose from Fraser, Trenhotm & Oc, at 
the port of Liverpool, in England, the said sum of six jwaods ten kil- 
lings monthly, for the term of twelve months, the first payment to be 
made on tlie SOtli day of September, 1802.

4. The said half Tfages were paid to ns by Mr. Melcblor G. Klingen- 
der, an English mereliant doing business in Liverx>oo1, nt his office in 
Liverpool. On going to tlie said offlco to receive the half wages, I very 
freqnently met tmmbersof the wives ami friends of otliermen on board 
the Alabama, and conversed with tlicm, nnd saw tliem get their money. 
It was well known to myself and all thoRo with whom I so conversed on 
meeting them, that the iiersons who paid us the half wages were regu- 
larly paying tbe wages of all the seamen at the time serving on the said 
vessel. I often heani this stated by these persons, and it was commonly 
anderstood so among us. 

6. Before the said vessel sailed, I learned from my siud husband, and 
it was commonly understood among our ftiends and acquaintances, that 
she was going out as a cruiser for the government of Uie said so-called 
Confederate States. 

6. AttfiT the said vessel was sunk, as aforesaid, my said husband was 
cngagetl in LiveriKH)! to go out on boanl the confederate cmiser Shenan- 
doah, and between the time of the sinking of the Alabama nnd his 
engagement for the Shenandoah be was in Liverpool, and received 
home wages, ns if ho was belonging to the navy of the government of 
the said so-called Confederate States. These home wages were paid by 
a man of tbe name of Smith, at his office in Cook street, Liverpool. 

7. My said husband sailed from Liverpool in order to join tbe Shen- 
andoah, with a number of her officers and crew, in a steam- vessel called 
the Laurel. I went with him on the tug-boat which took him on board 
the Ijnurel, then in the Mersey ; and there were also a namber of otlier 
persons who were seeing oflf others of the crew. It was night when we 
stalled, but there were a great many people about, and it was well 
known among all who were there, and oi)enly talked about by them, that 
tbe Laurel was going to join the confederate cruiser Shenandoah, nnd to 
take to her her officers and crew. A great many of the crew who so 
went with my said husband were Englishmen, and some belonged to 
Liverpool. 

8. My said husband gave me, when he so sailed to join the Shenan- 
doah, the advance note for his first month's wages, and the half pay note 
for his wages during the time he should be on boanl her. I drew his 
half wages on these notes during the whole time that my husband 
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remained on board tbe Shenandoali, which he did, until she returned 
to Liveipool in the autumu of 1866, after the close of tbe American war. 

9. All the said wages I so received were paid to me at the office of 
Messrs. Fmsor, Trouliolin & Co., in Liverpool. 

10. I know and am well Acquainted with Onptnin Bullock, who was 
acting in Liverpool us an agent of tlte goveruiinrnt of the siud so-called 
Oonfcderate States. He was very often in Messrs. Fraser, Trenbolm 
& Go.'s offlce when I was receiving my satil husband's half wages, 
and I frequently spoke to him there, and knew from wliat bo said to mo 
on tliose occasions that be bad a great deal to do with tlie management 
of the affairs in Liverpool of tbe goventmeiit of tbe said so-uuUcmI Cou- 
federate States. I know also that tliu Itrui of Fraser, Trenhotm & Oo. 
bad a great deal to do with the same aB'iiirs. 

11. I used to meet and converse with others at Messrs Fraser, Tren- 
bolm & Co.'8 office who were receiving tbe half wages of other meu on 
board tbe Shenandoah, and all of thern with whom I sjtoke well knew 
that the money was being paid to them on behalf of the government 
of said ao-called Confudenito States.

I, Charles Thompson, of Liverpool, in the county of Lancaster, make 
oath and say as follows: 

1. I was formerly in the Liverpool police force, and in the year 1803 
( was t«mporarily employed by Mr. Thomas Haines Dudley, the consul 
of the United States of America at Liver|>ool, to watch the equipment 
and flttin{T out in the )>ort of Liver)>ool of vessels suspected of being 
about to be used as blockade- runners or cruisers for the Confederate 
St-ntes of America, and the engngemGnt of seamen for snch vessels, and 
from Jauunry, 1864, 1 was iK'rmaneutly in the employment of the said 
Mr. Thomas Haines Dndley, for the above purposes, down to the year 
18C0. 

2. During this time there were large numbers of blockatle-mnners 
and cruisers being built and fitted out in England and Scotland. Guns, 
shot, shell, gnnpowder, and other munitions of war were daily being 
ahi])ped from Livcr)M>ol for the confederates, as well as provisions and 
clothes for tlie confederate aruty. These were most generally taken out 
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from here in veBBela either to Naasaa, Bermada, or Havana, and t^en 
ran into the uontheru ports in the blocktido stAamers, which were bnilt 
here and aeiit out for the pnrpose. Tliia buHiuess waa carried on openly 
upon the most extcoBive scale, and Liveri>ool seemed to be the beau- 
^nartors for Uiis basiuess. Tliere were large numbers of vessels engaged 
in it, Thomas Bold, an Kiiglish mercliant at LiveriKwl, and, ns Ihave 
beou iiiforinod and bolievo, one of the Unit of Junes & G4>., was the 
registered owner of tlie Qoorgin at the time of lier eriiising. I know 
that while she was crnisiug tlie wages of the men serving on board were 
paid by Jonea & Co., at their office in Chapel street. 

3. In November, 1863, from inquiries 1 made, I ascertained that there 
were two men in LiveriHKil who liwl boon seaiueo on board the confed- 
erate cruiser Georgia, and I got into communication with them ; their 
namea were Francis Olaasbrook (alias Frank liivera) and Benjamin 
Connolly. 

4. These men informed me that they were absent from the said vessel 
on leave, having left her at Cherbourg to come to LiveriM>ol, on leave, 
to see their families. 

5. On Saturday, the 2l8t day of November, 1863, 1 went with these 
two men to the ofilce of Messrs. Jones & Co., English mei-chants, doing 
bnsinoss in Ohapcl street, Liverpool, and at this time the Georgia was 
at Glierboiirg, as I was iuformod. They had informetl mo that MosHrs, 
Jones & Co. were the agents for the said vessel, and that IVtnn thuin 
Glassbrook's wife hoA been receiving half-pay. They claimetl to have 
something dne to them, and also wanted orders as to n^Joining their 
ship. They were guing to the ofHco, tis they informed mo, to make in- 
quiries on these two iwints, and I accompaniod tiiem. 

0. I saw Mr, Highat, one of the flrin of Messi's. Jones & Co., who 
asked me what I had to do with it, and I told him the men were 
staying with mo, and that I hod nothing else to do with it. lie did not 
pay them any money on that occasion, and gave tliom no orders in my 
prestMitic, but said he would send tliein orders. 

7. The said men afterward informed me that they had received orders 
to go on the followiu^ Monday, the 23d November, ou board the screw 
steamer Balbec, to join their ship at Havre. 

8. I went with tbe men on the following Monday, the 23d November, 
to the screw steamer Balbec, which was lying in the Sandon dock, Liv- 
erpool, and they were there met by a Mr. WihUng, who was a clerk in 
the employ of Messrs. Jones & Co. I was not near enough to hear 
what passed between Mr. Wilding and the men, but I saw that bu gave 
tbem monej', bat I could imt t^Il how mncli, and that they signed a 
paper; and afterward they went into a pulilie house. 

0. I waited their return, and on their retoru I saw them, and they 
told me that Mr. Wilding had paid tliein threii {lounds each, which Ihey 
showed me, and that they had signed apa{ierfor it; hutl induced them 
to go with me instead of going on board titu said ship. 

10. Ou the 2d of May, 1804, I saw the steamier Georgia lying in tlie 
river Mersey, at Liverpool, with the confudumte Hug tlying ut the peak, 
and the same morning saw an oHloer in confedei-ate uniform land horn 
her by one of her own boats. 

11. On the 3d day of May, ISCl, 1 stiw the said stenuier Georgia in 
the Birkeubewl dock, with the confederate Hag and pennant Dying, ber 
gnus ou board, and officers in confederate uuitbrni doing dut? on boai-d. 

13. I saw tlie said steamer Georgia fk^nently, almost daily, from this 
dat« Qiitil the 11th of Angust, 1861, when she sailed from the river Mer- 
sey for Lisbon. 
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13. On the 20th day of June the stud steamer was lying in the Qneen's 
docfa, at Liverpool, to which she had been removed from Birkeubead, 
and I saw Mr. Jones, of the said firm of Jones & Oo., on board of her. 

14. Previonsly, and on or aboot the 6th day of May, I saw the said 
Mr. Wilding, whom I know to be, and knew at that time to be, a clerk 
In the employment of the said Messrs. Jones & Co., snperintetidiDg 
the removal of the stores from the said vessel. 

15. On the 6th day of Jnne I saw gnus landed from the said atearaer. 

16. OntheWthday of Jnly the said vessel was entered in the Liver- 
pool CDstoms bill of entry for Lisbon and west coast of A&ica, E. Bates, 
consignee. 

17. On the 2d day of Angust, and each daysnbseqnently nntil the 6th 
AiigiiHt, iiiclitsivfl, r saw t)ie said Mr. Jones on board the said steamer 
Georgia, giving onlci-s to the pemous oniploye<l iu preparing the ship for 
sen, )ii>d the i>er8otiB so eni])loyoil api>eared to act entirely under his 
directions. 

18. Oit the siiid Cth dny of Angnst t)m siiid steamer was haaled to the 
dock gaU>-H, with steAin «]> an if ready to go to aea. She was again hauled 
into the ilock, and remained until Monday, Angust the 8th, when she 
was liauled out of dock, and anchoi'etl at the mouth of the river Mersey, 
whei'e shelay niittl Thursday, the lltli August, about 6 o^clock of which 
day I saw her weigh anchor and steant out to sea ; and the said Mr. 
Jones, het'oi-e inciitione<l by nio as 6U|»erintending the fittings of the said 
steamer Georgia ou the 2d, 3iL 4th, and Sth daytt of August, is well 
known to me as the person tried and convicted at Liverpool for enlistr 
ing men to serve ou bonni the stiid steamer Georgia as a confederate 
omisur. 

m. 1 reirfembcrthe prosecution of Jones and Highat for enlisting sea- 
men t<» serve on l>onrd the said ntoitnier Georgia ; [ was present at the 
trial, and I pnMtucw u report mai-ked A, which £ cut oat ot the Liverpool 
Mercury the next iuoriiit>g. I read it through at the time, aud it is a 
correct report of the proceedings. 

20. AlH>ut a week previously to the 0th October, I8C4, 1 noticed a 
scrtfw steam- vessel, called the Laurel, of Glasgow, entered for I^nssan. 
She WHS lying iu the Clarence biwiii, and my snspicions were aroused 
about her. I took a description of the ship, aud reirarted her to Mr. 
Dudley. 

21. I afterwnrtl Saw gnn-carriages, and cases, and casks of things, 
(which I had every reason to Iralievewere ammunition,) taken on botud 
the said Lnnrel, and the iulhiwing is a list which [ made at the time of 
the numbers and nmrks of the cases tiiat were taken ou board:

22. The above-mentioned packages were taken on board the said ves- 
sel in o|»en day, with no attempt nt concealment, oikI the fiMit that tliey 
were being taken was oi»eu te all, as well to the oOicers of Her Mi^esty's 
customs as to others. 

23. There whs no doubt whatever but wliat the two large cases con- 
tained two large giuis, and six cases marked W smalier glins. This was 
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apparent, and it wns veiiy uvideiit tlist tliey were intended for tlio six 
gnn-cnriiugeH, 

24. I coutinuoti wiitcliing tlie vessel until slie went oiiL Slie sailed 
ou Sniiduy morning tlie Otii October, 1804. 

25. Xliu ciuMM in question were consigned to Willtiim Connor, wlio was 
the foremnu or overlooicer for Henry Ijitfune, an Kuglisli mercliunt, of 
No. 13 Tempest Iley, in Liverpool, wlio was linowu to me and generally 
known in tlie tnwn as a most active agent in assisting and aiding tlie 
confederates in their war, I Icuhw wlio tlie cases were consigned to by 
seeing tlie address on tbem while they lay at the Wapptng station of 
tlie London and Northwestern Itailway Oonijiany. 

26. I watched tliem until I saw tliein actually taken on board. 

27. Some of them bore cards stating that they were from Itaiidotf & 
Elder, of Ghisgow ; in particular, the six large casus marked W were so 
lalKtIled, hut 1 cannot si)onk withcert^tinty its to the others. 

28. I saw several ))ei-sonB go on board the Laurel, who I believe to 
have been confederate oflltiers. They had been itointed out to me as 
such by a man who liad been on botml the Alabama, namely, John Em- 
ery, who had been stewai-d with Captain Heninies. 

20. The cargo of the Laui-el was entii-ely inmie up of guns, anunuui- 
tion, and 8up[>lies for a war ship, socli as would be ms^essury for supply- 
ing and arming a war vessel, and nothing else; she was very full and 
very deeply laden. I saw her go out of dock, but I did nut see bur ac- 
tually sidl. 

30. She deiired on the 8th October, I8G1, and saile«l on Sunday, the 
Sth. 

31. There were a good many )>eu[»le ou board when slie wont out of 
dock. I did not sciirch in the eustuiu -house, but I found her clearance ' 
in the bill of entry. 

32. I afterward heard tliat Captain Serames and a number of other 
confederate officers had sailed in licr. I communicated this to ATr. Dud- 
ley, who instructed me to forward the information to the United Sb^tes 
consuls ut Maderia and Lisbon, stating that Captain Semines, eight 
officer8,Rnd aboutone hundred men had sailed in the Laurel. This was 
iDforiuatiou that \iai[ been given to mc, and was not tlie result of my 
own observations, and it afterwai'd turncil out thai; Capbun Semtnes 
did not go out in her, but that Waddell did. 

33. The Laurel was fitted unC and vieivi'od at the customs by the said 
Uenry Lafone, nn<l be was her ivgistered owner. The liaurel wits an 
Knglish vessel, sidling under the I'jiiglish Ihig, ami at the time she tutiled 
from LiveriMwl was in the cumuutnd uf au Mnglishmau of the name of 
liamsey.

Affidavit ofEbenezer F. Nye. 

OiTT OP Nbw Bedford, 

County of Bristol, State of Maaaaohmetts, « ; 

I, Ebeiiezer F. Nye, of the city of New Bedford, county of Bristol, 
com moil wealth of MoBsacIiusettB, iu the United States of America, being 
dnly sworn, deeliire and say : 

I have been engaged in whaling for thirty years, having cniised iu 
the Ochotsk Sea uud Arctic Ocean fur more than seventeen yearA. I 
was maNttiT of tlie American wUaling-aliip Abigail, of New Bedford, 
Massuchuisetts, ou her laut voyage, sailing from Now Bedford on tlie 
lUth day of July, A. D. 18ti2, for it Jive yearn' voyage. Having been 
cruising in her for about tlireo years, on the 13th day of April, A. D. 
ISOfi, I sailed iu her {torn Yokohama for a ciiiise in the Ochotsk Scit and 
Arctic Ocoan. On the ufternoon of tho 27th ilivy of the following May, 
when off Tnrvish Bay, in the Ochotsk i^ea, I siglit«td whiit i snjt|H»siMl 
WHS a wlialing-ship, under sail, nltuiit Ave miles olf. It had been foggy 
all day, luid, needing assistance, I stood for the suppose)) whaler, but 
when about one hundred yards liroia her, she lioistetl a confederate flag, 
and flred a gun across my bows. She pi-ovcd to be tlio insurgent steftiner 
Shenandoah, Oai>tain Waddell, and 1 soon learned that my vessel was 
to be burned. Myself, my officers, and crew were tnuisferrcd to her, 
and my ship, the Abigail, was set on Are, after some provisions hail been 
transfeiTed from her. After my capture, the Shenandoah cruised back- 
ward and forward, ofl Tarvlali Bay, for about tea days, waiting for the 
ice to leAve, so that she could get to the whalers around Jonas Island, 
or up Northeast Onlf. At the end of ten days, as the ice did not clear, 
she sailed to the southwanl about five hundred miles, passing out 
through Paramouchir Straits into Bebring Sea. Then she sailed north- 
erly for Gape Thuddeus, about twelve hundi-ed miles distant. Sliemado 
Oape Thaddeus on the 20tli of June. From the time of my capture till 
tlie Shenandoali sighted Gape Thadileus, (twenty-six days in all,) she 
fell iu with no ships, and not lieing in the track of winders or othei- ves- 
sels, she did not even keep a man at the mast-head to look out for them. 
Tlie Shenandoah was a full-nggc<l ship of superior build, and with good 
winds she was a fast sailer, but with light breezes she was only ordinary. 
She also had steam-power auxiliary, with a pvopeller that could be used 
at pleasure, and which, when not in use, could be hoisted up, so as not 
to interfere with lier saiUng. During tlie days before named, she sailed 
more than two thousand miles, and only used her steam-power twice, 
once in ^oing tlirough the straits, and again in clearing Behring Island. 
At the time I was captured by the Shenandoah, she had on board about 
Ave hundred tons of coal, and some of her officers told mo that she left 
Melbourne with about six hundred tons, having coaled there from a ship 
whicli had been sent from Liverpool to meet lier. They also told me 
that she had burned about one hundred tons iu steaming two days while 
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captDriug four wbalers, which the schooner Phiel had reported to be at 
AsceDSioD Islaad. The 3liflnaudoah, at the time I was taken on board, 
had a foil complement of ofBcera, but was very mach Id Tvant of aeamen, 
baTiog only forty-flve or fifty, not half the number she needed, llie 
ofRcers told me that her full comiilement of officers and crew was one 
hundred and eif^hty-five, hut at that time she only had one hundred and 
five, all told. At two different times durinc the first ten days that I 
was on board, all hands, and my own crew beside, were obliged to be 
Dp all night working the ship in the ice. The officers and crew com* 

Claincd of being abort handett, and my own men were urged to join her, 
ut none of them did so for somo days, though finally, being much 
urged, seventeei) out of tliirty-six of my crew sliipi>ed, npon the promise 
of tlio largo imy of six iHtiuicts )wr month, (wliiuli was double their unuid 
pay,) and of prize-money in aihlition, thoy to be discharged and paid 
off at Liverpool. While on bonni tlie Shenandoah, I bad frequent coa> 
TCrsiitions with her oHlccrs and crew, particutnrly with Mr. limit, mas- 
ter's nijvto. IIo told me that Uio inigtrgeiitH hnd intended to have de- 
stroyed the whaling fleet of the United States by the Bappahannocb, 
which vessel bad been bought in England and fitted out for them for 
that pnriKise, but that this vessel had been detained by the French at 
Oalais, so that tbey were obliged to find another vessel ; that then the 
Sea-King was pnrchased at London, and commissioned as the Slienaa- 
doali, mid sent out with orden* to destroy the whaling fleet in the Arctic 
He said that she was most lio8pit4ibly receivetl and welcome<l at Mel- 
bonrnc ; that she there bad her p^olH^ller repaii-ed, and was there calked 
and iiainted. lie also U>ld mo that forty-two men joined the Shenan- 
doah atMelbonrne; that some of them came on board when she first 
arrived; that the Unite<l States consul protested against their joining, 
and the governor finally attempted to stop them, and to search the ship, 
but that Captain Waddell refuseil to allow the ship to be searched, 
though a number of recruits were then on board ; that the governor 
theik was about to seize the ship, but that Captain Waddell, by his firm- 
ness and throats to -leave the ship upon the governor's hands, and to 
return and rejmrt the nmtttir to bis government, obtained her release. 

Before the Shenandoah arrived at Oiipe Thaildeus, I was told by the 
ofllcers, piurticularly by Mr. Hunt and l)y Hr. Manning, that Captain 
Waddell would not attempt to make any captures or to get among 
the whalers until he got a calm day, when he couid use his steam to 
catch them before they could get away, for if there was s wind too many 
would escape. 

Cape Tliaddens is a much-frequented cruising-ground forwhalers, there 
being often forty or fifty sails in sight at one time. The ships Cruise 
along on the southern edge of the ice off the cape, generally, in the 
mouth of June, tteing from fifttten to twenty miles from the ice. 

When Ca|»e Thwldeus was siglite'l from the Shenandoah on the 20th 
of June, it was quite foggy, with strong winds ; sail was taken in, and 
the ship hove to, heaiUng off shore, waiting for calm. On the morning 
of the 21st, it was quite calm, with fog. The ship was headed to the 
iiortitenst for the cni>e, and all sail was made. Alraut 8 o'clock the fng 
lifte<l, and two sails were discovered to the westward. At once all hands 
wore called, nil sails taken in and furled, the smoke-stack was raised, 
tlie propeller was lowered, steam was gotten up, the Shenandoah re- 
maining quiet meanwhile. In about an hour she commenced steaming, 
heading directly for the nearest ship, which was about eight miles off, 
and which proved to be the William Thompson, of New Bedford. A 
prize crew was pot on board of her, and the Shenandoah at once steamed 
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for the other abip, wliidi, hnvhig t»kcn nlann, waa endeavoring to escn{>e, 
and wliioh whs Lit tliia tiiiio six or eij^lit inil<M distant, luid about ili'tcoR 
miles from the land. In about an }iour, tlie Stieiiandoali overlianled this 
Teasel, and found her to he the shi|> £ui>hrates, also of Kew Bedford. She 
waa set on fire at once, her ofltcers and nrcw being transferred to the 
Shenandoah, which then steamed back to the Wilham Thompson, and 
commenced taking provisions and water from her. About 3 o'clock in 
tbe afternoon, another ship waa sighted, and the Shenandoah steamed 
iu pursuit, but, upon discoveringthat it wusan English bark, sheretumed 
to the Williaui Thompson, which, on the next morning, (June^3,)waaset 
on flre and burned, herofKcera and crew being transfeiretl to the Shenan- 
doah. On the same day the Shenandoah, having steamed about forty- Ave 
miles to the northeast in a thick fog, laid to, with her Area banked. When 
the fog lifted about noon, eight vessels were in siglit, and it was nearly 
calm. The Shenandoali iinmediittety steamed for the nearest vessel, 
which provetl to bo the ship Milo, of Hew Bedford. ITev captain was 
ordered on board the Shenandoah, and the Milo ordered to follow, while 
tlie Shennndofdi steamed for two other vessels, lying near the ice. Thcae 
now attempted to escape, one by going into the ice, and tlio other by 
making all soil and steeiing to the north. The Shenandunh 'steamed 
up to the edge of tlie ice, fired three guns and bittught the first ship to, 
which was the Sophia Thornton, of Hew Bedford, and which waa tlieu 
about a mile in the ice. Lieutenant Lee and a prize crew were put on 
board, and the Slienandoah steamed for the other vessel, which was 
now eight miles off, the wind breeding. After a chase of twelve miles, 
this vessel, the Jireii Swift, of New Bedford, was captured and burned. 
The Shenandoah then steamed to tlie north after other vessels, but 
finally gave up the chase, and returned to the Milo and Sophia Thornton. 
The crews of the five captured vessels were then put on boainl the Milo, 
and the Sophia Thornton was burnt. The Milo was bouded and directed 
to proceed to San Fi-ancisco, with the several eaptured crews, not far 
from two hundred men. Early the next morning the Shenandoah 
steavmed off, and burned the brig Susan Abigail, of San Francisco. Before 
she had returned, I left the Milo in an oiku l>oat, with a crew of volunteers, 
for the pnrjrase of warning other sliipa of the lIceL Itowing directly to 
the north, f escaped, not being seen from the Shenandoiih, although 
passing within four miles of her. After about one hundred nud eight 
miles' sail, I reached Cape Behring, and, by boarding five ships, scattered 
the news among the fieet, which then went to various places for safety. 
I Anally joined the ship Mercury, of New Bedfonl, and after spending 
that whaling season iu the Arctic, arrived home hi beceiuber, ISl^. 

When H. Manning, who, having been second mate of my vessel, the 
Abigail, hud after his capture enlisted in the service of the Shenandoah 
and had been promoted to be a master's mate on Iward the Shenandoah, 
was abont boanling the VVilliam Thompson, on the 21st day of June, 
A. D. 1806, 1 reciuested bim to get me some pajters, and on his return 
to the Shenandoah lie handed me three papers, which, as near an I can 
recollect, were as follows : One copy of the San Francisco Albi of the 
8th of April, A. 13. 1865, and two copies of the San Francisco Bulletin 
of April 15 and April Ifl, A. D. 1805, respectively. I immediately read 
them, and the news which they contained was immediately made known 
to the officers of the Shenandoah. These pajiers contained accounts of 
the surrender of Oeneral Lee and iiis army, the capture of Uichmond, 
the official correspondence between Generals Orant and Lee relating to 
and perfecting the surrender, and an account of the armistice between 
Generals Grant and Johnston. Before I left the Shenandoah I saw San 
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o pftpers of M late date as the 23d or said April, coDtftioing mi 
account of the assasaiDatioii of Mr. Lincoln. I talked with Mr. HnnL 
master's mat«, about the news, and told liim that the war was over, and 
l^at they ought to stop making captures, to which he replied, " We are 
a long ways off from the United States now, and oar captures are alt 
legal for ninety days after peace is declared." I answered, " Not when 
yon know peace is declared." 

It is my firm and honest opinion that Oaptain Waddell never would 
have ventured into the Ochotsk Sea or the Arctic Ocean, nor could the 
Sheimntionh have been safely handled there, if she had not obtained the 
torty-two additional men which Mr. Uunt told me she did obtain at 
Melbonme. It is also my firm arid honest opinion that if the Shenan- 
doah had not used her steam-power on the 21st of June, as before men- 
tioned, she would not have captured either the William Thompson or 
the Euphrates, and that unless she had nsed her steam-power on the 
next day she wonld not have captured either the Sophia Xhoniton. tlie 
Jireh Swift, ot the Susan Abigail, and even the Milo might liave 
escaped.

City op New Bedford, 

County of Bristol, State of Massachusetts, ss: 

I, Thomas B. Hathaway, of New Bedford, county of Bristol, common- 
wealth of Massitchusotts, in the ITniteil States of America, being duly 
sworn, declare and say : 

I have been engaged in the whaling service for twenty -seven years, 
twenty-two of which I have spent in the Ochotsk Sea and Arctic Oceau. 
I was master of the American whaling-ship Euphrates on her last 
voyage, whereon she sailed &om said port of New Bedford on the 1th 
day of Angust, A. D. 18G2, on a four years' whaling voyage to the Nortii 
Pacific Ocean. After cruising for alwnt two years and a half, on the 
2l8t day of April, A. D. 1865, f sailed in and with said ship from tiie 
port of Honolulu, bound on a whaling cruise in the Arctic Ocean. I 
entered the ice on or about the 2iJth day of May, in said last-named year, 
in about latitude 60° north, longitude 170° east. I cruised round the 
ice, east and west, from that date till on or atwut the 12th day of Jnne, 
iu said year. On or about said last-named date I spoke the whaling- 
ship Sophia Thornton, of the i>ort of New Bedford, and received fhim 
her some late San Francisco paiwrs, to wit, eoveral copies of the San 
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Franciaco Bnlletin anil S»r Francisco Atta, of ns Inte a dnte ns the 16th 
day of April, A. D. 1800. TIioho piiixirs continued full iuH:(>niitii of tlie 
Bntroutler of Ootiernl Leo to Qciienil Gnvut, of tlio capture of Iticlimoatl, 
and of the nnalBtico l>etweou QenoraU Sherman nitd Johnston, and also 
a tolof^nviiliio notiuo at' tliu iMHiutsliiiitiDii of Mr. Liucolii. On tliu lutli 
aud Itith diiys of June 1 took two Xargs wlinloa, wlticli I boiled aud 
stowed down. On the lOtli of Juiiq I 8{>oko tlio WilUnni Tliompnou, and 
gave him aome of the t'^pors wldoli I had received fi'om the So[)hia 
Thornton, conbtiuing fclie newa above named. On the2Uth the William 
Thumpsou aud I were both steering north under easy sail, it being foggy. 
The next morning it ctime out clear, and at 7 o'clock a ni. tlie man that 
came down from the mast-head reported a sail one point on weather-bow, 
distant fifteen miles, the William Thompson bearing three jiointii on my 
lee-bow, distant about seven miles. Weather very fine, with light wind j 
ship making two to three knots. My mate, Mr. Davis, went aloft on 
look-out for whales, and soon reported that we were ^.ist neariiig tUe 
stranger; that he htwl no sttil set, and he, Mr, Davis, thought he was 
boiling. 1 went alull, and, einning to the same conclnMiou, tlionght he ' 
must be among whales, and I told Mr. Davis to keep a sharp look-out for 
whales, aud tliat I would go down and trim the yanla to make all i>os- 
siblc s]>ee(l toward the stranger. Mr. Davis bailud me alino»t imme- 
diately, saying that it wiw a large steainshi)» steering across our bows. 
I asked him if he thought it waa the Shenandoah. Ue replied "that he . 
guessed not." We had seen in the papers that ttie Shenandoah hod left 
Melbourne for the California coast. 1 immeiliatuly went alott with my 
glass, and saw that she was steering straight for the Thompson, being 
tiien diHtnnt from meabonttcn miles and almnt two from tlie Tliompson. 
I Bnw the stranger haul down one set of colors and boist another, and, 
although too far off to dietinguisli what they were, I was satisfied that 
At was best ti)t me to try to e8ca|>e, and I immediately wore ship, and, 
liaving ciilled all bauds, made all sail and steered south. I then went 
np in the mizzcn cross-trees and watched tlie steamer. 1 saw him goto 
the Thompson, stop a few minutes, an<l then steer straight ntter nie. 
There was no cliancc of escape, as thu wind was very light^ for while I 
was making tbi-ee knots under all sail, he was miJciiig eight or nine 
knots, usingouly his steam. Having hanled up within speaking distance, 
I was hailed tVom the steivmen and was immediately hoiinleil by a man 
calling himself Lieutenant Lee, who, after asking me who I was, 
informe<l me that I was a prisoner and my ship a pri7.e to the confed- 
erate st4>amsliip of wiir Shenandoah; tJmt I and my onUnirs would Iw 
allowed to take a change of clothes with us and our>be<hling. 1 took 
iny ship's pa)>ers aud some of the pagwrs that I had got from tlie Sophia 
Thornton, and as I was going over the mil, one of the men fVom the 
Shenandoah told Licntcimnt Lee that everything wns ready to set fire. 
Thereupon I said to Lee, " Yon bad better not set fire until yon hear more 
from your captain." I was ttn^n taken on board of the Shenandoah, and 
on going over the side I was met by Lieutenant Whittle, who asketl ine 
if I wns the master of tlie Enpbrates. I replied that I was. Thereu)>on 
be took the paiwi's from me, and asked me to come into the captain's 
cabin, which I did. Captain Watldell sat in a tthair by a snuvll desk, read- 
ing the papers which he bad just taken fYxtm the William Thompson, 
and being the same which I had given the William Tliompson on the 
19th of June, two days before. He asked me to sit down, and then 
inqniied what the news was. I vejilied that the war was over j that 
General Lee bad snrreiidered ; thnt Uicbmond wns taken, and Mr. Lin- 
coin was kille«l. He reidied, " So I see by tlie pttpers." I then said to- 
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him thftt I hoped he would not biirn my Bhip, as the war was over. He 
replied that that made iio difference; lie shonld barn Iior. I whei after- 
vard taken and put down tietween decks in an emp^ coal-pen. In 

fassing over the deck I saw the Euphrates one slicet of flume. At night 
was transferred to and confined in the same quarters occupied by Cap- 
tain Tfyc, of the Abigail, who had been on board Bonie time, and Captain 
Smith, of tlie Willlain Thompson. Dimng the afternoon a sail was raised, 
and the Shenandoali immediately steered for it. On nearing the reesel 
she proved to be an English bark, and the Shenandoah immediately 
steered back to tlio William Tbomi>8on. Early tlio next morning the 
William Thompnon wna set nn (ire and entirely consnmed and destroyed. 
The-oupoiithoSlioinvudoiihatoamod itorthoast for about four hours, in a 
dead calnij and then Inflcd to in a thiek tog. Tlio Slionandoali remained 
in that position till about noon of tbe22dday of June, A. B. 1806, when 
tJie fug lifted and discovered eight ships in sight. The Shenandoah 
steamed directly to the nenrcst, which proved to be the Milo, of New 
Bedford, Captain lEawes. In obedience to a hail from the Sheiiandoah, 
Capt4itn Hawes boarded the Shenandoah, and Captain Waddell bonded 
the Milo, and ordered Cuptalh Hawes, with the Milo, to follow tbe Shen- 
andoah, which steamed after the Sophia Tbornton. The Sophia Thorn- 
ton had sailed east into the tee, and the Shenandoah coming up to the 
edge of the ice, iind being about three-quarters of a mite from the 
Sophia Thornton, brought her to with her guns. The crews of the 
Abigail, William Thompson, and Euphrates were then transferred to the 
Milo, and a prize-crew placed on board the Sophia Thornton. TheShen- ' 
aadoah then steamed after the Jireh Swift, which was eight or nine 
miles oft', with the Milo and Sophia Thornton following. About o'clock 
tho Jireh Swift was captured, and, her crow having been transferred to 
. the Milo, she was set on fire and bnnicd. Thereupon the crew of the 
Sophio Thornton were transferred to the Milo and the Sophia Thornton 
was bnmed. The next morning tho Shenandoah raised the brig Susan 
Abigail, of San Francisco, and, having overhanled her, destroyed her. 
While the Shenandoah was off after the Susan Abigail, tbo Milo, with 
tho captnred crews on boani, to tho iminber of about two hundred, set 
kaU for San Francisco. Wo arrived at San Francisco on or about July 
20, A. D. 1805. While tho Shenandoah was in jnirsnit of the Susan 
Abigail, Captain Nye, of the Abigail, left tbe Milo in an often boat, with 
a boat's crew, to proceed north and notify tlie rest of tho fleet. The 
Shenandoah proceeded off to the northeast. 

While I was on board of the Shenandoah, to wit, ou the 2l8t and 22d 
days of June, A. D. 1865, 1 conversed with Mr. Hunt, maater'a mate of 
the Shenandoah, and Mr. Mason, passed midshipman of the Shenandoah, 
who both said that th^ conaideretl thijt the war was over; that they 
were licked, and should have to give it up. The ofiB&ra of the Shen- 
andoah complained of being short-handed, and asked me to point out 
the best men of my crew ; whereupon strenuous efforts were made to 
iadnce them to enlist in the service of the Shenandoah. 

The Shenandoah was a fast sailer iu a strong wind, but with a light 
breeze she could not have out-sailed the average of tlic whalers ; and it 
is my deliberate and honest judgment that, if it had not been for the 
ateam-power of the Shenandoah, tho Shenandoah could not have captured 
my vessel, tho Euphrates, or tho William Thompson. At tho lime of 
my potting about and attempt to escape, after I had become satisfied of 
the character of the steamer, tho wind was very light, and I was far 
enongh off from her to have kept out of her way nntil night or fog set 
in, after which there would have been no danger of capture.

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Tho same ia true of the WilHnin Tliompaori, wbJcli had also the ftdvnii- 
tage of being to windward of tlio tihCDaiMloiib, If tliere bad beeo any 
wind. It would bavo beeii, utterly impoBsibie for the Sheuandoah to 
have caxitured the Jireh Swift or the Sophia Thornton without her 
steam-power, for tlie Jireh Swift sailed oft' to the north, while the Sophia 
Thornton headed directly iuto the ioe to the etwtwanl, and in that wind 
the Shenandoah conhl not have out-sailed cither vessel ; wbilo, if there 
had been more wind, both ships bad the advantage of being far to wind- 
ward of the Shenandoah. Moreover, alter the cnptore of tho Enphrates 
and the William Thompson, the Shenandoah steamed for forty miles 
north in a dead calm, so that without her steam-power slie would not 
have caught these vessels, nor the Milo, or Susan Abigail, as she did.

I, Hudson Wiuslow, of New Bedford, county of Bristol, < 
wealth of Mossachusette, In the United States of 'America, being duly 
sworn, do dueliire and say : 

That I was master of tho American ^vhaling-biuk Isabella on her last 
voyage, in the prosecution of which said bark was engaged in tlie month 
of June, A. U. 1S65, iu the North Puciflc Ocean; that on the i!5th tliiy 
of said Jnne I was cruising for whales on my passage through Behrin'g 
Straits into the Arctic Ocean ; that the Genend Pike and Gipsey were 
in company with me ; that there was no wind, and, for a while, it was 
foggy and then clear again; that about G o'clock on the morning of the 
2titb of said June wo discovered n strange steamer airant ten miles olf ; 
that at tliat time the Uenerul Pike was lying abont half a mile nnder 
my lee, and the Gipsey was about a quarter of a milo ahead of me, all 
of us lying becalmed ; that about hnlf-past seven o'clock the steamer 
steamed alongside the General Pike, and sent an armed crew aboanl of 
her, and tlien sent armed crews aboard of the Isabella and Gipsey ; that 
this steamer was tlie Shenandoah, Captain Waddell ; that the (Jipsey 
was on fire in ten minutes, and tho Isabella in an hour ; that nil the 
ships' crews were put on boai'd the General Pike, and we started in her 
for San Francisco, whore wo an'ived in about twenty-seven days ; that 
there was no wind on tho 2(>th day of June after we were [>nt on board 
the General X'ike, and we anchored so that tlio tide would not set her 
iuto the Arctic Ocean ; that it was clear the remainder of the day till 
10 o'clock nt night; that the Shenandoah certain); could not have 
caught either of the vessels that day if she bad not used her steam, for 
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there vaa no wind, and if there hatl been ^ind and she had chased,, 
80Die,if.not all of ns, would have escaped, for we saw burning veaselB, 
which would have warned us of the danger.

Affidavit of Daniel D. Wood. 

I, Daniel D. Wood, of New Bedford, county of Bristol, commonwealth 
of Massachnsotts, in the United States of America, being duly sworn, 
do declare and say : 

That 1 was master of the American whaling bark Congress on her 
last voyage, in the prosecution of which said bark was engaged in tbe 
month of June, A. D. 1866, in tbe North PaciBc Ocean ;' that about 12 
o'clock on the night of tbe 27tb day of said June I was cmising for 
whales, and working throngh Behriug Straits on my way to the Axctio 
Oconn ; that several other vessels were then and there in comiiany with 
me I that nbont 12 o'clock of said night the Brunswick, one of the said 
vessels in company with nie, was stove by the ice ; that at that time it 
was iwrfectly calm — not a bi-eatb of air ; that thereuiwn the Congress, 
tbe Innac Howland, the llilhnan, the Martha, tho Nnssan, tlio Coving* 
ton, tbo Favorite, the James Miiury, and the Nile, anchoiwl and lay iu 
company near the Brunswick, to render her such help as we could ; that 
we were compelled to anchor, in order that we might not be swept 
. throngh the straits by the cnrrent, there being no wind ; that we lay at 
anchor, as aforesaid, all day on the SStli; that about 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon of that day tho fog lifted, and we saw n strange steamer 
coming right for na ; ttint thinking that she was a friendly vessel, we 
sent a boat to her for help and news; thnt this steamer proved to be 
the rebel steamer Shenandoah, Captain Waddell, and by 3 o'clock Cap- 
tain Wnddull and bis men had set fire to all the above-named vessels, 
mine included, except the James Maury aud the Nile ; that these two 
latter vessels were bonded, and tbe crews of the other ships were placed 
on board of tbem ; that there was no wind on the 28th or 29th, and 
these two last-named ships lay nt nuchor becalmed, seeing the other 
flhipsburnedj meanwhile tho Shenandoah steamed up into tbe straits 
out of sight, coming back tbe next morning; that on the 30th the wind 
rose, and we started for San Francisco, where we arrived about the 1st 
of August ; that there were about one hundred aud seventy men on 
board each vessel — the Maury and the Nile; that I am confident that 
Uie Shenandoah could not have caught us if it had not been for her 
steam-power ; for there was no wind, and if there had been wind, some 
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if not all of ua would have got away, for we couUl Itave sailed as fast a» 
fihe coald ; tbat Manoiiig, mnster's mate on the Shenaudoali, whom I 
liad knovu as the second mate of the Abigail, told me that they saw ua 
all throagh the 27th of June tVom the mast-head, and that the Shenan- 
doah waited, hidden by the fog, till it became calm, in order that at the 
night time, when we were becalmed, she might run np under steam, and 
destroy na as she did ; that, after we were placed on board of Uie James 
Maury, some of the officers of the Shenandoah came on board and tried 
to ship men, and they did ship six men tliat I know of at that time.

Affidavit of Sbenezcr F. Nye. 

1, Ebenezor F. Nye, of New Betlford, connty of Bristol, commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, iu the United States of America, on oath declare 
and say : 

I am tlie same person who- heretofore signed an affidavit which 
was sworn to beforu Charles W. Oliffordj notary public, on the 23d day 
of September, A. D. 1871, and in relation to the matters and tilings- 
therein stated I desire further to say: Of the seventeen men of iny 
vessel, the Abigail, who joined the service of the Shenandoah, the 
nationalities were as follows: Two (2) Americans, citizens of theUuited 
States ; twelve (12) Kanakas, subjects of the Hawaiian government ; 
one (1) Prussian, subject of the King of Prussia ; one (1) Portuguese, 
subject of the King of Portugal ; one (1) Englishman, subject of Queen 
Victoria. When we were Arst taken, and while cruising in the Ochotsk 
Sea for other whalers, although they were often asked by the offlcers- 
of the Shenandoah to join her service, I know that these men refused -^ 
but when leaving the Ochotsk Sea to go to the Arctic Ocean, I hoard 
rnmoi'S that some of the men'were about Joining her service. There- 
upon I got permission to go into the men's quarters, and having taken 
several of them aside, I asked them if it was true that they proposed 
joining the Shenandoah. They said tliey had been asked to Join, and 
thought some of doing so, but had not then mode up their minds, I 
urged them, as strongly as I knew how, not to join, saying to them,, 
among other things, that we might fall in with an Amcrictvu man-of-war, 
and if we did their case would be a hard one, for without doubt they 
wonid string them up to the yard-arm at once. I had two or three 
interviews at different times with the men on this subject. They told 
loe that their principal reason for joining was that they were kept to- 
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-work ou the Slienandonli most of tlie time, and tliey might ns well join 
and receive pay for it, as to work without pay as prisoners. The work 
repaired of tlie Abtf^nil's men in sailing the Shenandoah, the promise 
ot more grog and better fare, together with the higli wnges which were 
promised them, influenced them to .join. 

After the last of these conversations I was called aft before the first ' 
lienteuant., Mr. Whittle. He said to me : " I uuderstand that you have 
been talking about a Yankee inan-of-vnr. Kow, if I hear that yon, or 
flny of yonr officers, nre talking nbont a Yankee inan-of-wnr again, I 
will put yon in irons, dovhic irons." He thereupon toached liia hat, 
turned n|ion his heel, and walked nwn)'. I said no more to the men, 
and the seventeen of whom I have siwken joined tlio Shenandoah.

A^avit of William Oreen Sichols. 

State op Af assaoiidsetts, 

Count;/ of Suffolk, sa: 
T, William Green Nichols, being duly sworn, de^wse and aay : 
I am a resident of Senrsport, Maine, United States ; I was formerly 
captain of the bark Delphine, of Bangor, Maine, which vessel was cap- 
tared by tlio Shenandoah on the 20th day of December, 1804 ; I was 
captain of the Delphine on that day; I was then sailing In latitude 
sooth 39° 20', longitude east 69°. Avben I first saw tlie Shenandoah, 
she was fiying English colors, and pupposiug her to be an English mer- 
chantman, I rather set my sails so ns to meet her. (>n approaching 
nearer, she proved to be n steamer with a telescope funnel, under sail. 
She fired a blank shot, npon which I immediately hove to, she hoisting 
the confederate flag aft«r firing the gun. My family, the crew, and 
myself, were taken on board the Sliennndooli, and my ship was burned, 
. I was on board tlie Shonnndoah until the 2Gtb day of January, 1806, 
wlion I was paroled at Melbourne, the steamer having mxivcd tliero the 
day before. Ou hoard the Shenandoah it wss made no secret that she 
had formerly been the Sea King. The guns fired in capturing me, and 
those used in attempts to capture other vessels while I was on board, 
were two twelve-pounders. Captain Waddell, of the Shenandoah, 
seemed very anxious to increase his crew. After my crew had got on 
Iward, they were allowed half an hour to decide whether they would 
.join the Shenandoah, or go in irons, he triced up, and otherwise pan- 
ished. They were retinested to talk with other sailors, who had joined 
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the Shenandoah from other prizes; some of my crew joined, beiag- 
£nghteued into it. My steward was ofifered fifty dollars a month, and 
' my Btewai'dcss half-pay order to be pnid at Liverpool, aud her passago 
home ; Bhe was an Euglish woman, Tlie Shenandoah wits a full-rigged 
ship, and sailed very well without steam. Siio only nsed steam two 
days during the thirty days I was on boan^. She hod a large supply of 
coal on board, I should think six hundrctl tons, and was so deeply Indeu 
that I thought she was a loiulcd merchant Kliip witcn I first saw her. 
She was not in need of repati-a when she leiicltod Melbourne — that is, the 
vesael was not ; the machinery worked well, but Waddell said he was 
afraid to pnt full power on her. One day, when she was under steam 
without canvas, standing by the offlcer, I beard him say that slie was^ 
going nine knots and a half. She was in good condition enough to re- 
turn ttom. Melbourne to England witbont repairs. As soon as the Slieu- 
andouh was telegraphed oft' Melbourne, visitors began to come aronud ; 
two men came on board. That night Captain Waddell sent a dispatch 
to the governor-general, requesting permission to come in and take coal ; 
evidently, from his manner, rega»ling it us a joke. I only remained in 
Melbourne a week, but while 1 was there, the ship John Praser, of Liv- 
erpool, hove in sight, and supplied the Shenandoah with additional coal. 
It was understood tliat vessel belonged to Friiser, Trenholm & Oo., of 
Liveq>ool, and tliat she was sent to Melbourne for the puri>ose of coal- 
ing the Shenandoah. At Melbourne, Waddell and his crew were most 
welcome. Theaters wero opened to them, and free papers given tliem 
on the curs.

I, George U. Baker, of South Dartmouth, in said county of Bristol, on 
oath declare and say : 

I was master of tlie American ship Edward Carey, of the port of San 
Francisco, on her last voyage whaling, whereon I sailed in and with said 
ship from the port of San Francisco, in the State of California, on the 
twenfy-seoond day of January, A. D. 1SC5. After cruising for some time 
I amved in and witli said ship in the harbor uf Ascension Island, on the 
twenty-seventh day of March, A.D. lSG5,f«r reeruitaof wood and water 
before procecduig north to the Arctic Ocenn on a whaling voyage. I 
remained there four day8,untilthethti-ty-flrst day of March, A. D. 18C5, 
when my ship was captured by the rebel steamer Shenandoah. During 
said four days there were also at anchor in said harbor tlie American 
' whaling ship Hector, of New Itedlbrd, Captain Chase; the American 
whaling hark Pear), Captain Thompson, and Hawaiian whaling bark 
Harvest, of Honolulu, Captain Eldredgc. On the morning of the thirty- 
llrst day of March, A. D. 1865, we siglitetl a vessel about fifteen mites 
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illstant, heading for the harbor andor top-sails; seeing smoke issning' 
from amidships ve sapposed that she was a vhaler boiling. In company' 
vlth the other captains above Darned I Trent ashore about eight o'clock 
in the tnorning and visitetl another part of the island | on out return, 
between one and two o'clock in the afternoon, we discovered a war' 
steamer lying in the harbor, flying the confederate flag. Oar boat was- 
stopped by an armed boat it'oni the steamer, which proved to be the 
Shenandoah, and we were ordered on board of the Shenandoah. The 
Shenandoah vas lying jast inside the harbor and had her steam np. We 
were confined on the Slienaudoah sixteen days, and we wore then tarned 
Qfjiorc. All tlie above-named vessels, with their contents, were burned 
and entirely destroyed by tlio ofllcers and men of the Shenandoah. The 
Shenandoah dnring si\id sixteen days kept a[> her steam all the time. 
The luirbor at Ascension Island is very dangerous for vessels of the size 
of the Shenandoah. Id going in yon are obliged to rnn very close to a 
very dangerons reef on the lee-side, then run clear of a rook in the center 
of the channel and luff up and drop anchor on the reef. It would havp 
been very risky aod dangerous for a vessel of the size of the Sbenandoah 
to have attempted this had it Dot been for her steam-power, and in my 
opinion Captain Waddell would never have attempted- It. It was 
entirely in consequence of his steam-power that he was'enabled to cap- 
ture and bnm our ships. While I was on board the Shenandoah the 
crew were engaged in clianging over their coal so as to Jiave it handy. 
Captain Waddell mnde great exertions (through his officers and men) to 
induce our men to enlist.. Of my crew but one, and he was from Ala- 
bama, enlisted. Their desire for men arose from the fact that tbey were 
very short-lianded.

Lettcf of William W. Crapo, explaining certain pecaliaritica existing in the 
clainiafor lota ofwkaliag ve«seU. 

New Bedford, Mabsachusbtts, October 10, 1871. 
To the Honorable IIamilton Fish, 

Secretary of State, Washington, D, C. : 
Ij William W. Crapo, of Hew Bedford, hi the eommonwenlth of Mas- 
sachusetts, respectfully represent: 

That as the attorney for unmeroua elaimants, I have prepared and 
forwarded to the State Department of the United States memorials and 
claims, setting forth the dcstrnction, by confederate cruisers, of a large 
number of ships and their cargoes, owned by merchants of New Bedford 
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and its viciuity, and praying for suitable compensation for the loss of ' 
tlietr property and tlie damages rcynlting tlicrofroni. Tbo claiina tUns 
prepared and for\vai'ded reprosout nearly foity sliips in unmber, with 
their wlialing outfits and cargucs. Tlio aggi'eg:at« amount claimed by 
these persons for proiMsrty destroyed is very large^ and I beg leave to state 
the mode adopted iu fixing V£duea and ostimatmg damages. Many of 
tlie ships, especially those burned by tlie Alabama, had but i^cently 
sailed from their home ports when destroyed. The values claimed for 
ship and outfits in audi cases were based u^wn the nctnol cost and the 
present worth of the property, as can be abundantly aud conclusively 
proved wheu the occasion requires. 

The larger 'number of whale-ships, for which claims have been pi-e- 
sentefl by me, were destroyed by the SbenaudoaU in the Arctic Ocean. 
In computing the damage sustaiucd by this destruction, prices were 
placed upon eacti vessel and its ouLtlt, which represented their value as 
they were in that distant ocean, and at a sum less than the cost of 
replacing them. The more valuable ships, with their outfits, were esti- 
mated as worth 4CO,000 each. This was the snin at wliicli they were 
insured, in cases where insurance had been effected. This sum was 
less than the actual cost to the owners in rejdacing them, at tlie home ' 
port, by vossel^and outfite of c<iunl quality. An a|>praiscU of tlio several 
vessels by ship-bnildei's and ship-brokei-a, and the vouchers for par- 
chased outfits, ytiW confirm the justness of the valuations made b^' the 
claimants. 

Oil and bone on board, and destroyed with the ships, have been made 
tbo subject of claim. The quantity has been stated ui>on the sworn 
evidence of the masters and officers of the respective vessels, and the 
value has been ascertained by the current market quotations at the 
time when said oil and bono would, if not destroyed, have found a 
mai'ket and sale. 

A claim has also been made for what has been termed " prosi>cctivo 
catch." This claim represents probable earnings, and is analogous to 
freight earnings of merchant ships. The vessels destroyed had entei'ed 
upon their cruises, and were eugaged iu tlte prosecution of their whal- 
ing voyages. Most of these ships ha<l sailed many thousands of miles 
Aom. their North Atlantic liome-iK>rts, around Cape Horn, and travers- 
ing the length of the Pacific Oceau had reached tlieir whaliug-grounds 
in the Arctic Many mouths had been consumed in the passage. The 
ships engaged in this business leave homo in the months of September 
and October, and i-each their cruising-grounds the following May, and 
then entering the ice.of that lif ortbeni Ocean, penetrating it as it breaks 
up in summer, commence their wbalinginJune, and continue tlio taking 
of their cargoes until tlie storms of September conq>e1 tliem to make 
their way out of lichring'a Straits, whence they proceed to recruit for 
another season's work, or for the passage home. When the Shenandoah 
destroyed the twenty-six whnlo-ships in the Nortli I*aci>tc and Arctic, 
these vessels hod entered upon the portion of their voyages whioli was 
to ivmunorato them for the long passage fnim homo ami tbo long pas- 
sage hack again, which passages would add little ornothiug to their 
cargoes. Hence the iwrtion of the voyngo which biings to the owners 
and crew a return for their capital and labor is embraceil in a few 
moutlis of summer whaling. The great exi>ense involved in sailing these 
vessels into distant seas had been incurred when tho Shenandoah came 
upon them and burned them. If they bad not been molested, they 
wonhl bnvo obtained their nccustomod catch, and the owners and crow 
would have received the usual return for tlieir outlay and labor. If, 
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then, the claim of a inerohant vessel for the freight-money slie wotdd 
have earned aiwn the delivery of her cargo, if she had not been de- 
stroyed, is a Just and legitimate one, and recognized as one for compen- 
satiou, then the cliuin for " prospective catch ** is eqnally just and legit- 
imnte. 

Another consideration for the allowance of '■ prospective catch," which 
presents itself with much force, is tho iutert^st which the captured sea- 
men have in it. The masters, officers, anil crews of whale-ships are 
not paid by monthly wages, as in tho merclinnt marine, but by "lays" 
or shares in the oil and bone taken. Their proportion of these catch- 
ings amounts to a percentage varying from 30 to 40 per cent of the 
whole cargo. These men encounter the dangers and toil of this pecu- 
liarly IiaKardons business, and tbclr rcmnneration for the support of 
themselves and families is dejNSDdent upon the catch of whales daring 
tho short season of summer. If no allowance is made for prospective 
catch, these men receive nothing for their many months of toil and' 
exjwsnre. This business, when undisturbed by violence, ie sure of a 
return. As certain as tho linrvest to tho farmer, is the catch of oil to 
the wlialcmau. TIio average catch of whales is well known and nudor- < 
stood by the merchant and the seaman. TJiwntliis knowledge of proba- 
ble average catch, the sailor readily procures nn advance before sailing, 
and his family obtain necessaries and a sup^wrt during his absence. In 
case of hisdentli or disability during the voyage, and before any cargo has 
been obtained^ lie or Ins family share in the whole catch of the voyage 
in the proportion of liis term of service to the entire t>eriod of the voy- 
age. By tho burning of the Arctic fleet Captain Waddell, of the Shen- 
andoah, loft these men utterly helpless thousands of miles away from 
their homes, and with no means of returning to them. He destroyed 
not only all thoir personal effects, but he destroyed also the earnings of 
A whole year of service, and burdened them with the debts contracted 
at homo for the support of their families during their absence. 

Whatever money is obtained from the English government for loss of 
prospective catch, is, under the provisions of the shipping articles, sub- 
ject to division among the officers and crews, in the projiortions of their 
re8i)ective " lays." Hence tho ainoniits embraced in this item of the 
claims is not entirely profits of the owners, bnt represents damage to 
officers and crew, as well ns loss of outlay and capital, and the expenses 
incident to this bnsiness. 

In itrepnriug the claims which have been presented to you, the claim- 
ants have varied in the amoniitsfor which they ask compensation under 
thcitcm of prospective catch. This variation arises from the fact that 
whale-ships are fitted for voyages of from three to flvo years in dura- 
tion, and whilesomoof tho ships destroyed hod partially completed their 
voyages, others were upon their first season. The estimates of oil and 
bone bare been based upon the average takings of these and other ves- 
sels engaged in such voyages as they were prosecnMng. OarefuHy pre- 
pared, accurate, and reliable statements have yearly been collected by 
those interested in these flshcries, which exhibit the total quantities of 
oil and bone taken and tho number of vessels employed, both in the 
sperm and right-whale fisheries. An examination of these yearly state- 
ments will demonstrate that tho claims for prospective catch are not 
flctitions or excessive. 

The prices affixed in these estimates of "prospective catch" have 
mostly been determined by ruling rates for oil and bone where the same 
is marketed, at times when the same would have found » market. 

As an illostratiou of tlio prices for these articles, a reference to the 
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published market (luotations will show tbat sperm-oil during the sum- 
mer of 18G4, when many of the sperra-whalera destroyed b; the Alor 
hama would luive marketed their cargoes, was sold at prices ranging 
from $2 to (3 35 per gallon. In September, 1865, {the Arctic wh^ers 
were banied in June, 1805.) the price of whale-oil was 91 -70 to $1 75 
per gallon, and whalebone «2 i>er pound, and soles were made at these 
flgnres. 

The ahovercprescntations are submitted for the purpose of indicating 
the manner in which the claims foi' the destruction of whaling vessels 
hare been prepai'ed. Whenever required the several claimants will be 
prepared to prove with exactness the measure of their damage. In the- 
present position of these claims they think the statements made by 
them in their memorials should be admitted as correct, and the esti- 
mnteB made by them iii good faitU should be taken as reasonable and 
just.

BiCELLBNOV : I liave tb© bouor to remit to yonr excellency a copy,, 
herewith annexed, of the notice which was sent, under date of the 15Ui 
instant, by this department to the departments of jnstice, marine, and • 
war, commuuicntinf^ to thorn tlto rcsohitious which the government of 
His Mi^jesty the ISmperor jiidgwl it its duty to adopt during the war 
that iinbap|)ily exists botwoon Gi-cat Britain ami I'rftiico on the one 
part and Russia on the otiior. 

Tbeso resolutions ore as follows: 

Ist. That no privateer, with tbe flag of any of the belligerent [wwers, 
can be armed or provisioned or admitted with its prizes jn the ports of 
the empire. 

2d. That Brazilian subjects cannot take part in die armament of 
privateers, nor in any other acts whatsoever op^wsed to ^be dnties of a 
strict neutrality. 

The resolutions mentioned are founxled in part upon tbe interna- 
tional law that regulates tbe obligations of neutrals in time of war, and 
in part on the legislation of peace, and were advised because the gov- 
ernment of His Majesty the Emperor felt it to belts duty to consult the 
interests of the commerce of Brazilian SHl^octs, and to observe a strict 
neutrality in tbe present war. 

Notwithstanding the execution of tbe measures to which I rcfer^ tbe 
matter is not exempt from difilculties and conlplicAtions, and this ie- 
wbat is to bo guarded against. 

It appears to me to bo prudent that before your excellency causes 
action to be taken respecting any vessel that may be in our poriB, to- 
ascertain IJiat it comes within the resolution of tbe govemmeut, which 
decides that no privateer, with the flag of any of the belligerent powers,., 
can be armed or provisioned or admitted with her prizes into the ports 
of the empire, yon should obtain the verification of the fact that tbe 
vessel is aprivatcer, either by tbo examination of the papers on board, or 
by notorious acts which it has committed on its cruise. 

These precautions should bo ciyoined upon the " auditors of marine" 
in places where they aio, and upon the law judges, or their substitutes, 
where there are no " auditors of marine ;" and if by their precautions it 
shall be proved that the vessel is a privateer, her armament or provision- 
ingshall be prevented, and she shall be ordered to leave the harbor. 

The entrance of privateers into our ports is expressly pmhibited, but it 
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it tAkes plAco by any renson of superior force, it behooves yourexcelleucy 
, to caose tliem to leave the harbor. 

All tbe steps wbicli your excellency causes to be taken to tliis end, 
should 1)0 retbiced to writing and tlion transmitted to tbe government of' 
His Majesty tlie Emperor. 

I likowiso deem it very proper that in case of any measures that yon 
may take, your excellency shall act, so far as possible, in nccord with, 
and with the knowledge of, the consnlar agents of Great Britain and 
France, as ivell as of tbe nation to which the vessel against which there 
shall be suspicions of being a privateer declares ihat she belongs. 

By proceeding thus tbe government of His M^esty the Emperor wlU 
show the loyalty and good faitli with which it desires to reconcile the 
rigorous execution of the measures that it adopts with tbe means of 
avoiding difficulties and every kind of misunderstanding with tbe gov- 
ernments with which it maintains relations of friendship. 

The circumspection and pi'udonco of your excellency gives assurance 
that tbe measures of the gOTemmont of His Miyesty the Emperor will 
be executed without tbe arising of embarrassments in the harbor of this 
capital. 

In order that the same may bo the case in the other ports of tlio 
province whei-e foreign shipping can enter, it is indispensable that your 
excellency exercise a very active vigilance over the respective authori- 
ties, and explain to them the instructions of His Majesty the Emperor.

ExoGLLENOY : You are aware that the imperial government, in har- 
mony with the invariable principles of its foreign policy, and i)roperly 
coQsaltiiig the interosta of tlie empire, has resolved to remain neutral 
in the war which has unhappily broken out between the Argentine Con- 
federation and tbe province of Buenos Ayres. 

The neutrality of Brazil in this contest, which it heartily deplores, 
has no other limitations than those expressed by the well-known facts 
relating to the Oriental State of Uruguay, and those implicitly contained 
in article 2d of the treaty of March 7, 1850, promulgated between tbe 
empire and the Argentine Confe<Ieration. 

His Majesty the Emperor has thought flt to recommend to your excel- 
lency the strict observance of those principles, according to which it is 
the duty of Brazilian subjects to abstain from all participation or assist- 
ance in favor of either of the two belligerents. 

The exportation of articles of war from the ports of the empire to 
those of Bnenos Ayres is absolutely prohibited, whether under pretense 
of being done under the Brazilian flag or that of any other nation. Bra- 
zilian vessels must be prohibited from tbe same trafAc in contraband of 
war, even thongh destined for the ports of the Argentine Confederation. 
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It ia not probable that any other cause of violation of nentrality viU 
occnr, beyond that which we have foreseen^ in this province; but, in case 
there should, ve, shall be able in a abort time to sraid yon more explicit 
instructions. Meanwhile your excellency will be ^vemed, in an oxtraor- 
flinary emergency, by Uie principles expressed in the present notice.

If the imperial government, in code those btenmers leave the iwHs 
of Great Britain, and barely tonch at those of the empire in transit to 
Bnenos Ayres, cannot canse them to be detained, hs was request^ by 
that legation, it is in keeping with the principles of nentnility whidi 
the imiKirtal government has imposed npon itself in this war to pre- 
vent them from receiving an armament and crew, and, still more, from 
carrying articles of war to the port of Bnenos Ayres.

MiNiSTET OP Foreign Apfairs, 

Bio de Janeiro, Augu»t 1, 1861. 
Illustrious and Most Excellent Sib : The contest wliich hos 
broken out between the Federal Government of the United North 
American States and some of said States, which have declared that they 
have constituted themselves into a separate confederacy, may bring to. 
our country questions for the solution of which it is expedient that your 
excellency should be prepared, and on this account I have received 
orders from His Majesty the Emi)eror to declare to your excellency that 
the imperial government judges it to bo its duty to bold itself to the 
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stnctest neutrality dariog the var in which anhappily tboao States are 
involved, and in order that this neutrality may be preserved, it is proper 
that the following; reflations should be observed: 

The Confederate States have no recognized existence: but having 
constituted de facto a distinct government, the imperial government 
cannot consider as acta of piracy its navnl armaments, nor deny to 
them, with the necessary restrictions, the character of belligerents which 
they may assume. 

Brazilian snhJectQ most accordingly abstain iVom all participation and 
assistance in favor of oue of the belligerents, and they cannot take part 
in any acts that may be considered as hostile to oue of the two parties 
and contrary to the duties of neutrality. 

The exportation of articles itertahiing to war from the ports of the 
empire to the new Confederate States is absolutely prohibited, whether 
it is claimed to be done under the Brazilian flag or under that of another 
nation. 

The same commerce contraband of war must be forbidden to Brazilian 
vessels, even when they are bound to iwrts subject to the Oovcmment 
of the Korth American Union. 

Ko vessel with the flag of one of the belligerents, which is engaged 
in this war or ia destined for it, can be supplied with stores, equip^d, 
or armed in the ports of the empire; bat this prohibition is not t» in- 
clude the furnishing of provisions and ships' stores iodispensable for the 
continuation of the voyage. 

^o vessel of war or privateer shall be permitte^l to enter and icmiuu 
. with prizes in our ports or bays vaim than twenty-four hours, except in 
case of arrival under stress, and in no manner shall they be ^lennitted 
~ to dispose of said prizes or of articles proceeding therefrom. 

In the fulfillment of these measures, and in the solution of questions 
which may arise, ybnr excellency will be guided by the principles of 
intematioual law, keeping nnder consideration the instructions issued 
by this ministry on the 18th of May, 1851, and bearing in mind the cir- 
culitr of the 30th of July, 1850, with i-ospect to the Uuitetl States iu 
contest with the Confederate States, and yon will communicate to the 
imperial government any difllcutttcs or cxtraoi'diiiary occurrences which 
may require new instructions.

Circular to ih« pretidentt of the provinces — central division. 



Most Iixubteious and Most Eiobixbnt Sir: It being proper to 
shed more light on the circnlar of this ministry of the Ist of August, 
18S], which established the principles regulating the neutrality which 
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tfae imperial governnieDt has dotormineil to assume in regard to the 
contest in tfae United States of Nortli America, both in orderto explain 
some of tfaese principles and to indicate in general tfae cases in iThich 
tfae nentrality slionld be deemed riolated, and the means of rendering 
it effective, His Mf^esty the Emperor orders the following to be declarod 
to yonr excellency for yoar information and for doe execntioo : 

By the ■words "except in case of forced arrival," [a putting into i»ort 
in distroas,] montioned in the circalar referred to, it is also to be tinder- 
stood: 

That the vessel shall not be compelled to leave the port within the 
space of twenty-foDF boors if shehasnotbeeu able to effect such repairs 
as may be indispensable to enable her to expose herself to the sea -withont 
risk of being lost. 

If (V like risk sliall be incnrrod on account of bad weather. 

If, finally, she is closely beset by the enemy. 

Under these circamstnnces, it Bhall be at tlie option of the govern- 
ment at conrt, and of the presidents in the provinces, to determine, 
in view of the circumstances, the time within which the vessel must 
sail. 

Privateers, {corsarios,) even though they condnct no prizes, shall not 
be admitt^ into tlie ports of the empire for more than tveuty-fonr hours, 
except in case of forced arrival. 

The priKCS of which tfae circular of tliu Ist of August treats ure ves- 
sels captured by belligerents or by privateers; so that the i>ena1ty 
imposed on those which condnct prijM is not applicable to those whicu 
merely bring in articles proceeding irom prii'.es; it being unlawful for . 
them, however, in any case to dispose of siiid articles, as it is also of 
the prizes. 

In conformity with the circular mentioned, boUigereut vessels can 
only receive in the port« of the empire such provisions and naval stores 
as they absolutely need, and make the repairs which are necessary for 
the ooiftinuation of the voyofje. 

This provisiou presupposes that the vessel is bound for sotn^ jwrt, 
and that only on the passage and through necessity she seeks to enter 
a jmrt of the empire. 

The presupposition of the circular, however, will not hold good if 
the same vessel shall seek to enter a port repeatedly, or if after having 
procured supplies in one port, she shall enter into another immediately 
afterward under tlie same pretext, except in cases proved to be of 
overruling nec^^ssity, (de/orca maior.) 

Frequency, therefore, without sufBciently proved cause, must warrant , 
the suspicion that the vessel is not really on a voyage, but is scouring 
the neighboring seas of the empire to capture vessels of the enemy. 

The asylum and succor which aro!n such case given to one of the bel- 
ligerents may be characterized as assistance or favor given against the 
other, and therefore as a violation of declared neutrality. 

It is proper, consequently, that a vessel which has thready once en- 
tered one of our iiorts should not l>e rccoivetl in the same port or in 
another, shortly after having entered the first, to receive provisions and 
naval stores and to make repairs, except in a cose duly i>roved of over- 
ruling necessity, until after a reasonable term shall render it credible 
that the vessel has already retired from the shores of the empire, and 
boa returned to them after having concluded the voyage on which she 
WAS bound. 

For reasons identical witli those which have been set forth, belliger- 
ent vessels will not be permitted, in ports of the empire, to receive 
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commcHlities coming directly for tliein in vessels of any natloa, which 
would signify tbnt the belligerents did not seek our ports on the pas- 
sage, and through unforeseen necessity, but for the purpose of remaining 
in proximity to the shores of tlie empire, taking beforehand the requi- 
site precautions to be furnished with the means of continuing in their 
enterprises. The tAleration of such an abuse would be equivalent to 
permitting the jiorts of the empire to serve tlie belligorehta aa a base of 
(q>eratioua. 

The principles of the circular of the Ist of August, ISOl, being thus 
explained, it is proper that in the ports, bays, and anchorages of ttie em- 
pire, there should be exacted of the belligerents the faithful observance 
of the following conditions : 

1st. Yessels of war admitted into an nnchoriige or port must remain 
' in the most perfect tranquillity, and in the most complete pence with the 
vessels which may be there, even with vessels of war, or such as are 
equipped as vessels of war belonging to their enemy. 

2d. They shall not be permitted to increase their crows by engaging 
seamen of any nation whatever, including their own countrymen. 

3d. They shall likewise not be permitted to increase the number and 
caliber of their heavy gnus, nor in any manner to improve tlieui, nor to 
pnrchase or ship portable omie and munitions of war. 

4th. They shall not be pcrmitt«d to place tliemselves iu ambush in 
the ports or anchorages, or at the island and capes of the territorial 
seas of the empire, in order to watch for vessels belonging to the enomy 
that may enter or leave, nor even to seek intbnnation in regard to those 
which are expected, or which are t& leave, nor finally to set sail in order 
to pursue an enemy's vessel described or signaled. 

Sth. They shnll not be permitted to set sail immediately after a vessel 
belonging to a hostile or neutral nation. If the vessel which leaves, and 
also theone which remains, are citlier st«ain or sailing vessels, tliei-e sljall 
intervene between the departure of one and the other tlio.s|>ace of 
twenty-four hours. But if the one whicli Jejvves be a sailing vessel, and 
the one which remains a steamer, tlie latter shnll not be permitted to 
leave until seventy-two bonrs afterward. 

Cth. During their stay in port the belligerents shall not be permitted 
to employ either strength or cunning iu order to regain i>ossessioa of 
prizes taken from their fellow-citizens, who may be in the same asj'lum, 
or to liberate prisoners of their nation. 

Ttb. They shall not be permitted to proceed in tbe neutral port either 
to the sale or to the ransom of prizes taken from their enemy, befofe 
the validity of the prize shall have been recognized by the competent 
tribunals. . 

It is understood that the infractions of every one of those seven con- 
ditions shall constitute so innny eases of violation of tlie neuti-ulity of 
the empire, subjecting the iufractoi-s to tbe i>enalties which shall be 
imposeil upon them. And in order to render the neutrality effective, 
by, cohibiting and repressing the abuses which might be eoniniitted, 
the following means aro to be employed : 

1st. Previous to the grant of asylum, the character of the vessels and 
her antecedents in otiier ports of the empire shnll be oxamiuetl, in order 
alterward to grant or refuse entrance and stay, to slacken favor, or to 
redouble vigilance. 

2d. An anchorage shall be designated, where the vessels may be 
under tbe immediate view of the itoliee, and distant from suspicions 
places and cireumstauccs. 

3d. The movements of the belligerent shall be watched Axtm the 
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timie of tlie entry nntil her departure, and tbe bannlesa cbaracter of the 
articles irbich may be taken on board shall be ascertained. 

4th. The police shall be ordered not to consent to the landiDf; and 
sale of articles proceeding from prizes. 

Btb. It shall not be lawftll to make prizes in the territorial waters of 
the empire, and force shall be nsed to prevent this if necessary; and if 
\he prises or the articles proceeding trom them which may have entered 
into the ports of the empire have been captured in said territorial 
waters, the y mnst be taken posscasioQ of by the competent authorities, 
in order to be restored to their legitimate owners: the sale of snch 
articles being considered always null. 

(ith. A belligerent who has once violated nentrality shall not be 
admitted into the ports of the empire. 

7tb. Vessels which may attempt to violate nentrality shall be com- 
pelled to leave the maritime territory of the empire immediately, and 
they shall be allowed to procure no supplies. 

8th. Finally, force shall be used, and, in the absence or insnfflciency 
of this, a solemn and earnest protest shall be made against a belligerent 
who, on beiu^ notified and warned, does not desist from the violation 
of the nentrality of the empire; forts and ves'selsof war shall be ordered 
to fire on a belligerent who shall attack his enemy in onr territory, and 
on an armed vessel whicli shall get ready to sail before the expiration 
of the time flsed after ttie sailing of the vessel belonging to the contrary 
belligerent. 

And inasmuch ns the steamer Alabama, of the Confederate Stat^, 
has manifestly violated the nentrality of the empire, by having infringed 
the provisions of the circular of the 1st of August, 1861, by making the 
island of Rata a base for its operations since it has conducted prizes 
thither, and sailed thence to capture others, which it ordered to be burned 
after having kept them some days at the anchorage of that island, His 
MEyesty the Emperor orders that said steamer shall no more be received 
in any port of the empire. 

I renew to yonr excellency the assurances of my perfect esteem and 
distinguished consideration.

ExoBLLGNOT; The legation of His MfOesty the Emperor of the 

French notified the imperial government, by a note of the 14tb instant, 

of the war which has broken out between France on one side, nnd on the 

other Prussia aud the allied powers thai gave to the latter the support 

■ of their arms. 

The same legation requested,, and His Mixjesty's government has 
jnst declared to it, that Brazil shall observe the stricteai neutrality dnring 
this war toward France, as well as towarti the other belligerent and 
her allies. 

The French government promises that its sea and land forces will 
scrupulously observe toward the neutral powers the rales of international 
law, and the principles established by the congress of Paris in its 
dcclarution of April Iti, ISdG. 

Brazil, as your excellency knows, adhOred to those pHiiciitles, and 
thereibro has a right that Brazilian vosscIh and their mci'chaudisc sliall 
ei^oy the guarantees secured by tliem. 

The principles to which I allude are the following: 

1st. Privatooriitg is and remains abolishetl. 

2d, The neutral ttag covers the enemy's morcliandise, witli tlie excep- 
tion of contraband of war. 

3d, Neutral merchandise, with the exceittion of contraband of wai-, 
cannot be captured under the enemy's Ung. 

4th. Blockades to be biudiugmnst boeftectivej that is, maiutainetl 
by sufficient force really to prevent access to the enemy's shore, 

Prussia took part in the last congress of Paris, and consequently is 
bound to the same rules of moderation and comity toward the noutral 
owners in the present war. 

In accordance with what I have set forth, it behooves yonr excellency 
to advise the chief of police of this province, aud the several authorities 
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of the treasnry, cansiiig this circular to be inserted in the gazette that 
publishes official acts, and informing, by any means vhioh yoa may 
deem pFOper, Brazilian Bubjects residrng there of this porpose of HLa 
M^esty's government, to fbe end that all may striotly abstain &om acts 
contrary to the dnties of a strict nentiality. 

Id the event of the imperial goTemmenfs not sending special ia- 
stmctions, yonr excelluicy vill nude yonra^ by the circulars of Augost 
1, 1864, and Jnne 23, 1863, in that which may be applicable to the case 
in point.

With the intention of securing the regular operation of the dispositions 
of the ^tli regulation (or case] of the circular of the 23d Jime, 1863, it

iBt ISeicbant vessela of eitber of the belligerents who wish to leave 
ft port, miut pre notice in writing twenty-four hoars prevJona to the 
commandant of the naval station of the day and hoar on which they 
wUl depart. In the notice it will be stated if (the vessel) is a steamer or 
under soil. 

2d. The commnndant of the naval station, if he should uot have 
jeceived notification of the deportnre of any vessel of war belonging to 
ti^e other belligerent, will moke it known to the respective commanding 
officers that they cannot leave the port until after tiie expiration of ttie 
time or times mentioned in the 5th case above referred to, [i. «., in the 
5th of the circular of 23d June.] He (the commandant of the naval sta- 
tion) will also give the proper notification to the forts aud the boarding- 



3d. The said merchant vessels must not leave before tliey receive an 
answer (t. e., their notification of inteotiun) in writing, declaring that the 
proper precautions have been talien, and that, in consequence, they can 
go. The answer will be given as soon as possible. 

4th. In those places where there is no naval station commander, the 
notice of merchant vessels will bo delivered to the captain of tlio port, 
and in his absence to tlie commander of the fori; where tlie visit is mode: 
and in case there be no fort, to the (conimaudor) of any Brazilian vessel 
of war tliere present ; and, in last resort, to the highest police authority 
at tiie place. The officer to whom the notice in the above-required 
terms shall be d^vered, is the proper party to give the intimation to 
the (belligerent) vessels of war of belligerents. 

5tn. The war vessels of belligerents which do not desire to have their 
departure interfered with by tlie successive departures of merchant ves- 
sels, or of th^ opponent's war vessels, will commanioate, with twenty- 
four hours' notice in the foregoing terms, their claim to their time of 
departure. The order of leaving wUl be determined by the order in 
time of the reeeptiou of the notice. 

€tb. In addition to the Yoregoing regulations, war vessels cannot leave 
the port before the entry in of merchant vessels of the other belligerent 
which shall be outside tiie bar, or which shall have been onnount^ by 
the telegraph or signal stations, except when the respective captain 
shall pledge his word of honor to the commandant of the naval station, 
or, in his absence, to the competent officer, that he will not do them any 
damage, and except in addition to their reason, they (t. «., war vessels) 
should not be hindered from departing because of some otlier reason.

Sm: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of yoar comnaniii- 
cation of. the 24th Angnst Inst, tisking that the Depnrtment of Stnte be 
nirnished with a certified estimate of the value of the Gideb Cashing, a 
vessel of the revetiae-cutter service destroyed in the enmmer of 1863 
by a tender of the insurgent steamer Florida, for presentation to the 
tnbnnal which ia t« sit at Geneva, and in reply I forward herewith the 
certificate most easily obtainable, that of Mr. William Handy, in charge 
of matters pertaining to the rcvenue-cntter service at the time of tlie 
lo88 of the Cnshing, who is well acquainted with the character of the 
vessel, her original cost of construction and equipment. Shonid this 
certificate not suffice for the purpose desired, other evidence will be far- 
nished from parties at Portland or elsewhere. 

I am informed that the State Department is in possession of auffloient 
evidence as to tlie destruction of the Gashing, but should more be 
desired, the report of the collector of the customs at Portland, made a 
short time after the capture, is of record in this Department, and copies 
can be forwarded.
